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Education  of  women  no  longer  needs  defense,  or  apology. 
It  is  now  recognized  as  fundamental.  Given  a  truly  edu¬ 
cated  and  trained  Christian  woman,  the  safety  of  the  home, 
the  Church  and  the  State  is  assured.  In  fact  demonstrations 
of  this  statement  are  to  be  found  on  every  hand.  It  is 
a  common  thing  nowadays  to  find  a  woman  the  defense 
of  her  home,  the  champion  of  the  Church,  the  purifier  of 
public  life  and  aggressive  in  the  arts  and  sciences.  She 
may  be  said  to  be,  in  the  most  real  sense,  the  teacher  of  the 
coming  generation.  She  must  be  the  mother  of  it,  and  most 
of  the  school  rooms  will  be  filled  by  her.  In  order  that  she 
may  do  this  great  work  well  and  secure  for  herself  happiness 
and  culture,  institutions  especially  adapted  to  woman’s  needs 
have  sprang  up  all  over  our  land,  Mont  Amoena  among  them. 

Sratgn  of  il;e  Institution 

The  design  of  this  institution  is  to  furnish,  at  the  lowest  cost, 
a  Christian  education  to  the  daughters  of  the  Church,  and  to 
all  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  our  opportunities.  She  does 
not  pursue  this  policy  simply  to  secure  patronage,  but  because 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  make  education  as  easy  to  secure 
as  possible,  in  order  that  all  her  daughters  may  be  trained  for 
useful  positions  in  life.  Mt.  Pleasant  is  a  favorable  location 
for  an  institution  of  such  a  character,  both  on  account  of  the 
moral  and  Christian  community,  and  the  cheapness  of  products. 
Many  attend  our  school  because  they  cannot  afford  to  pay 
a  large  sum  for  an  education;  many  attend  because  they  do 
not  want  to  pay  a  larger  sum ;  many  attend  because  the  school 
has  a  record  for  thorough  class-room  drill  and  scholarly  work ; 
while  many  attend  because  the  location  offers  attractions  and 
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inducements  which  cannot  be  found  in  a  city,  with  its  costly 
and  fashionable  demands.  All  these  classes  are  welcomed 
to  our  institution,  and  are  assured  equally  congenial  en¬ 
vironments. 


Ilistflnral 

Mont  Amoena  Seminary  was  organized  in  1859,  but  not 
until  the  year  of  1869  did  it  become  a  Church  institution. 
Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.  D., 
it  was  then  secured  as  the  property  of  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  since  which  time  it  has  been 
conducted  with  gratifying  success  by  a  Board  of  Trustees 
elected  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  Although  the  prop¬ 
erty  belongs  to  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  the  doors  of  the 
institution  are  open  to  the  daughters  of  all  Synods  and  de¬ 
nominations  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  our  opportunities. 

(fitjarfrr 

The  institution  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
State,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  higher  institutions 
of  learning,  including  the  conferring  of  academic  degrees. 
Finding,  however,  that  the  interests  of  the  Church  are  better 
subserved  and  that  a  real  educational  need  is  being  supplied, 
the  authorities  waive  the  chartered  privileges  and  run  the 
institution  as  a  Seminary  with  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 
Never  pretentious,  she  nevertheless  has  done  a  noble  work. 
With  the  exception  of  the  fire  which,  on  the  evening  of 
Thanksgiving  Day,  1911,  destroyed  the  old  building  in  which 
the  school  had  been  conducted  for  nearly  half  a  century,  the 
events  of  her  life  have  been  in  the  main  smoothly  going.  Over 
225  noble  and  efficient  women  have  been  graduated  and  sent 
to  the  varied  enterprises  of  womankind,  while  several  thou¬ 
sand  have  received  partial  training  at  her  knees. 

Prominent  among  those  who  have  presided  over  the  school's 
destiny  are :  Mrs.  D.  H.  Bittle,  the  foundress,  Rev.  G.  F. 
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Shaeffer,  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.D.,  Rev.  Daniel  I.  Dreher, 
Capt.  Wiley  W.  Barrier,  Misses  Ribble,  Rev.  P.  A.  Stroebel, 
Prof.  R.  H.  Rockroth,  Rev.  J.  A.  Rinn,  Miss  Julia  Shirey, 
Rev.  C.  R.  T.  Fisher,  under  whose  strong  aggressive  spirit 
the  institution  became  well  and  favorably  known;  Rev.  Hen¬ 
derson  N.  Miller,  Phd.,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  A.M.  Many 
of  these  have  passed  into  their  eternal  reward  but  behind 
them  remains  the  institution  as  a  most  fitting  monument  to 
their  courage  and  fidelity. 


Stmtum 

The  work  of  Mont  Amoena  Seminary  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  whom  the  Evangelical  Ru- 
theran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  vested,  by  appointment, 
authority  and  the  obligation  for  its  welfare.  The  Board  in 
turn  is  under  the  control  of  the  Synod.  The  local  manage¬ 
ment  is  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  A.  Goodman,  presi¬ 
dent  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  vice-president  and  treasurer, 
both  having  been  duly  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  constant  aim  of  the  management  has  been  to  make  and 
keep  an  institution  which  gives  to  its  students  the  best  in  edu¬ 
cational  thought  and  advancement;  to  supply  the  branches  of 
a  liberal  education  and  culture;  to  fortify  the  students  in 
these  branches  by  requiring  a  high  standard  and  thorough  drill 
under  helpful  direction;  and  above  all  to  inspire  the  minds 
of  the  students  with  a  love  for  the  beautiful,  the  good  and 
the  true  and  help  them  realize  that  their  highest  personal 
achievement  and  greatest  service  to  mankind  call  for  the  best 
there  is  in  womanhood. 


Earatuns 

The  location  of  the  institution  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Cabarrus 
County,  N.  C.,  is  altogether  favorable.  The  town  is  pleas¬ 
antly  located  in  a  fertile  section  of  the  State,  and  is  entirely 
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free  from  all  malarial  diseases.  Persons  suffering  from  chills 
and  fever  are  always  benefited,  and  in  some  instances  cured, 
by  a  residence  in  town.  These  facts  are  stated  in  order  that 
parents  may  feel  safe  in  sending  their  daughters  to  the  school. 
Health  is  invaluable  for  successful  study,  and  it  is  gratifying 
that  these  assurances  can  be  given.  The  small  town  possesses 
advantages  over  large  cities,  as  a  location  for  a  school,  in  not 
requiring  so  many  restrictions.  It  also  makes  possible  a  liberal 
education  at  the  lowest  cost.  Place  a  school  of  our  advantages 
in  a  city  and  we  would  be  compelled  to  increase  our  rates  in 
proportion  to  the  greater  cost  of  living,  servant  hire,  etc.  So, 
instead  of  apologizing  for  our  location,  we  urge  it  as  one 
of  our  greatest  advantages,  enabling  us  to  run  a  first-class 
school  at  the  very  lowest  figures. 

That  our  location  is  no  hindrance  to  our  development  or 
the  development  of  our  students  is  attested  by  the  past  success 
of  the  institution  and  its  large  annual  enrollment. 

Mt.  Pleasant  has  a  population  of  about  eight  hundred  and 
is  growing  industrially  every  year.  It  furnishes  all  the  shop¬ 
ping  facilities  necessary  for  the  students,  there  being  four 
general  merchandise  stores,  a  drug  store,  and  millinery  and 
dressmaking  establishments.  The  stores  also  keep  in  stock 
books  and  art  material. 

The  town  is  accessible  via  Concord,  nine  miles  distant  on 
the  main  line  of  the  Southern  Railway,  from  which  place 
there  are  two  daily  auto  transfers.  Parties  coming  by  rail 
without  escort  will  be  met  at  the  depot  by  responsible  parties, 
if  previous  notice  of  the  time  of  their  arrival  be  given  to  the 
President. 

The  Seminary  is  connected  by  long  distance  telephone 
with  the  leading  towns  of  North  and  South  Carolina  and  by 
telephone  with  the  telegraph  office  at  Concord,  N.  C.  In 
this  way  parents  may  communicate  with  their  daughters  just 
as  readily  as  if  the  Seminary  was  located  on  the  railroad. 
Two  livery  stables  in  Mt.  Pleasant  furnish  ample  conveyance 
for  all  occasions,  in  addition  to  public  service  automobiles. 
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(finmmmtitg 

The  morality  and  intelligence  of  the  community,  the  leg¬ 
islative  enactments  forbidding  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  the  absence  of  gambling  dens  and  other  haunts  of  vice 
afford  the  student  the  best  possible  safeguard  and  environment. 
The  Collegiate  Institute  being  in  the  same  town,  affords  pa¬ 
rents  having  sons  and  daughters  the  opportunity  of  having 
them  educated  in  the  same  place.  The  Lutheran  Church  is 
situated  just  across  the  street,  in  front  of  the  Seminary,  the 
most  inclement  weather  not  interfering  with  attendance.  Be¬ 
sides  the  Lutheran  Church  there  are  churches  of  the  German 
Reformed,  Methodist,  and  Baptist  faiths,  from  one  to  two 
of  which  are  open  for  services  every  Sunday.  The  moral 
and  religious  atmosphere  of  Mt.  Pleasant  is  excelled  by  but 
few  towns,  if  any,  in  the  State. 

SuU&tng 

All  the  work  of  the  Seminary  is  conducted  in  a  single 
building,  which  is  new  throughout,  complete  and  modern 
in  every  appointment.  It  is  three  stories  high  in  the  center. 
A  practically  fire-proof  basement  runs  the  entire  length  of  the 
structure,  and  two  fire  walls  divide  the  whole  into  three  com¬ 
partments.  Fire  hose  are  conveniently  located  on  each  floor. 

The  basement  contains  recitation  rooms  seated  with  indi¬ 
vidual  tablet-armed  chairs,  large  well-lighted  and  cheerful 
dining  room,  gymnasium  and  bath  rooms,  heating  and  lighting 
plants,  and  kitchen. 

On  the  first  floor  are  located  the  assembly  room,  music 
rooms,  social  room,  library,  president’s  office,  president’s  and 
vice-president’s  living  rooms  and  a  few  student  rooms. 

The  second  and  third  floors  are  devoted  to  student  rooms. 
Here  will  be  found  also  the  art  room.  The  main  lavatory  is 
located  on  the  second  floor  and  is  equipped  with  every  com¬ 
fort. 
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The  building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam  and  lighted  by 
electricity.  Hot  and  cold  water  is  furnished  to  all  bath  rooms. 
Water  is  secured  from  a  well  drilled  through  220  feet  of  solid 
rock.  All  surface  water  is  effectively  shut  out  by  steel  casing 
sunk  in  rock  for  40  feet  below  the  surface.  The  water  is 
forced  from  the  well  into  a  pneumatic  tank,  thence  to  the 
spigots.  It  is  as  pure  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it  without  boil¬ 
ing.  Besides  the  water  is  possessed  of  valuable  mineral  prop- 
erties  and  is  conducive  to  good  health.  Five  dollars  will  cover 
all  doctor  bills  for  the  past  session. 

The  student  rooms  are  simply,  yet  substantially  and  attrac¬ 
tively  furnished.  Each  room  is  supplied  with  two  electric 
lights,  two  single  beds  and  mattresses  (except  in  case  of  a  few 
large  rooms),  two  wardrobes,  two  chairs,  combination  stu¬ 
dent’s  table,  dresser,  washstand,  and  toilet  articles.  There  is 
not  an  objectionable  room  in  the  building.  There  are  no 
dark,  damp  rooms;  the  sun  shines  into  all  of  them.  From 
all  parts  of  the  structure  there  is  afforded  a  pleasing  view 
over  the  large  campus  to  distant  hills. 

The  campus  contains  about  six  acres,  on  which  are  walks 
and  drives,  and  athletic  courts.  Outdoor  recreation  is  thus 
invited.

Careful  consideration  of  the  matter  here  presented  is  urged 
upon  all  parents,  guardians  and  students  intending  to  patron¬ 
ize  our  school.  Bear  in  mind  that  no  regulation  exists  for 
punishment.  Special  rules  will  be  made  as  necessity  demands. 
The  following  are  adopted  as  a  policy.

Formal  rules  for  the  government  of  the  school  will  not  be 
multiplied  beyond  what  good  order  and  system  require.  By 
careful  supervision,  the  one  great  principle,  that  a  high-toned 
sense  of  honor  and  true  lady-like  refinement  should  mark 
the  conduct  of  every  pupil,  will  be  sedulously  inculcated. 

But  rules  and  restrictions  will  not  be  entirely  dispensed 
with  and  the  minds  of  the  pupils  will  be  impressed  with  the 
conviction  that  conformity  to  rule  is  necessary,  not  only  for 
the  success  of  the  institution,  but  also  for  their  own  happiness 
and  progress.  And  the  regulations  will  be  so  enforced  as  to 
induce  the  practice  of  self-government  from  moral  principle, 
rather  than  from  fear  of  punishment;  and  by  thus  forming 
a  principle  of  correct  action,  to  inspire  a  love  of  order  and 
correct  deportment,  which  will  lead  them  to  an  intelligent, 
cheerful,  and  pleasant  performance  of  the  duties  of  life. 

All  cases  of  discipline  will  be  referred  to  a  committee  com¬ 
posed  of  the  President,  Vice-President  and  L,ady  Principal. 

The  President  and  teachers  reside  in  the  building,  ready  to 
afford  any  assistance  the  pupils  may  require,  and  by  associa¬ 
tion  to  exert  upon  them  a  wholesome  influence.

Good  health  is  essential  to  mental  improvements,  as  well 
as  to  comfort,  and  to  secure  this  end  the  above  schedule  has 
been  adopted. 

The  building  is  equipped  with  modern  sanitary  plumbing, 
while  the  drinking  water  is  secured  from  a  deep  well  bored 
through  solid  rock.  This  pure  water,  we  believe,  is  greatly 
conducive  to  the  excellent  health  of  the  students,  which  is  one 
of  the  most  attractive  features  of  our  school  life. 

Every  attention  will  be  paid  to  promote  health  of  mind 
and  body  by  encouraging  the  pupils  to  proper  exercise.  Daily 
exercise  is  required,  either  in  the  gymnasium  or  out  of  doors, 
the  latter  preferably.  Care  will  always  be  had  to  needs  of  the 
individual  student. 

Each  student  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  her  room.  She 
is  required  to  keep  it  in  a  neat  and  sanitary  condition.  All 
dust  and  waste  matter  must  be  carefully  and  promptly  re¬ 
moved,  and  properly  placed.  Co-operation  also  will  be  re¬ 
quired  on  the  part  of  each  student  in  order  to  keep  the  build¬ 
ing  as  a  whole  in  a  clean  and  healthful  condition. 
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The  healthfulness  of  the  institution  having  been  so  uni¬ 
formly  good  in  the  past,  the  requirement  of  a  medical  fee  has 
been  discarded.  However  should  any  serious  illness  make 
its  appearance,  parents  will  be  notified  immediately.  Mean¬ 
while  every  possible  attention  will  be  shown  the  patient. 

Heltguws  lExtrriara 

School  is  opened  each  day  with  prayer  and  reading  of 
Scripture  lesson.  No  undue  religious  influence  over  the 
school  is  exercised,  yet  a  regard  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
the  pupil  will  always  be  had.  Convinced  that  the  highest 
interests  of  those  committed  to  our  trust  will  be  conserved 
by  a  proper  observance  of  religious  duties,  these  will  be  in¬ 
sisted  upon. 

There  are  four  churches  in  the  town  (Lutheran,  Methodist, 
Baptist,  and  Reformed),  and  religious  services  are  held  in  at 
least  one  of  them  every  Sunday.  Sunday  School  is  conducted 
in  the  chapel  of  the  Seminary.  All  students  boarding  in  the 
Seminary  building  are  required  to  attend. 

QJijp  Sutler  league 

For  many  years  there  has  been  as  active  Teague  connected 
with  the  Seminary.  Besides  being  a  religious  power,  it  is 
made  especially  beneficial  to  the  young  ladies  by  frequent  ro¬ 
tation  of  office-holding.  Thus  they  are  prepared  to  become 
leaders  in  church  work,  well  acquainted  with  church  interests. 
One  Sunday  in  each  month  is  devoted  to  the  cause  of  mis¬ 
sions  when  a  special  program  is  rendered  and  offerings  made. 
This  feature  of  religious  work  has  proved  a  stimulus  to  the 
students,  and  has  sent  out  from  our  school  many  leaders  of 
intensive  church  work.  The  Teague  is  one  of  the  indispen- 
sibles  in  Mont  Amoena.

Rewards  are  good  aids  to  deportment  and  scholarly  profi¬ 
ciency.  Through  the  kindness  and  interest  of  Prof.  Dewey 
Moose  and  Mr.  J.  Moose,  a  gold  medal  was  offered  to  that 
student  of  the  classical  course  who  throughout  the  year  main¬ 
tained  the  highest  grade  in  deportment  and  proficiency. 

The  medal  was  awarded  to  Miss  Dorothy  Bostian,  of  the 
Sophomore  Class.  Plonorable  mention  went  to  Miss  Pearle 
Koontz,  of  the  Junior  Class.  Both  attained  above  95. 

Professor  Moose  and  Mr.  Moose  offer  the  medal  again  for 
the  session  of  1914-15.

All  students  who  maintain  in  attendance  and  scholarship 
an  average  of  95,  and  who  have  perfect  deportment,  will  be 
awarded  First  Distinction.  All  those  who  attain  93  and  have 
perfect  deportment  will  be  awarded  Second  Distinction.  The 
names  of  all  such  students  will  be  announced  on  Commence¬ 
ment  Day  and  published  in  the  catalogue.

A  record  of  attendance  of  all  school  duties,  and  of  de¬ 
portment  is  kept,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  to  the  parents  or 
guardian  at  the  end  of  each  quarter.  While  demerits  are  as¬ 
signed  sparingly,  one  assigned  stands  for  something  and  is 
worthy  the  name.

Parents  are  supposed  to  comply  with  our  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  when  they  place  their  daughters  in  our  care.  Such 
rules  are  necessary  for  the  proper  government  of  large  bodies 
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of  students.  A  cheerful  compliance  with  said  rules  Will 
greatly  aid  the  efficiency  of  the  school  and  obtain  satisfactory 
results  for  the  student. 

The  Seminary  year  is  divided  into  four  quarters,  of  nine 
weeks  each.  We  urgently  request  every  patron  to  send  his 
daughter  or  ward  promptly  at  the  opening  of  the  session 
or  quarter. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  those  expecting  to  send  their 
daughters  or  wards  to  this  Seminary,  should  make  applica¬ 
tion  before  the  opening  of  the  season.  This  will  insure  rooms 
reserved.  No  reservations  are  made  except  on  personal  ap¬ 
plication  or  by  letter  to  the  President. 

Prompt  attendance  at  the  opening  of  the  session  is  im¬ 
portant  to  the  progress  of  the  pupil,  as  well  as  to  the  proper 
organization  of  the  school. 

Parents  are  urgently  requested  not  to  indulge  their  daugh¬ 
ters  in  frequent  visits  home.  Absence  from  class  to  make 
ordinary  visits  elsewhere,  is  not  allowed.  The  management 
deem  the  catalogued  holidays  ample  time  for  visiting.  There¬ 
fore  no  permits  will  be  granted  students  to  visit  friends  in 
town  or  out  of  town  at  any  other  time,  except  upon  written 
request  of  parent  or  guardian.  Visits  of  any  kind  seriously 
hinder  work. 

Correspondence  with  persons  not  designated  by  the  parents 
is  forbidden.  Letters  may  be  sent  to  the  postoffice  only  with 
the  knowledge  of  the  management. 

Also  calls,  or  other  marked  attentions,  from  gentlemen,  are 
not  allowed  except  by  written  permission  of  parents,  and 
then  only  at  the  discretion  of  the  President  or  Lady  Prin¬ 
cipal.  Periodic  calls  not  allowed  at  any  time. 

All  permits,  including  list  of  correspondents,  must  be  ad¬ 
dressed  directly  to  the  President,  and  not  enclosed  in  letters 
to  students. 

It  is  advisable  that  pupils  be  not  allowed  to  contract  debts. 
Unless  authority  gives  written  permission,  the  management 
will  not  allow  accounts.  In  any  case  we  disclaim  any  respon¬ 
sibility. 
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A  limited  number  of  receptions  and  entertainments  are  al¬ 
lowed  during  the  year  for  the  social  pleasure  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  young  ladies.

The  course  of  instruction  has  been  designed  to  meet  the 
educational  wants  of  young  women.  It  is  not  claimed  that 
the  Seminary  furnishes  a  collegiate  curriculum  in  regular 
course,  but  the  intelligent  critic  will  discover  that  it  is  equal 
to  the  curriculum  of  the  best  ladies’  seminaries,  and  higher 
and  more  exacting  than  the  curriculum  of  some  institutions 
claiming  the  name  of  “college.”  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
course  is  only  about  two  years  lower  than  that  of  our  best 
colleges  for  women,  and  the  student  having  thoroughly  mas¬ 
tered  it  will  be  well  prepared  for  more  advanced  collegiate 
work.  In  addition,  the  economical  expenses  here  make  pos¬ 
sible  a  good  opportunity  for  post-graduate  work  elsewhere. 

However,  the  seminary  course  of  study,  with  the  thorough 
drill  under  efficient  teachers,  has  been  found  to  meet  all  the 
needs  of  a  large  class  of  people  who  wish  their  daughters 
trained  for  useful  spheres  of  life  in  a  limited  time  and  at  a 
moderate  cost.  This  institution  is  liberally  patronized  by  this 
class  of  people. 

Efforts  will  be  made  to  impart  a  thorough  and  practical 
education,  rather  than  the  superficial  kind,  which  in  some 
quarters  has  been  the  bane  of  female  education.  It  is  de¬ 
signed  to  prepare  the  student  for  the  actual  duties  of  life. 
More  self-dependence  is  being  required  of  women  at  this  time 
than  ever  before,  and  each  succeeding  year  will  make  this 
requirement  more  urgent. 

Enlr mm  iExmmnattmt 

Students  entering  the  Seminary  are  requested  to  bring  with 
them  a  signed  statement  from  their  former  teacher,  giving 
the  names  and  authors  of  the  books  last  studied,  explicitly 
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stating  whether  each  book  was  completed  or  not.  A  failure 
to  do  this  will  subject  the  student  to  an  entrance  examination. 


lElcrltur  SIuMpb 

If  a  student  is  not  pursuing  a  course  for  graduation,  she 
may  select  her  studies  from  the  regular  course.  Such  studies 
must  always  have  the  approval  of  parents  or  guardians  and 
the  President,  and  be  of  sufficient  number  to  employ  profitably 
the  time  of  the  student.  Studies  having  been  selected,  may 
not  be  discontinued  without  permission  of  the  President  and 
parents. 


Stplumas 

This  institution  gives  two  full  graduating  diplomas — the 
Classical  Diploma  and  the  English  Diploma.  To  secure  the 
former  the  student  must  pursue  all  the  studies  prescribed 
in  the  schedule  for  the  Seminary  Department,  with  this  one 
exception:  that  only  one  of  the  modern  languages  will  be  re¬ 
quired.  For  *the  English  diploma,  Latin  is  omitted.  Extra 
work  is  done  in  English  Language  and  Literature,  and  one 
of  the  modern  languages  is  required. 

3n  particular 

tEnglisli  Slanguage  anti  SJttrrature 

There  is  a  distinct  tendency  among  progressive  educators 
to  pay  increased  attention  to  the  English  branches.  This 
healthy  reaction  against  pushing  English  into  the  background 
by  a  multiplicity  of  other  studies  is  emphatically  approved  by 
this  school. 

So  when  Shakespeare  describes  the  young  Birth  as  speak¬ 
ing: 

“In  such  apt  and  gracious  words 
That  aged  ears  play  truant  at  them,” 
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he  has  outlined  the  province  of  an  ideal  English  course.  An 
essential  part  of  a  liberal  education  is  a  thorough  and  prac¬ 
tical  knowledge  of  our  own  language  and  literature.  A  promi¬ 
nent  object  of  this  course  of  study  is  to  correct  carelessness 
of  speech,  and  to  emphasize  systematic  theme  work.  The 
study  of  literature  has  always  two  aspects,  one  of  enjoyment 
and  appreciation,  the  other  of  analysis  and  exact  description. 
Therefore  beginning  with  the  College  Requirements  and  con¬ 
tinuing  through  both  American  and  English  classics,  the  sub¬ 
jects  presented  are  analyzed,  criticised  and  classified  with 
direct  reference  to  motive  and  style. 

Patrons  will  observe,  on  examination,  that  a  large  place 
has  been  assigned  to  English  in  our  curriculum,  its  study  be¬ 
ing  continued  through  every  year  of  the  course. 

fHalljmattral  (SismtBe 

This  study  receives  a  large  share  of  attention.  It  is  re¬ 
graded  as  forming  a  most  important  part  in  the  training  of 
the  young  lady.  It  is  usually  considered  especially  necessary 
in  the  college  curriculum  for  men,  but  is  sometimes  slighted 
in  female  education.  We  believe  this  to  be  a  mistake  and 
act  in  harmony  with  this  belief  in  allotting  a  large  space  to 
this  branch. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  is  imparted  by  the  con¬ 
stant,  systematic  study  of  improved  text-books,  the  student 
being  assisted  by  full  and  frequent  explanations  by  the  teacher, 
and  being  constantly  subjected  to  rigid  examinations.  The 
progress  of  the  student  is  constantly  tested  by  being  required 
to  perform  daily  exercises,  in  which  the  principles  acquired 
are  applied  to  the  solution  of  particular  problems. 

SCatitt  (Cmtrsr 

The  Eatin  course  is  important  in  a  liberal  education,  both 
because  it  enters  so  largely  into  the  English,  and  because  its 
study  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  mental  discipline.

The  course  laid  down  is  not  intended  to  be  exhaustive,  in 
comparison  with  the  best  colleges  and  universities,  but  com¬ 
pares  favorably  with  the  leading  seminaries,  comprising  the 
most  generally  recognized  and  important  of  the  great  classics. 
It  is  deemed  sufficiently  thorough.  Students  are  required  to 
make  a  careful  and  diligent  study  of  the  genius  of  the  lan¬ 
guage  and  literature. 


totan  (ttmim 

This  rich  noble  language,  more  nearly  related  to  the  English 
than  any  other,  is  a  regular  part  of  the  course  in  the  Junior 
and  Senior  years. 

The  purpose  is  to  give  a  good  working  basis  for  conver¬ 
sation,  and  to  enable  a  student  to  read  the  language  correctly. 

In  the  second  year  the  most  difficult  syntax  of  the  lan¬ 
guage  is  studied  in  connection  with  the  first,  the  easier,  then 
the  more  difficult  classic  authors. 


iFrenrl}  dliutra’ 

French  has  long  been  appreciated  as  a  polite  language. 

The  course  laid  down  embraces  two  years,  and,  like  the 
German,  is  pursued  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes.  The 
course  affords  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  language.  The  pupil 
is  required  to  take  either  German  or  French,  and  may  take 
both. 


®ljr  Natural  Srmtrrs 

The  course  in  each  of  these  is  designed  to  give  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  subjects,  such  as  will  be  beneficial  in  every¬ 
day  life,  and  also  serve  as  a  foundation  for  those  who  wish 
to  pursue  further  study  and  investigation.  The  endeavor  is 
made  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  main  facts  by  a  care- 
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ful  study  of  the  text-books,  lectures,  and  experimental  work, 
so  far  as  these  are  practicable.  The  main  subjects  studied 
are :  Physics,  Biology,  Astronomy,  Chemistry,  and  Geology. 

Sihlc  8>tiu\i| 

In  a  Christian  institution  the  Bible,  the  Book  of  all  books, 
should  receive  its  full  share  of  attention.  A  four-years' 
course  is  given  the  study  of  the  English  Bible — study  of  the 
text  itself,  history  and  doctrine,  lands  and  peoples.  The 
course  is  required  of  all  the  students  in  the  Seminary.  Chris¬ 
tian  Evidences  and  Natural  Theology  belong  to  the  regular 
curriculum,  and  are  duly  emphasized. 

Jfottmattalftp 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  legible  writing,  the  course 
requires  of  all  students  who  need  it,  practice  of  penmanship 
in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years. 
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^rmittary  (Cumrulum 


We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  curriculum  does  not 
burden  the  student  with  multiplicity  of  recitations,  which  al¬ 
ways  results  in  lack  of  thoroughness.  It  is  designed  that  the 
student  have  an  average  of  four  recitations  per  day  in  the 
Literary  Department.  A  thorough  mastery  of  the  lesson  in¬ 
sisted  upon  will  not  only  make  a  better  student,  but  will  forci¬ 
bly  teach  the  student  the  true  things  which  are  to  be  striven 
for  life,  quality  vs.  quantity. 

The  figures  after  the  studies  indicate  the  number  of  recita¬ 
tions  per  week.  Recitations  extend  over  a  period  of  forty- 
five  minutes.

Experience  has  taught  us  that  the  above  outlined  curricu- 
lum  possesses  solid  merit.  Work  is  there  laid  down  for  both 
Classical  and  English  Diplomas  elsewhere  specified.  Students 
are  therefore  strongly  advised  to  take  the  courses  entire,  and 
avoid  the  way  of  electives,  which  is  all  too  often  the  line  of 
least  resistance  leading  to  superficiality  and  inefficiency.  The 
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student  will  observe  that  the  courses  are  not  so  full  but  that, 
with  application  and  regularity,  she  may  take  one  of  them 
and  add  thereto  Music  or  Art  and  Domestic  Science  or  Do¬ 
mestic  Art. 

Of  the  above  courses,  History  in  the  Junior  and  Senior 
years  is  elective,  and  only  one  of  the  Modern  Languages  is 
required. 


(tnursr  in  fthtnir 

The  course  in  Music  receives  special  attention  at  Mont 
Amoena,  because  we  believe  that  music  is  an  essential  part  of 
a  liberal  education.  None  but  the  most  capable  teachers  are 
placed  in  charge  and  a  high  standard  of  work  is  required. 

Instruction  is  given  in  Piano,  Vocal,  Chorus,  Theory  of 
Music  and  History  of  Music. 

All  Vocal  pupils  are  required  to  attend  regularly  the  re¬ 
hearsals  of  the  chorus  class,  which  meets  every  week  for  the 
study  and  practice  of  songs  and  choruses.  Also  frequent 
public  recitals  are  given  by  the  pupils. 

Piattnfnrt?  (Urntrsp 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  studies,  indicating  the 
standard  of  work  required  for  graduation  in  Piano. 

Preparatory  Course 

Foundation  work  in  Technic;  Stephen  Emery’s  Foundation  Studies; 
Matthews’  Graded  Course,  Book  I;  Simple  scale  forms;  Simple  pieces 
by  standard  composers. 

First  Year 

Technical  work  continued;  Scales  and  Arpeggjos ;  Czerney’s  Velocity 
Studies  Op.  299,  Book  I,  II ;  Matthews’  Studies  in  Phrasing,  Book  I ; 
Duvernoy  Op.  120,  Books  I,  II;  Pieces  by  standard  composers. 
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Second  Year 

Scales  and  Arpeggios  continued ;  Selected  Studies  from  Heller,  Loes- 
chorn  and  others;  First  Studies  of  Bach;  Sonatas  by  Kuhlan  and  Clem- 
enti ;  Easier  Compositions  from  Schumann ;  Bertini,  Op.  29 ;  Pieces  of 
corresponding  difficulty  from  standard  composers. 

Third  Year 

More  advanced  technical  work;  Berens  Op.  61.  Book  I,  II;  Bach’s 
Easier  Inventions;  Czerney,  Op.  740;  Mendelssohn’s  Songs  Without 
Words;  Easier  Sonatas  of  Haydn  and  Mozart;  Pieces  by  standard  com¬ 
posers. 


Fourth  Year 

Czerney,  continued;  Bach’s  Three-Voice  Inventions;  Cramer  (Bu- 
low)  ;  Kullak  Octave  Studies;  Mozart  and  Beethoven;  Selections  from 
Chopin,  Schumann,  Schubert,  Liszt  and  others. 

No  definite  time  can  be  fixed  for  the  completion  of  this 
course,  as  some  will  advance  more  rapidly  than  others,  prog¬ 
ress  depending  upon  the  pupil’s  natural  ability  and  the  time 
devoted  to  practice.  The  minimum  length  of  time  for  prac¬ 
tice  is  two  periods  of  forty-five  minutes  each. 

(IrafctmtTOtt 

Any  pupil,  completing  satisfactorily  the  above  course,  and 
giving  proof  of  her  qualifications  by  a  public  recital  before 
the  school  will  receive  a  diploma.  The  candidate  is  also  re¬ 
quired  to  take  one  year  each  of  Theory  of  Music,  Harmony, 
and  History  of  Music,  and  have  the  equivalent  of  the  Sopho¬ 
more  year  in  English. 


UntrE 

No  music  is  comparable  to  the  trained  human  voice.  It  is 
the  divine  instrument.  Emphasis  is  therefore  laid  upon  voice 
culture.  The  Seminary  prides  itself  upon  good  singing.  The 
course  extends  over  four  years  of  graduated  work  and  em- 
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ploys  only  approved  methods  of  instruction  in  proper  breath¬ 
ing,  tone  development,  style,  clearness,  stage  deportment,  et 
cetera. 

Two  periods  per  week,  of  thirty  minutes  duration  each,  are 
given  for  private  lessons. 

The  chorus  class  meets  twice  a  week  for  thirty  minutes 
for  class  work.  The  vocal  students  are  required  to  attend. 
Other  students  of  either  instrumental  or  literary  course  may 
attend,  but  a  small  fee  will  be  charged  these  to  defray  ex¬ 
penses.  Musical  instruction  of  a  general  nature  will  be  given, 
covering  sight  singing,  chorus  and  part  songs,  and  Church 
music.  No  student  who  has  any  voice  at  all  will  want  to 
miss  the  excellent  chance  for  development  found  in  the 
chorus  class. 


HixpttBBxm 

The  first  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  good  readers 
and  self-possessed  speakers.  This  will  be  done  by  drill  work 
adapted  to  this  end.  Should  any  student  show  especial  tal¬ 
ent  in  this  line  she  will  be  advanced  to  give  the  time  and  take 
private  lessons.  All  students  should  take  the  work  offered  for 
the  double  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  understand  and  in¬ 
terpret  good  literature  and  to  express  clearly  and  impress 
forcibly  their  own  thoughts  and  feelings. 

(Emtrsr  in  Art 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  provide  instruction  in  draw¬ 
ing  and  in  the  several  branches  of  painting.  The  work  will 
cover  a  period  of  four  years. 

Some  knowledge  of  drawing  and  coloring,  while  not  posi¬ 
tively  required,  is  recommended  as  preliminary  to  china  paint¬ 
ing. 

An  exhibition  of  the  work  done  in  the  Studio  will  be  held 
during  Commencement  week.  The  work  of  the  student  must 
remain  in  the  Studio  until  after  the  exhibition. 
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Each  student  must  spend  at  least  one  hour  each  day  in  the 
Studio.  More  hours  may  be  secured  on  application.  Prog¬ 
ress  depends  on  the  individual. 

First  Year 

A  general  preparatory  course ;  drawing  from  nature,  still  life,  casts 
and  objects  in  charcoal.  First  course  in  water  color. 

Second  Year 

Sequence  of  the  First  Year  with  advanced  work. 

Third  Year 

Painting  in  water  color  and  oil ;  sketching  and  painting  from  nature. 

I 

Fourth  Year 

Painting  in  oil  and  water  color  from  selected  studies,  still  life,  and 
sketchings.  Work  in  clay  modeling  and  china  painting  (elective). 

Each  student  in  Third  and  Fourth  years  is  required  to  take 
Art  History — Hoyt. 

Course  in  Somratir  j&rirnrr  anti  Art 

In  this  practical  age,  a  young  woman  leaving  college  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  have  some  knowledge  of  home-making  and  house¬ 
keeping.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  exalt  the  home  and 
to  train  the  young  woman  in  intelligent,  efficient  and  economic 
discharge  of  household  duties.  The  course  will  embrace  the 
two  branches — Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art,  with  two 
years  work  in  each  branch. 

Students  in  consultation  with  the  Professor  in  charge  may 
elect  the  course  and  year  for  pursuit. 

Somrstir  8>rirnrr 

First  Year 

Work  in  care  of  dining  room,  laying  of  table,  serving,  carving  and 
lunch  making ;  study  of  hygiene  and  sanitation ;  household  economy. 

Two  periods  per  week. 
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Second  Year 

Practice  in  cookery;  study  of  foods  and  dietetics;  menus;  cooking 
for  sick. 

Two  periods  per  week. 


Domestic  Art 

First  Year 

Instruction  in  plain  hand  sewing  as  applied  to  simple  garments ;  arti¬ 
cles  for  household  use.  Attention  will  be  given  to  embroidery,  fancy 
stitches ;  mending  and  darning  studied. 

Two  periods  per  week. 


Second  Year 

Practice  in  plain  sewing ;  use  of  patterns ;  fitting  of  garments.  Stu¬ 
dents  assisted  in  making  simple  dresses,  shirtwaists,  et  cetera. 

Two  periods  per  week. 

Students,  in  addition  to  paying  the  fee  for  instruction,  are 
required  to  furnish  their  own  experimental  material.  Appara¬ 
tus  may  not  be  used  overtime  without  extra  charge.  Break¬ 
age  is  extra.  Also  boarding  students  pursuing  these  courses 
alone  will  be  required  to  select  at  least  two  full  studies  from 
the  literary  course.

A  Reading  Room  and  Library  are  maintained  in  the  Semi¬ 
nary,  where  access  may  be  had  to  some  of  the  best  daily  and 
weekly  newspapers,  the  leading  literary  and  scientific  journals, 
and  many  of  the  standard  works  of  literature.  The  Room 
is  in  charge  of  a  competent  and  obliging  librarian,  who  sees 
to  it  that  good  order  is  maintained.  Students  are  encouraged 
to  form  the  reading  and  research  habit.  The  room  will  be 
comfortably  furnished,  well  heated  and  well  lighted,  and  open 
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to  the  students  at  suitable  hours  every  day.  Students  are  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  a  small  fee  for  the  use  of  the  books  and  maga¬ 
zines.  Among  the  important  works  now  on  the  shelves  are 
Bibliophile  library  of  Literature,  Art  and  Rare  Manuscripts, 
Harvard  Classics,  University  Edition  of  Shakespeare ;  Grove’s 
Dictionary  of  Music  and  New  International  Encyclopedia. 

Htjrrmn  (Hours? 

The  management  of  the  two  schools  of  Mt.  Pleasant  have 
consummated  arrangements  for  a  Lyceum  Course  of  four 
entertainments,  to  be  given  during  the  school  year  of  1914- 
1915.  Recognizing  the  educational  value  of  high-class  enter¬ 
tainments,  such  as  these  booked  for  the  coming  year,  all  stu¬ 
dents  are  advised  to  avail  themselves  of  the  exceptional  ad¬ 
vantages  thus  afforded.  Season  tickets,  admitting  to  all  the 
five  numbers  of  the  course,  may  be  had  by  the  students  at  the 
nominal  price  of  $2.00. 

IGttrrarg  ^urirttra 

There  are  two  chapters — Alpha  and  Omega — of  the  Bern- 
heim  Literary  Society  connected  with  the  institution.  They 
exercise  a  cultivating  influence  in  composition,  debate,  recita- 
ton,  and  the  art  of  presiding  at  the  meetings.  All  students 
are  required  to  become  members  of  these  societies,  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  assigning  the  students  to  the  chapter  and  being  present 
in  person  to  assist.  All  students  will  be  graded  on  society 
work.  A  fee  of  $1.00  is  required  of  all  students  to  enjoy  the 
privileges  of  the  society.  The  work  of  this  department  cannot 
be  too  greatly  stressed.  A  student  really  knows  only  that 
which  she  can  clearly  tell. 

Atljlrtic  Aasmriatum 

This  Association,  composed  of  the  students  and  Faculty 
of  the  Seminary,  has  for  its  object  the  securing  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  suitable  out-door  games  for  the  recreation  hours. 
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A  large  and  suitable  court  on  the  campus  has  been  put  in 
order,  upon  which  croquet,  tennis  and  basket-ball  are  pro¬ 
vided  for.  There  is  great  interest  manifested  on  the  part  of 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  in  these  games,  and  we  know 
that  a  few  hours  spent  in  recreation,  that  will  call  into  play 
vigorously  most  of  the  organs  of  the  body,  will  send  the  stu¬ 
dent  back  to  her  work  with  renewed  energy,  and  will  at  the 
same  time  be  conducive  toward  that  ideal  condition  when  the 
sound  mind  will  be  furnished  and  equipped  with  a  sound  and 
healthy  body.  Students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own 
athletic  outfits. 


GMiatfinttns 

While  we  take  special  care  to  fit  and  furnish  the  mind  with 
proper  means  of  expression,  the  physical  culture  is  by  no 
means  neglected,  for  that  is  really  important  both  as  a  help 
in  giving  graceful  movements  to  the  body  and  in  maintaining 
the  health  of  the  student. 

We  often  see  students,  by  the  time  they  have  completed 
their  college  course  and  are  fitted  intellectually  for  their  duties 
in  life,  physical  wrecks.  To  prevent  this  we  have  chosen  the 
exercises  with  the  purpose  of  giving  strength  to  all  parts  of 
the  body,  that  it  may  be  developed  symmetrically  as  well  as 
aided  in  making  graceful  gestures.  These  exercises  consist 
of  free  gymnastics,  dumb-bell  drills,  etc. 

The  new  building  contains  a  gymnasium  large  enough  to 
accommodate  the  entire  school  which  will  be  used  for  this 
pleasant  and  profitable  exercise.

All  payments  must  be  made  quarterly  in  advance. 

The  first  quarterly  payment  must  be  made  at  entrance;  the 
second,  on  or  before  November  19th;  the  third,  January  21st; 
and  the  fourth,  March  25th. 

No  one  will  be  received  into  any  department  for  less  than 
a  quarter  of  a  session,  and  no  charge  for  anything  less  than 
the  price  of  the  quarter.  There  are  no  monthly  rates  to  any 
of  the  departments  of  the  institution. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  holidays,  late  entrance,  or 
temporary  absence  except  in  case  of  prolonged  sickness. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  graduate,  take  any  distinction 
of  honor,  or  remove  her  personal  property  from  the  institu¬ 
tion,  until  her  account  has  been  paid  in  full,  according  to 
contract. 

Money  may  be  sent  by  express,  money  order,  or  check.  The 
institution  will  cash  all  checks  for  the  students. 

Students  desiring  to  occupy  a  room  alone  will  be  required 
to  pay  the  price  of  the  whole  room,  $40.00  per  year. 

Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  damage  to  room,  furni¬ 
ture,  or  fixtures  of  building.  The  rooms  all  have  mouldings 
for  hanging  pictures. 

Honks  ani  Hauniiro 

Books  are  kept  in  stock  at  the  book  store  in  town.  The 
cost  of  these  per  session  will  average,  probably,  ten  dollars. 
Second-hand  books  may  often  be  secured,  lessening  the  cost 
to  the  student,  but  we  do  not  advise  the  use  of  second-hand 
books  for  sanitary  reasons.  If  parents  wish  to  secure  books 
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for  the  students,  ten  dollars  must  be  deposited  with  us.  Any 
money  over,  to  the  credit  of  the  student,  will  be  refunded. 

Music  and  Art  supplies  may  be  secured  from  local  dealers 
or  through  the  management  of  the  departments. 

No  laundry  will  be  done  by  the  Seminary  this  year,  but  the 
students  will  be  advised  and  assisted  in  securing  services  and 
rates.  Laundry  depends  upon  the  individual,  but  will  cost 
about  $1.25  per  month. 


Outfit 

Economy  in  dress  will  be  advised,  but  while  extravagance 
is  guarded  against,  neatness  will  be  required  and  good  taste 
will  always  be  encouraged. 

Each  room  is  furnished  with  a  radiator,  dresser,  wash- 
stand,  two  chairs,  two  single  beds  and  mattresses,  two  ward¬ 
robes,  and  combination  students  table. 

Students  and  teachers  residing  in  building  are  expected  to 
furnish  and  bring  with  them  their  own  toilet  brushes,  combs, 
soap,  towels,  napkins,  pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  counter¬ 
panes,  and  one  pair  of  blankets.  All  articles  intended  for 
laundry  must  be  marked  with  name  of  student  in  full.  Other 
articles  such  as  a  student  may  desire  for  her  use  in  room, 
knife,  fork,  spoon,  tumbler,  and  hot  water  bottle  must  be 
supplied  by  the  student. 

They  must  be  also  provided  with  overshoes,  an  umbrella, 
and  thick  walking  shoes.

We  have  no  fictitious  scholarships  to  award,  as  our  low 
rates  will  not  allow  them.  However,  as  a  Church  school,  it 
is  our  desire  to  render  any  assistance  in  our  power  to  any 
deserving  student  without  means.  We  invite  correspondence 
with  any  interested  parties. 
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During  the  session  of  1913-1914,  the  Seminary  received 
some  valuable  gifts,  acknowledgment  of  which  is  here  made 
to  the  donors. 

The  Civic  Deague  of  Mt.  Pleasant  placed  a  handsome 
double  steel  range  in  the  kitchen  at  the  cost  of  $200. 

The  town  of  Mt.  Pleasant  through  its  commissioners  laid 
a  six-foot  cement  walk  from  Main  street  into  the  Seminary, 
giving  the  school  direct  connection  with  the  several  miles  of 
other  cement  in  the  town. 

The  Library  which  was  almost  totally  destroyed  by  fire,  was 
especially  favored  by  Miss  Ada  Stirewalt  who  presented  a 
complete  set  of  Shakespeare,  University  Edition,  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  other  valuable  single  volumes. 

A  large  original  painting  exhibiting  marked  talent  was 
given  by  Mrs.  Eois  Barrier  McEachern,  a  former  Art  stu¬ 
dent  at  the  Seminary. 

A  picture  of  Martin  Luther  was  hung  in  the  chapel  as  a 
fitting  ornament.  Miss  Stirewalt  presented  pictures  also. 

Among  the  many  individuals  who  presented  books  to  the 
Library  were  Misses  Lena  and  Cora  Moose,  Miss  Mildred 
Barrier,  and  Rev.  J.  B.  Moose.  Several  student  organiza¬ 
tions  donated  money  and  furnishings  to  the  Library  and  Re¬ 
ception  Room. 

These  were  all  welcome  gifts,  much  needed  and  well  placed. 
The  institution  is  grateful,  and  trusts  she  may  have  cause  to 
show  gratitude  to  many  others  who  may  help  equip  her  for 
her  great  work  in  Christian  education.  Unquestionably  she 
has  served  much  and  many,  and,  in  turn,  should  be  grate¬ 
fully  served,  especially  at  this  time.  Her  daughters  are  rising 
up  to  call  her  blessed,  their  Alma  Mater. 

The  great  importance  of  small  schools  and  secondary  edu¬ 
cation  is  not  yet  appearing  and  appealing  to  many  liberal 
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givers  in  large  sums,  but  believing  in  the  mission  of  the  Semi¬ 
nary  and  hoping  that  in  the  future  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
some  will  be  turned  toward  her  more  complete  equipment  and 
enlarged  usefulness.

Given  a  truly  educated 
and  trained  Christian  woman,  the  safety  of  the  home,  the 
Church  and  the  State  is  assured.

It  is  a  common 
thing  nowadays  to  find  a  woman  the  defense  of  her  home, 
the  champion  of  the  Church,  the  purifier  of  public  life  and  the 
aggressor  in  the  arts  and  sciences.  She  may  be  said  to  be, 
in  the  most  real  sense,  the  teacher  of  the  coming  generation. 
She  must  be  the  mother  of  it,  and  most  of  the  school  rooms 
will  be  filled  by  her.  In  order  that  she  may  do  this  great  work 
well  and  secure  for  herself  happiness  and  culture,  institutions, 
Mont  Amoena  among  them,  especially  adaptec  to  woman's 
needs  have  sprung  up  all  over  our  land. 

Sragu  of  iije  JnsttUrtum 

The  design  of  this  institution  is  to  furnish,  at  the  lowest 
cost,  a  Christian  education  to  the  daughters  of  the  Church,  and 
to  all  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  our  opportunities.  She 
does  not  pursue  this  policy  simply  to  secure  patronage,  but 
because  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  make  education  as  easy 
to  secure  as  possible,  in  order  that  all  her  daughters  may  be 
trained  for  useful  positions  in  life.  Mt.  Pleasant  is  a  favorable 
location  for  an  institution  of  such  a  character,  both  on  account 
of  the  moral  and  Christian  community,  and  the  cheapness  of 
products.  Many  attend  our  school  because  they  cannot  afford 
to  pay  a  large  sum  for  an  education ;  many  attend  because 
they  do  not  want  to  pay  a  larger  sum ;  many  attend  because 
the  school  has  a  record  for  thorough  class-room  drill  and 
scholarly  work ;  while  many  attend  because  the  location  offers 
attractions  and  inducements  which  cannot  be  found  in  a  city, 
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with  its  costly  and  fashionable  demands.  All  these  classes  are 
welcomed  to  our  institution,  and  are  assured  equally  congenial 
environments. 


©istnriral 

Mont  Amoena  Seminary  was  organized  in  1859,  but  not 
until  the  year  of  1869  did  it  become  a  Church  institution. 
Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.  D., 
it  was  then  secured  as  the  property  of  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  since  which  time  it  has  been 
conducted  with  gratifying  success  by  a  Board  of  Trustees 
elected  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  Although  the  property 
belongs  to  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  the  doors  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  are  open  to  the  daughters  of  all  Synods  and  denomina¬ 
tions. 

Never  pretentious,  she  nevertheless  has  done  a  noble  work. 
With  the  exception  of  the  fire  which,  on  the  evening  of 
Thanksgiving  Day,  1911,  destroyed  the  old  building  in  which 
the  school  had  been  conducted  for  nearly  half  a  century,  the 
events  of  her  life  have  been  in  the  main  smoothly  going.  Over 
two  hundred  and  twenty-five  noble  and  efficient  women  have 
been  graduated  and  sent  to  the  varied  enterprises  of  woman¬ 
kind,  while  several  thousand  have  received  partial  training 
at  her  knees. 

Prominent  among  those  who  have  presided  over  the 
school’s  destiny  are :  Mrs.  D.  H.  Bittle,  the  foundress,  Rev. 
G.  E.  Shaeffer,  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.D.,  Rev.  Daniel  I. 
Dreher,  Capt.  Wiley  W.  Barrier,  Misses  Ribble,  Rev.  P.  A. 
Stroebel,  Prof.  L.  H.  Rockroth,  Rev.  J.  A.  Linn,  Miss  Julia 
Shirey,  Rev.  C.  L.  T.  Fisher,  under  whose  strong  aggressive 
spirit  the  institution  became  well  and  favorably  known;  Rev. 
Henderson  N.  Miller,  Ph.D.,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  A.M. 
Many  of  these  have  passed  into  their  eternal  reward  but  be¬ 
hind  them  remains  the  institution  as  a  most  fitting  monument 
to  their  courage  and  fidelity. 
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(Charter 

The  institution  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
State,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  higher  institutions 
of  learning,  including  the  conferring  of  academic  degrees. 
Finding,  however,  that  the  interests  of  the  Church  are  better 
subserved  and  that  a  real  educational  need  is  being  supplied, 
the  authorities  waive  the  chartered  privileges  and  run  the 
institution  as  a  Seminary  with  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 

Qtmtfam 

The  work  of  the  Mont  Amcena  Seminary  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  whom  the  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  vested,  by  appointment, 
authority  and  the  obligation  for  its  welfare.  The  Board  in 
turn  is  under  the  control  of  the  Synod.  The  local  manage¬ 
ment  is  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  A.  Goodman,  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  Vice-President  and  Treasurer, 
both  having  been  duly  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  constant  aim  of  the  management  has  been  to  make  and 
keep  an  institution  which  gives  to  its  students  the  best  in  edu¬ 
cational  thought  and  advancement;  to  supply  the  branches  of 
a  liberal  education  and  culture ;  to  fortify  the  students  in 
these  branches  by  requiring  a  high  standard  and  thorough  drill 
under  helpful  direction ;  and  above  all  to  inspire  the  minds 
of  the  students  with  a  love  for  the  beautiful,  the  good  and 
the  true,  and  help  them  realize  that  their  highest  personal 
achievement  and  greatest  service  to  mankind  call  for  the  best 
there  is  in  womanhood. 


Unratimi 

The  location  of  the  institution  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Cabarrus 
County,  N.  C.,  is  altogether  favorable.  The  town  is  pleasantly 
situated  in  a  fertile  section  of  the  State,  and  is  entirely 
free  from  all  malarial  diseases.  Persons  suffering  from  chills 
and  fever  are  always  benefited,  and  in  some  instances  cured, 
by  a  residence  in  town.  These  facts  are  stated  in  order  that 
parents  may  feel  safe  in  sending  their  daughters  to  the  school. 
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Health  is  invaluable  for  successful  study,  and  it  is  gratifying 
that  these  assurances  can  be  given.  The  small  town  possesses 
advantages  over  large  cities,  as  a  location  for  a  school,  in  not 
requiring  so  many  restrictions.  It  also  makes  possible  *a  liberal 
education  at  the  lowest  cost.  Place  a  school  of  our  advantages 
in  a  city  and  we  would  be  compelled  to  increase  our  rates  in 
proportion  to  the  greater  cost  of  living,  servant  hire,  etc.  So, 
instead  of  apologizing  for  our  location,  we  urge  it  as  one 
of  our  greatest  advantages,  enabling  us  to  run  a  first-class 
school  at  the  very  lowest  figures. 

That  our  location  is  no  hindrance  to  our  development  or 
the  development  of  our  students  is  attested  by  the  past  success 
of  the  institution  and  its  large  annual  enrollment. 

Mt.  Pleasant  has  a  population  of  about  eight  hundred,  and 
is  growing  industrially  every  year.  It  furnishes  all  the  shop¬ 
ping  facilities  necessary  for  the  students,  there  being  four 
general  merchandise  stores,  a  drug  store,  and  millinery  and 
dressmaking  establishments.  .  The  stores  also  keep  in  stock 
books  and  Art  material. 

The  town  is  accessible  via  Concord,  nine  miles  distant  on 
the  main  line  of  the  Southern  Railway,  from  which  place 
there  are  two  daily  auto  transfers.  Parties  coming  by  rail 
without  escort  will  be  met  at  the  depot  by  responsible  parties, 
if  previous  notice  of  the  time  of  their  arrival  be  given  to  the 
President. 

Mt.  Pleasant  is  connected  by  long  distance  telephone  with 
the  leading  towns  of  North  and  South  Carolina  and  by  tele¬ 
phone  with  the  telegraph  office  at  Concord,  N.  C.  In  this 
way  parents  may  communicate  with  their  daughters  just  as 
readily  as  if  the  Seminary  was  located  on  the  railroad.  A 
livery  stable  in  Mt.  Pleasant  furnishes  ample  conveyance  for 
all  occasions,  in  addition  to  public  service  automobiles. 

(Emnmmuty 

The  morality  and  intelligence  of  the  community,  the  leg¬ 
islative  enactments  forbidding  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  the  absence  of  gambling  dens  and  other  haunts  of  vice 
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afford  the  student  the  best  possible  safeguard  and  environment. 
The  Collegiate  Institute  being  in  the  same  town,  affords  pa¬ 
rents  having  sons  and  daughters,  the  opportunity  of  having 
them  educated  in  the  same  place.  The  Lutheran  Church  is 
situated  just  across  the  street,  in  front  of  the  Seminary,  the 
most  inclement  weather  not  interfering  with  attendance.  Be¬ 
sides  the  Lutheran  Church,  there  are  churches  of  the  German 
Reformed,  Methodist,  and  Baptist  faiths,  from  one  to  two 
of  which  are  open  for  services  every  Sunday.  The  moral 
and  religious  atmosphere  of  Mt.  Pleasant  is  excelled  by  but 
few  towns,  if  any,  in  the  State. 

HuUibtng 

All  the  work  of  the  Seminary  is  conducted  in  a  single 
building,  which  is  new  throughout,  complete  and  modern  in 
every  appointment.  It  is  three  stories  high  in  the  center. 
A  practically  fire-proof  basement  runs  the  entire  length  of  the 
structure,  and  two  fire  walls  divide  the  whole  into  three  com¬ 
partments.  Fire  hose  are  conveniently  located  on  each  floor. 

The  basement  contains  recitation  rooms  seated  with  indi¬ 
vidual  tablet-armed  chairs,  large  well-lighted  and  cheerful 
dining-room,  gymnasium  and  bath-room,  heating  and  lighting 
plants,  and  kitchen. 

On  the  first  floor  are  located  the  assembly  room,  music 
rooms,  social  room,  library,  President’s  office,  President’s 
and  Vice-President’s  living  rooms  and  a  few  student  rooms. 

The  second  and  third  floors  are  devoted  to  student  rooms. 
Here  will  be  found  also  the  Art  room.  The  main  lavatory  is 
located  on  the  second  floor  and  is  equipped  with  every  comfort. 

The  building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam  and  lighted  by 
electricitv.  Hot  and  cold  water  is  furnished  to  all  bath  rooms. 
Water  is  secured  from  a  well  drilled  through  two  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  of  solid  rock.  All  surface  water  is  effectively  shut 
out  by  steel  casing  sunk  in  rock  for  forty  feet  below  the  sur¬ 
face.  The  water  is  forced  from  the  well  into  a  pneumatic 
tank,  thence  to  the  spigots.  It  is  as  pure  as  it  is  possible  to 
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make  it  without  boiling.  Besides  the  water  is  possessed  of 
valuable  mineral  properties  and  is  conducive  to  good  health. 

The  student  rooms  are  simply,  yet  substantially  and  attrac¬ 
tively  furnished.  Each  room  is  supplied  with  two  electric 
lights,  two  single  beds  and  mattresses  (except  in  case  of  a  few 
large  rooms),  two  wardrobes,  two  chairs,  combination  stu¬ 
dent's  table,  dresser,  washstand,  and  toilet  articles.  There  is 
not  an  objectionable  room  in  the  building.  There  are  no  dark, 
damp  rooms;  the  sun  shines  into  all  of  them.  From  all  parts 
of  the  structure  there  is  afforded  a  pleasing  view  over  the 
large  campus  to  distant  hills. 

The  campus  contains  about  six  acres,  on  which  are  walks 
and  drives,  and  athletic ,  courts.  Outdoor  recreation  is  thus 
invited. 


Uorktng  Skgulatimts 


Careful  consideration  of  the  matter  here  presented  is  urged 
upon  all  parents,  guardians  and  students  intending  to  patron¬ 
ize  our  school.  Bear  in  mind  that  no  regulation  exists  for 
punishment.  Special  rules  will  be  made  as  necessity  demands. 
The  following  are  adopted  as  a  policy : 

(Bmn'nmmtt 

Formal  rules  for  the  govenment  of  the  school  will  not  be 
multiplied  beyond  what  good  order  and  system  require.  By 
careful  supervision,  the  one  great  principle,  that  a  high-toned 
sense  of  honor  and  true  lady-like  refinement  should  mark  the 
conduct  of  every  pupil,  will  be  sedulously  inculcated. 

But  rules  and  restrictions  will  not  be  entirely  dispensed 
with  and  the  minds  of  the  pupils  will  be  impressed  with  the 
conviction  that  conformity  to  rule  is  necessary,  not  only  for 
the  success  of  the  institution,  but  also  for  their  own  happiness 
and  progress.  And  the  regulations  will  be  so  enforced  as  to 
induce  the  practice  of  self-government  from  moral  principle, 
rather  than  from  fear  of  punishment ;  and  by  thus  forming 
a  principle  of  correct  action,  to  inspire  a  love  of  order  and 
correct  deportment,  which  will  lead  them  to  an  intelligent, 
cheerful,  and  pleasant  performance  of  the  duties  of  life. 

All  cases  of  discipline  will  be  referred  to  a  committee 
composed  of  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Lady  Principal. 

The  President  and  teachers  reside  in  the  building,  ready  to 
afford  any  assistance  the  pupils  may  require,  and  by  associa¬ 
tion  to  exert  upon  them  a  wholesome  influence.

Good  health  is  essential  to  mental  improvements,  as  well 
as  to  comfort,  and  to  secure  this  end  the  above  schedule  has 

1 

been  adopted. 

The  building  is  equipped  with  modern  sanitary  plumbing, 
while  the  drinking  water  is  secured  from  a  deep  well  bored 
through  solid  rock.  This  pure  water,  we  believe,  is  greatly 
conducive  to  the  excellent  health  of  the  students,  which  is  one 
of  the  most  attractive  features  of  our  school  life. 

Every  attention  will  be  paid  to  promote  health  of  mind 
and  body  by  encouraging  the  pupils  to  proper  exercise.  Daily 
exercise  is  required,  either  in  the  gymnasium  or  out  of  doors, 
preferably  the  latter.  Care  will  always  be  had  to  needs  of  the 
individual  student. 

Each  student  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  her  room.  She 
is  required  to  keep  it  in  a  neat  and  sanitary  condition.  All 
dust  and  waste  matter  must  be  carefully  and  promptly  re¬ 
moved,  and  properly  placed.  Co-operation  also  will  be  re¬ 
quired  on  the  part  of  each  student  in  order  to  keep  the  building 
as  a  whole  in  a  clean  and  healthful  condition. 

The  healthfulness  of  the  institution  having  been  so  uni¬ 
formly  good  in  the  past,  the  requirement  of  a  medical  fee  has 
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been  discarded.  However,  should  any  serious  illness  make 
its  appearance,  parents  will  be  notified  immediately.  Mean¬ 
while  every  possible  attention  will  be  shown  the  patient. 

jRrligimis  tExmisea 

School  is  opened  each  day  with  prayer  and  reading  of 
Scripture  lesson.  No  undue  religious  influence  over  the 
school  is  exercised,  yet  a  regard  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
the  pupil  will  always  be  had.  Convinced  that  the  highest 
interests  of  those  committed  to  our  trust  will  be  conserved 
by  a  proper  observance  of  religious  duties,  these  will  be  in¬ 
sisted  upon. 

There  are  four  churches  in  the  town  (Lutheran,  Methodist, 
Baptist,  and  Reformed),  and  religious  services  are  held  in  at 
least  one  of  them  every  Sunday.  Sunday  School  is  conducted 
in  the  chapel  of  the  Seminary.  All  students  boarding  in  the 
Seminary  building  are  required  to  attend. 

®Ije  2Iu%r  Ueagur 

For  many  years  there  has  been  an  active  League  connected 
with  the  Seminary.  Besides  being  a  religious  power,  it  is 
made  especially  beneficial  to  the  young  ladies  by  frequent  ro¬ 
tation  of  office-holding.  Thus  they  are  prepared  to  become 
leaders  in  church  work,  well  acquainted  with  church  interests. 
One  Sunday  in  each  month  is  devoted  to  the  cause  of  mis¬ 
sions  when  a  special  program  is  rendered  and  offerings  made. 
This  feature  of  religious  work  has  proved  a  stimulus  to  the 
students,  and  has  sent  out  from  our  school  many  leaders  of 
intensive  church  work.  The  League  is  one  of  the  indispen- 
sables  in  Mont  Amcena. 

Rewards  are  good  aids  to  deportment  and  scholarly  pro¬ 
ficiency.  Through  the  interest  and  kindness  of  Prof.  Dewey 
Moose,  a  gold  medal  is  offered  to  that  student  of  the  classical 
course  who  throughout  the  year  maintained  the  highest  grade 
in  deportment  and  proficiency. 
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SiBltntltmta 

All  students  who  maintain  in  attendance  and  scholarship 
an  average  of  95,  and  who  have  perfect  deportment,  will  be 
awarded  First  Distinction.  All  those  who  attain  93  and  have 
perfect  deportment  will  be  awarded  Second  Distinction.  The 
names  of  all  such  students  will  be  announced  on  Commence¬ 
ment  Day  and  published  in  the  catalogue. 

iRrjinrta  atti»  ISeroriis 

A  record  of  attendance  of  all  school  duties,  and  of  de¬ 
portment  is  kept,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  to  the  parents  or 
guardian  at  the  end  of  each  term.  While  demerits  are  as¬ 
signed  sparingly,  one  assigned  stands  for  something  and  is 
worthy  the  name. 


Jmportant  ffliarrllamj 

Parents  are  supposed  to  comply  with  our  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  when  they  place  their  daughters  in  our  care.  Such 
rules  are  necessary  for  the  proper  government  of  large  bodies 
of  students.  A  cheerful  compliance  with  said  rules  will 
greatly  aid  the  efficiency  of  the  school  and  obtain  satisfactory 
results  for  the  student. 

The  Seminary  scholastic  year  is  divided  into  three  terms, 
of  twelve  weeks  each.  We  urgently  request  every  patron  to 
send  his  daughters  or  wards  promptly  at  the  opening  of  the 
session  or  term. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  those  expecting  to  send  their 
daughters  or  wards  to  this  Seminary,  should  make  applica¬ 
tion  before  the  opening  of  the  session.  This  will  insure  rooms 
reserved.  No  reservations  are  made  except  on  personal  ap¬ 
plication  or  by  letter  to  the  President. 

Prompt  attendance  at  the  opening  of  the  session  is  im¬ 
portant  to  the  progress  of  the  pupil,  as  well  as  to  the  proper 
organization  of  the  school. 

Parents  are  urgently  requested  not  to  indulge  their  daugh¬ 
ters  in  frequent  visits  home.  Absence  from  class  to  make 
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ordinary  visits  elsewhere  is  not  allowed.  The  management  deem 
the  catalogued  holidays  ample  time  for  visiting.  Therefore  no 
permits  will  be  granted  students  to  visit  friends  in  town  or 
out  of  town  at  any  other  time.  Visits  of  any  kind  seriously 
hinder  work. 

Correspondence  with  persons  not  designated  by  the  parents 
is  forbidden.  Letters  may  be  sent  to  the  postoffice  only  with 
the  knowledge  of  the  management. 

Also  calls,  or  other  marked  attentions,  from  gentlemen,  are 
not  allowed,  except  by  written  permission  of  parents,  and  then 
only  at  the  discretion  of  the  President  or  Lady  Principal. 
Periodic  calls  not  allowed  at  any  time. 

All  permits,  including  list  of  correspondents,  must  be  ad¬ 
dressed  directly  to  the  President,  and  not  enclosed  in  letters 
to  students. 

It  is  advisable  that  pupils  be  not  allowed  to  contract  debts. 
Unless  authority  gives  written  permission,  the  management 
will  not  allow  accounts.  In  any  cage  zve  disclaim  any  respon¬ 
sibility. 

A  limited  number  of  receptions  and  entertainments  are  al¬ 
lowed  during  the  year  for  the  social  pleasure  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  young  ladies.

The  course  of  instruction  has  been  designed  to  meet  the 
educational  wants  of  young  women.  It  is  not  claimed  that 
the  Seminary  furnishes  a  collegiate  curriculum  in  regular 
course,  but  the  intelligent  critic  will  discover  that  it  is  equal 
to  the  curriculum  of  the  best  ladies’  seminaries  and  higher 
and  more  exacting  than  the  curriculum  of  some  institutions 
claiming  the  name  of  “college.”  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
course  is  only  about  two  years  lower  than  that  of  our  best 
colleges  for  women,  and  the  student  having  thoroughly  mas¬ 
tered  it  will  be  well  prepared  for  more  advanced  collegiate 
work.  In  addition,  the  economical  expenses  here  make  pos¬ 
sible  a  good  opportunity  for  post-graduate  work  elsewhere. 

However,  the  seminary  course  of  study,  with  the  thorough 
drill  under  efficient  teachers,  has  been  found  to  meet  all  the 
needs  of  a  large  class  of  people  who  wish  their  daughters 
trained  for  useful  spheres  of  life  in  a  limited  time  and  at  a 
moderate  cost.  This  institution  is  liberally  patronized  by  this 
class  of  people. 

Efforts  will  be  made  to  impart  a  thorough  .and  thought- 
producing  education,  rather  than  the  superficial  kind,  which  in 
some  quarters  has  been  the  bane  of  female  education.  It  is 
designed  to  prepare  the  student  for  the  actual  duties  of  life 
by  establishing  them  in  character.  More  self-dependence  is 
being  required  of  women  at  this  time  than  ever  before,  and 
each  succeeding  year  will  make  this  requirement  more  urgent. 

Entrant?  Examinatinn 

Students  entering  the  Seminary  are  requested  to  bring  with 
them  a  signed  statement  from  their  former  teacher,  giving 
the  names  and  authors  of  the  books  last  studied,  explicitly 
stating  whether  each  book  was  completed  or  not.  A  failure 
to  do  this  will  subject  the  student  to  an  entrance  examination. 
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iElprtiur  States 

If  a  student  is  not  pursuing  a  course  for  graduation,  she 
may  select  her  studies  from  the  regular  course.  Such  studies 
must  always  have  the  approval  of  parents  or  guardians  and 
the  President,  and  be  of  sufficient  number  to  employ  profitably 
the  time  of  the  student.  Studies  having  been  selected,  may 
not  be  discontinued  without  permission  of  the  President  and 
parents. 

Stjilnntaa 

This  institution  gives  two  full  graduating  diplomas — the 
Classical  Diploma  and  the  English  Diploma.  To  secure  the 
former  the  student  must  pursue  all  the  studies  prescribed 
in  the  schedule  for  the  Seminary  Department,  with  this  one 
exception :  that  only  one  of  the  modern  languages  will  be  re¬ 
quired.  For  the  English  Diploma,  Latin  is  omitted.  Extra 
work  is  done  in  English  Language  and  Literature,  and  one 
of  the  modern  languges  is  required.

Wxble 

In  a  Christian  institution  the  Bible,  the  Book  of  all  books, 
should  receive  its  full  share  of  attention.  A  four-years’  course 
is  given  the  study  of  the  English  Bible — study  of  the  text 
itself,  history  and  doctrine,  lands  and  peoples.  The  course  is 
required  of  all  the  students  in  the  Seminary.  Christian  Evi¬ 
dences  and  Natural  Theology  belong  to  the  regular  curriculum, 
and  are  duly  emphasized. 

EttgUsfj  Olmirsr 

There  is  a  distinct  tendency  among  progressive  educators 
to  pay  increased  attention  to  the  English  branches.  This 
healthy  reaction  against  pushing  English  into  the  background 
by  a  multiplicity  of  other  studies  is  emphatically  approved  by 
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this  school.  Patrons  will  observe,  on  examination,  that  a  large 
place  has  been  assigned  to  English  in  our  curriculum,  its  study 
being  continued  through  every  year  of  the  course. 

An  essential  part  of  a  liberal  education  is  a  thorough  and 
practical  knowledge  of  our  own  language  and  literature.  A 
prominent  object  of  this  course  of  study  is  both  to  correct 
carelessness  of  speech  by  the  practical  application  of  grammar 
and  rhetoric,  and  also  to  emphasize  systematic  theme  work. 

When  Shakespeare  describes  the  young  Biron  as  speaking : 

“In  such  apt  and  gracious  words 
That  aged  ears  play  truant  at  them,” 

he  has  furnished  the  measure  of  literature.  The  study  of 
literature  has  always  two  aspects.  One  of  enjoyment  and  ap¬ 
preciation,  the  other  of  analysis  and  exact  description.  A11 
effort  is  made  to  give  the  students  a  vital  appreciation  of  the 
value  of  literature  in  individual  and  social  life,  emphasis  being 
laid  on  oral  interpretation,  the  interpretation  of  subject-matter, 
and  the  more  important  technical  elements.  Therefore  be¬ 
ginning  with  the  College  Requirements  and  continuing  through 
both  American  and  English  classics,  the  subjects  presented 
are  analyzed,  criticized,  and  classified  with  direct  reference  to 
motive  and  style. 

fctljrmattral  (!Imt 

This  study  receives  a  large  share  of  attention.  It  is  re¬ 
garded  as  forming  a  most  important  part  in  the  training  of 
the  young  lady.  It  is  usually  considered  especially  necessary 
in  the  college  curriculum  for  men,  but  is  sometimes  slighted 
in  female  education.  We  believe  this  to  be  a  mistake  and 
act  in  harmony  with  this  belief  in  allotting  a  large  space  to 
this  branch. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  is  imparted  by  the  con¬ 
stant,  systematic  study  of  improved  text-books,  the  student 
being  assisted  by  full  and  frequent  explanations  by  the  teacher, 
and  being  constantly  subjected  to  rigid  examinations.  The 
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progress  of  the  strident  is  constantly  tested  by  being  required 
to  perform  daily  exercises,  in  which  the  principles  acquired 
are  applied  to  the  solutions  of  particular  problems. 

Hattu  (Hours? 

The  Latin  course  is  important  in  a  liberal  education,  both 
because  it  enters  so  largely  into  the  English,  and  because  its 
study  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  mental  discipline. 
The  course  laid  down  is  not  intended  to  be  exhaustive,  in 
comparison  with  the  best  colleges  and  universities,  but  com¬ 
pares  favorably  with  the  leading  seminaries,  comprising  the 
most  generally  recognized  and  important  of  the  great  classics. 
It  is  deemed  sufficiently  thorough.  Students  are  drilled  in  the 
declensions,  conjugations,  and  essential  rules  of  syntax,  and 
required  to  make  a  careful  and  diligent  study  of  the  genius 
of  the  language  and  literature. 

German  (Hours? 

This  rich  noble  language,  more  nearly  related  to  the  English 
than  any  other,  is  a  regular  part  of  the  course  in  the  Junior 
and  Senior  years.  The  purpose  is  to  give  a  good  working 
basis  for  conversation,  and  to  enable  a  student  to  read  the 
language  with  some  ease.  In  the  second  year  the  more  difficult 
syntax  of  the  language  is  studied  in  connection  with  the  first, 
the  easier,  then  the  more  difficult  classic  authors. 

3Fr?nrl|  (Hflurs? 

French  has  long  been  appreciated  as  a  polite  language. 
The  course  laid  down  embraces  two  years,  and,  like  the  Ger¬ 
man,  is  pursued  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes.  The  course 
affords  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  language.  The  pupil  is  re¬ 
quired  to  take  either  German  or  French,  and  may  take  both. 

®lj?  Natural  Sm?nr?a 

The  course  in  each  of  these  is  designed  to  give  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  subjects,  such  as  will  be  beneficial  in  every¬ 
day  life,  and  also  serve  as  a  foundation  for  those  who  wish 
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to  pursue  further  study  and  investigation.  The  endeavor  is 
made  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  main  facts  by  a  care¬ 
ful  study  of  the  text-books,  lectures,  and  experimental  work, 
so  far  as  these  are  practicable.  The  main  subjects  studied 
are :  Physics,  Biology,  Astronomy,  Chemistry,  and  Geology. 

The  course  in  Pedagogy  is  designed  to  give  those  of  our 
(Students  who  expect  to  teach  either  in  the  secular  schools  or 
in  the  Sunday  schools  the  essential  principles  of  teaching.  The 
course  is  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  may  be  pursued 
two  years.  The  laws  of  teaching  are  presented  and  illustrated. 
The  psychology  of  childhood  is  then  investigated  and  the  stu¬ 
dent  acquainted  with  the  ordinary  workings  fc>f  the  child 
mind.  The  modern  methods  of  teaching  are  discussed  and 
the  most  efficient  and  widely  used  are  pointed  out  and  dem¬ 
onstrated  by  application  to  classes  of  children  from  local  pat¬ 
ronage.  Lectures  in  elementary  drawing,  sanitation,  school¬ 
room  decoration,  etc.,  are  also  given  and  full  notes  are  re¬ 
quired  of  the  students. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  legible  writing,  the  course 
requires  of  all  students  who  need  it,  practice  of  penmanship 
in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years. 


^mtnary  (Eurrirulam 


We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  curriculum  does  not 
burden  the  student  with  multiplicity  of  recitations,  which  al¬ 
ways  results  in  lack  of  thoroughness.  It  is  designed  that  the 
student  have  an  average  of  four  recitations  per  day  in  the 
Literary  Department.  A  thorough  mastery  of  the  lesson  in¬ 
sisted  upon  will  not  only  make  a  better  student,  but  will  forci¬ 
bly  teach  the  student  the  true  things  which  are  to  be  striven 
for  in  life,  quality  vs.  quantity. 

The  figures  after  the  studies  indicate  the  number  of  recita¬ 
tions  per  week.  Recitations  extend  over  a  period  of  forty- 
five  minutes.

Experience  has  taught  us  that  the  above  outlined  curricu¬ 
lum  possesses  solid  merit.  Work  is  there  laid  down  for  both 
Classical  and  English  Diplomas  elsewhere  specified.  Students 

are  therefore  strongly  advised  to  take  the  courses  entire,  and 
avoid  the  way  of  electives,  which  is  all  too  often  the  line  of 
least  resistance  leading  to  superficiality  and  inefficiency.  The 
student  will  observe  that  the  courses  are  not  so  full  but  that, 
with  application  and  regularity,  she  may  take  one  of  them  and 
add  thereto  Music,  Art  or  Expression- 

Of  the  above  courses,  History  in  the  junior  and  Senior 
years  is  elective,  and  only  one  of  the  Modern  Languages  is 
required. 


iepartmwt  of  iUustr 


The  course  in  Music  receives  special  attention  at  Mont 
Amoena,  because  we  believe  that  music  is  an  essential  part  of 
a  liberal  education.  None  but  the  most  capable  teachers  are 
placed  in  charge  and  a  high  standard  of  work  is  required.  Our 
system  of  technics  is  in  line  with  the  most  approved  methods. 
Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  development  of  a  true  legato 
touch  and  a  clear,  smooth  technique.  The  use  of  the  pedal 
is  carefully  taught.  Expression  and  interpretation  are  empha¬ 
sized.  Technical  and  theoretical  ability  is  worthless,  unless  it 
enables  the  performer  to  bring  out  the  beauties  and  meaning 
of  the  composer. 

Instruction  is  given  in  Piano,  Vocal,  Chorus,  Theory  of 
Music,  Ear  Training,  and  History  of  Music. 

All  Vocal  pupils  are  required  to  attend  regularly  the  re¬ 
hearsals  of  the  chorus  class,  which  meets  every  week  for  the 
study  and  practice  of  songs  and  choruses.  Also  frequent 
public  recitals  are  given  by  the  pupils. 

Pianoforte 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  studies,  indicating  the 
standard  of  work  required  for  graduation  in  Piano.

740;  Mendelssohn’s  Songs  Without 
Words;  Easier  Sonatas  of  Haydn  and  Mozart;  pieces  by  standard 
composers. 

Fourth  Year 

Czerny,  continued;  Bach’s  Three-Voice  Inventions;  Cramer  (Bu- 
low)  ;  Kullak,  Octave  Studies;  Mozart  and  Beethoven;  Selections 
from  Chopin,  Schumann,  Schubert,  Liszt,  and  others. 

No  definite  time  can  be  fixed  for  the  completion  of  this 
course,  as  some  will  advance  more  rapidly  than  others,  prog¬ 
ress  depending  upon  the  pupil’s  natural  ability  and  the  time 
devoted  to  practice.  The  minimum  length  of  time  for  practice 
is  two  periods  of  forty-five  minutes  each. 

(ikaiutatintt 

Any  pupil,  completing  satisfactorily  the  above  course,  and 
giving  proof  of  her  qualifications  by  a  public  recital  before 
the  school  will  receive  a  diploma.  The  candidate  is  also  re¬ 
quired  to  take  one  year  each  of  Theory  of  Music,  Harmony, 
Ear  Training,  and  History  of  Music,  and  have  the  equivalent 
of  the  Junior  year  in  English. 

Uotre 

No  music  is  comparable  to  the  trained  human  voice.  It  is 
the  divine  instrument.  Emphasis  is  therefore  laid  upon  voice 
culture.  The  Seminary  prides  itself  upon  good  singing.  The 
course  extends  over  four  years  of  graduated  work  and  em¬ 
ploys  only  approved  methods  of  instruction. 

Two  periods  per  week,  of  thirty  minutes  duration  each,  are 
given  for  private  lessons. 

First  Year 

Work  in  voice  building,  voice  placing,  elementary  vocalization, 
enunciation,  general  sight  reading;  studies  from  Seiber,  Concone,  Mar- 
chesi  and  others ;  easy  songs  and  ballads  by  standard  composers. 
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Second  Year 

Vocal  exercises  by  Woheforht,  Sitt,  Herman.  Easy  pieces  for 
building.  Piano  accompaniment;  preparatory  recitals;  select  studies 
and  songs  of  medium  difficulty. 

Third  Year 

Voice  Building;  vocalization;  advanced  vocalisies  in  style.  Con- 
cone,  Marchesi,  etc.  Appearance  in  evening  recitals ;  concert  de¬ 
portment. 

Fourth  Year 

Advanced  Vocalization;  opera  and  oratorio;  attention  given  to 
repertoire. 

Advanced  students  should  have  at  least  one  year  in  French  and 
German,  and  have  completed  second  year  in  Piano. 

The  chorus  class  meets  twice  a  week  for  thirty  minutes 
for  class  work.  The  vocal  students  are  required  to  attend. 
Other  students  of  either  instrumental  or  literary  course  may 
attend,  but  a  small  fee  will  be  charged  these  to  defray  ex¬ 
penses.  Musical  instruction  of  a  general  nature  will  be  given, 
covering  sight  singing,  chorus  and  part  songs,  and  Church 
music.  No  student  who  has  any  voice  at  all  will  want  to 
miss  the  excellent  chance  for  development  found  in  the  chorus 
class. 


Expression 

The  first  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  good  readers 
and  self-possessed  speakers.  This  will  be  done  by  drill  work 
adapted  to  this  end.  Should  any  student  show  especial  talent 
in  this  line  she  will  be  advised  to  give  the  time  and  take 
private  lessons.  All  students  should  take  the  work  offered  for 
the  double  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  understand  and  in¬ 
terpret  good  literature  and  to  express  clearly  and  impress 
forcibly  their  own  thoughts  and  feelings. 

(Umtrse  in  Art 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  provide  instruction  in  draw¬ 
ing  and  in  the  several  branches  of  painting.  The  work  will 
cover  a  period  of  four  years. 

Some  knowledge  of  drawing  and  coloring,  while  not  posi¬ 
tively  required,  is  recommended  as  preliminary  to  china  paint¬ 
ing. 

An  exhibition  of  the  work  done  in  the  Studio  will  be  held 
during  Commencement  week.  The  work  of  the  student  must 
remain  in  the  Studio  until  after  the  exhibition. 

Each  student  must  spend  at  least  one  hour  each  day  in  the 
Studio.  More  hours  may  be  secured  on  application.  Progress 
depends  on  the  individual. 

First  Year 

A  general  preparatory  course;  drawing  from  nature,  still-life,  casts 
and  objects  in  charcoal.  First  course  in  water  color. 

Second  Year 

Sequence  of  the  First  Year  with  advanced  work. 

Third  Year 

Painting  in  water  color  and  oil ;  sketching  and  painting  from 
nature. 

Fourth  Year 

Painting  in  oil  and  water  color  from  selected  studies,  still-life,  and 
sketchings.  Work  in  clay  modeling  and  china  painting  (elective). 

Each  student  in  Third  and  Fourth  years  is  required  to  take 
Art  History  (Hoyt).

A  Reading  Room  and  Library  are  maintained  in  the  Sem¬ 
inary,  where  access  may  be  had  to  some  of  the  best  daily  and 
weekly  newspapers,  the  leading  literary  and  scientific  journals, 
and  many  of  the  standard  works  of  literature.  The  room 
is  in  charge  of  a  competent  and  obliging  librarian,  who  sees 
to  it  that  good  order  is  maintained.  Students  are  encouraged 
to  form  the  reading  and  research  habit.  The  room  is 
comfortably  furnished,  well  heated  and  well  lighted,  and  open 
to  the  students  at  suitable  hours  every  day.  Students  are  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  a  small  fee  for  the  use  of  the  books  and  maga¬ 
zines.  Among  the  important  works  now  on  the  shelves  are 
Bibliophile  Library  of  Literature,  Art  and  Rare  Manuscripts, 
Harvard  Classics,  University  Edition  of  Shakespeare ;  Grove’s 
Dictionary  of  Music  and  New  International  Encyclopedia.

The  management  of  the  two  schools  of  Mt.  Pleasant  ar¬ 
range  for  a  Lyceum  Course  of  four  entertainments,  to  be 
given  during  the  school  year.  Recognizing  the  educational 
value  of  high-class  Lyceum  entertainments,  all  students  are 
advised  to  avail  themselves  of  the  exceptional  advantages  thus 
afforded.  Season  tickets,  admitting  to  all  the  numbers  of  the 
course,  may  be  had  by  the  students  at  a  nominal  price. 

iGtterarxj 

There  are  two  chapters — Alpha  and  Omega — of  the  Bern- 
heim  Literary  Society  connected  with  the  institution.  They 
exercise  a  cultivating  influence  in  composition,  debate,  recita- 
tion,  and  the  art  of  presiding  at  the  meetings.  All  students 
are  required  to  become  members  of  these  societies,  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  assigning  the  students  to  the  chapter  and  being  present 
in  person  to  assist.  All  students  will  be  graded  on  society 
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work.  A  fee  of  $1.00  is  required  of  all  students  to  enjoy  the 
privileges  of  the  society.  The  work  of  this  department  cannot 
be  too  greatly  stressed.  A  student  really  knows  only  that 
which  she  can  clearly  tell.

Atljkttr  Assnriatunt 

This  Association,  composed  of  the  students  and  Faculty 
of  the  Seminary,  has  for  its  object  the  securing  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  suitable  out-door  games  for  the  recreation  hours. 
A  large  and  suitable  court  on  the  campus  has  been  put  in 
order,  upon  which  croquet,  tennis  and  basket-ball  are  pro¬ 
vided  for.  There  is  great  interest  manifested  on  the  part  of 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  in  these  games,  and  we  know 
that  a  few  hours  spent  in  recreation,  that  will  call  into  play 
vigorously  most  of  the  organs  of  the  body,  will  send  the  stu¬ 
dent  back  to  her  work  with  renewed  energy,  and  will  at  the 
same  time  be  conducive  toward  that  ideal  condition  when  the 
sound  mind  will  be  furnished  and  equipped  with  a  sound  and 
healthy  body.  Students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own 
athletic  outfits. 

(Mistimes 

While  we  take  special  care  to  fit  and  furnish  the  mind  with 
proper  means  of  expression,  the  physical  culture  is  by  no 
means  neglected,  for  that  is  really  important  both  as  a  help 
in  giving  graceful  movements  to  the  body  and  in  maintaining 
the  health  of  the  student. 

We  often  see  students,  by  the  time  they  have  completed 
their  college  course  and  are  fitted  intellectually  for  thir  duties 
in  life,  physical  wrecks.  To  prevent  this  we  have  chosen  the 
exercises  with  the  purpose  of  giving  strength  to  all  parts  of 
the  body,  that  it  may  be  developed  symmetrically  as  well  as 
aided  in  making  graceful  gestures.  These  exercises  consist 
of  free  gymnastics,  folk  dances,  etc. 

The  new  building  contains  a  gymnasium  large  enough  to 
accommodate  the  entire  school  which  will  be  used  for  this 
pleasant  and  profitable  exercise.

All  payments  must  be  made  quarterly  in  advance.  The 
rate  is  for  the  whole  year. 

The  first  quarterly  payment  must  be  made  at  entrance ;  the 
second,  on  or  before  November  17th;  the  third,  January  19th; 
and  the  fourth,  March  22nd. 

No  one  will  be  received  into  any  department  for  less  than 
a  term,  and  no  charge  for  anything  less  than  the  price  of  the 
term.  There  are  no  monthly  rates  to  any  of  the  departments  of 
the  institution. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  holidays,  late  entrance,  or 
temporary  absence  except  in  case  of  prolonged  sickness. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  graduate,  take  any  distinction 
or  honor,  or  remove  her  personal  property  from  the  institu¬ 
tion,  until  her  account  has  been  paid  in  full,  according  to 
contract. 

Money  may  be  sent  by  express,  money  order,  or  check. 
The  institution  will  cash  all  checks  for  the  students. 

Students  desiring  to  occupy  a  room  alone  will  be  required 
to  pay  the  price  of  the  whole  room,  $40.00  per  year. 

Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  damage  to  room,  fur¬ 
niture,  or  fixtures  of  building.  The  rooms  all  have  mouldings 
for  hanging  pictures. 

Snobs  an b  Saun&nj 

Books  are  kept  in  stock  at  the  book  store  in  town.  The 
cost  of  these  per  session  will  average,  probably,  ten  dollars  or 
less.  Second-hand  books  may  often  be  secured,  lessening  the 
cost  to  the  student,  but  we  do  not  advise  the  use  of  second¬ 
hand  books  for  sanitary  reasons.  If  parents  wish  us  to  secure 
books  for  the  students,  ten  dollars  must  be  deposited  for  the 
same.  Any  money  over,  to  the  credit  of  the  student,  will  be 
refunded. 

Music  and  Art  supplies  may  be  secured  from  local  dealers 
or  through  the  management  of  the  departments. 
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No  laundry  will  be  done  by  the  Seminary  this  year,  but  the 
students  will  be  advised  and  assisted  in  securing  services  and 
rates.  Laundry  depends  upon  the  individual,  but  will  cost 
about  $1.25  per  month. 


Outfit 

Economy  in  dress  will  be  advised,  but  while  extravagance 
is  guarded  against,  neatness  will  be  required  and  good  taste 
will  always  be  encouraged. 

Each  room  is  furnished  with  a  radiator,  dresser,  wash- 
stand,  two  chairs,  two  single  beds  and  mattresses,  two  ward¬ 
robes,  and  combination  student’s  table. 

Students  and  teachers  residing  in  building  are  expected  to 
furnish  and  bring  with  them  their  own  toilet  brushes,  combs, 
soap,  towels,  doilies,  pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  counterpanes, 
and  one  pair  of  blankets.  All  articles  intended  for  laundry 
must  be  marked  with  name  of  student  in  full.  Other  articles 
such  as  a  student  may  desire  for  her  use  in  room,  knife,  fork, 
spoon,  tumbler,  and  hot  water  bottle  must  be  supplied  by 
the  student. 

They  must  be  also  provided  with  overshoes,  an  umbrella, 
and  thick  walking  shoes.

Education  of  women  no  longer  needs  defense,  or  apology. 
It  is  now  recognized  as  fundamental.  Given  a  truly  educated 
and  trained  Christian  woman,  the  safety  of  the  home,  the 
Church  and  the  State  is  assured.  In  fact  demonstrations  of 
this  statement  are  to  be  found  on  every  hand.  It  is  a  common 
thing  nowadays  to  find  a  woman  the  defense  of  her  home, 
the  champion  of  the  Church,  the  purifier  of  public  life  and  the 
aggressor  in  the  arts  and  sciences.  She  may  be  said  to  be, 
in  the  most  real  sense,  the  teacher  of  the  coming  generation. 
She  must  be  the  mother  of  it,  and  most  of  the  school  rooms 
will  be  filled  by  her.  In  order  that  she  may  do  this  great  work 
well  and  secure  for  herself  happiness  and  culture,  institutions, 
Mont  Amoena  among  them,  especially  adapted  to  woman’s 
needs  have  sprung  up  all  over  our  land. 

Irstgtt  of  tJ|p  Juatitutum 

The  design  of  this  institution  is  to  furnish,  at  the  lowest 
cost,  a  Christian  education  to  the  daughters  of  the  Church,  and 
to  all  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  our  opportunities.  She 
does  not  pursue  this  policy  simply  to  secure  patronage,  but 
because  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  make  education  as  easy 
to  secure  as  possible,  in  order  that  all  her  daughters  may  be 
trained  for  useful  positions  in  life.  Mt.  Pleasant  is  a  favorable 
location  for  an  institution  of  such  a  character,  on  account  of 
both  the  moral  and  Christian  community  and  the  cheapness  of 
products.  Many  attend  our  school  because  they  cannot  afford 
to  pay  a  large  sum  for  an  education ;  many  attend  because 
they  do  not  want  to  pay  a  larger  sum ;  many  attend  because 
the  school  has  a  record  for  thorough  class-room  drill  and 
scholarly  work ;  while  many  attend  because  the  location  offers 
attraction  and  inducements  which  cannot  be  found  in  a  city, 
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with  its  costly  and  fashionable  demands.  All  these  classes  are 
welcomed  to  our  institution,  and  are  assured  equally  congenial 
environments. 

ISjiatonral 

Mont  Amoena  Seminary  was  organized  in  1859,  but  not 
until  the  year  of  1869  did  it  become  a  Church  institution. 
Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.D., 
it  was  then  secured  as  the  property  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  since  which  time  it  has  been  con¬ 
ducted  with  gratifying  success  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  elected 
by  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  Although  the  property  belongs 
to  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  the  doors  of  the  institution  are 
open  to  the  daughters  of  all  synods  and  denominations. 

Never  pretentious,  she  nevertheless  has  done  a  noble  work. 
With  the  exception  of  the  fire  which,  on  the  evening  of 
Thanksgiving  Day,  1911,  destroyed  the  old  building  in  which 
the  school  had  been  conducted  for  nearly  half  a  century,  the 
events  of  her  life  have  been  in  the  main  smoothly  going.  Over 
two  hundred  and  twenty-five  noble  and  efficient  women  have 
been  graduated  and  sent  to  the  varied  enterprises  of  woman¬ 
kind,  while  several  thousand  have  received  partial  training 
at  her  knees. 

Prominent  among  those  who  have  presided  over  the  school’s 
destiny  are :  Mrs.  D.  H.  Bittle,  the  foundress,  Rev.  G.  F. 
Shaeffer,  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.D.,  Rev.  Daniel  I.  Dreher, 
Capt.  Wiley  W.  Barrier,  Misses  Ribble,  Rev.  P.  A.  Stroebel, 
Prof.  L.  H.  Rockroth,  Rev.  J.  A.  Linn,  Miss  Julia  Shirey,  Rev. 
C.  L.  T.  Fisher,  under  whose  strong  agressive  spirit  the  institu¬ 
tion  became  well  and  favorably  known ;  Rev.  Henderson  N. 
Miller,  Ph.D.,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  A.M.  Many  of  these 
have  passed  into  their  eternal  reward  but  behind  them  remains 
the  institution  as  a  most  fitting  monument  to  their  courage  and 
fidelity. 

(Uljartrr 

The  institution  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State, 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  higher  institutions  of 
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learning,  including  the  conferring  of  academic  degrees.  Find¬ 
ing,  however,  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  are  better  sub¬ 
served  and  that  a  real  educational  need  is  being  supplied,  the 
authorities  waive  the  chartered  privileges  and  run  the  institu¬ 
tion  as  a  Seminary  with  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 

Simtion 

The  work  of  the  Mont  Amoena  Seminary  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  whom  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  vested,  by  appointment, 
authority  and  the  obligation  for  its  welfare.  The  Board  in 
turn  is  under  the  control  of  the  Synod.  The  local  manage¬ 
ment  is  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  A.  Goodman,  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  Vice-President  and  Treasurer, 
both  having  been  duly  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  constant  aim  of  the  management  has  been  to  make  and 
keep  an  institution  which  gives  to  its  students  the  best  in  edu¬ 
cational  thought  and  advancement ;  to  supply  the  branches  of 
a  liberal  education  and  culture ;  to  fortify  the  students  in 
these  branches  by  requiring  a  high  standard  and  through  drill 
under  helpful  direction ;  and  above  all  to  inspire  the  minds 
of  the  students  with  a  love  for  the  beautiful,  the  good  and 
the  true,  and  help  them  realize  that  their  highest  personal 
achievement  and  greatest  service  to  mankind  call  for  the  best 
there  is  in  womanhood. 


Stratum 

The  location  of  the  institution  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Cabarrus 
County,  N.  C.,  is  altogether  favorable.  The  town  is  pleasantly 
situated  in  a  fertile  section  of  the  State,  and  is  entirely 
free  from  all  malarial  diseases.  Persons  suffering  from  chills 
and  fever  are  always  benefited,  and  in  some  instances  cured, 
by  a  residence  in  town.  These  facts  are  stated  in  order  that 
parents  may  feel  safe  in  sending  their  daughters  to  the  school. 
Health  is  invaluable  for  successful  study,  and  it  is  gratifying 
that  these  assurances  can  be  given.  The  small  town  possesses 
advantages  over  large  cities,  as  a  location  for  a  school,  in  not 
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requiring  so  many  restrictions.  It  also  makes  possible  a  liberal 
education  at  the  lowest  cost.  Place  a  school  of  our  advantages 
in  a  city  and  we  would  be  compelled  to  increase  our  rates  in 
proportion  to  the  greater  cost  of  living,  servant  hire,  etc.  So, 
instead  of  apologizing  for  our  location,  we  urge  it  as  one 
of  our  greatest  advantages,  enabling  us  to  run  a  first-class 
school  at  the  very  lowest  figures. 

That  our  location  is  no  hindrance  to  our  development  or 
the  development  of  our  students  is  attested  by  the  past  success 
of  the  institution  and  its  large  annual  enrollment. 

Mt.  Pleasant  has  a  population  of  about  eight  hundred,  and 
is  growing  industrially  every  year.  It  furnishes  all  the  shop¬ 
ping  facilities  necessary  for  the  students,  there  being  four 
general  merchandise  stores,  a  drug  store,  and  millinery  and 
dressmaking  establishments.  The  stores  also  keep  in  stock 
books  and  art  material. 

The  town  is  accessible  via  Concord,  nine  miles  distant,  on 
the  main  line  of  the  Southern  Railway,  from  which  place 
there  are  two  daily  auto  transfers.  Parties  coming  by  rail 
without  escort  will  be  met  at  the  depot  by  responsible  parties, 
if  previous  notice  of  the  time  of  their  arrival  be  given  to  the 
President. 

Mt.  Pleasant  is  connected  by  long  distance  telephone  with 
the  leading  towns  of  North  and  South  Carolina  and  by  tele¬ 
phone  with  the  telegraph  office  at  Concord,  N.  C.  In  this 
way  parents  may  communicate  with  their  daughters  just  as 
readily  as  if  the  Seminary  was  located  on  the  railroad.  A 
livery  stable  in  Mt.  Pleasant  furnishes  ample  conveyance  for 
all  occasions,  in  addition  to  public  service  automobiles. 

(Ennttuunity 

The  morality  and  intelligence  of  the  community,  the  legis- 
lative  enactment  forbidding  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  the  absence  of  gambling  dens  and  other  haunts  of  vice 
afford  the  student  the  best  possible  safeguard  and  environment. 
The  Collegiate  Institute  being  in  the  same  town,  affords  parents 
having  sons  and  daughters  the  opportunity  of  having  them 
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educated  in  the  same  place.  The  Lutheran  Church  is  situated 
just  across  the  street,  in  front  of  the  Seminary,  the  most 
inclement  weather  not  interfering  with  attendance.  Besides 
the  Lutheran  Church,  there  are  churches  of  the  German  Re¬ 
formed,  Methodist,  and  Baptist  faiths,  from  one  to  two  of 
which  are  open  for  services  every  Sunday.  The  moral  and 
religious  atmosphere  of  Mt.  Pleasant  is  excelled  by  but  few 
towns,  if  any,  in  the  State. 


SuUbtng 

All  the  work  of  the  Seminary  is  conducted  in  a  single 
building,  which  is  new  throughout,  complete  and  modern  in 
every  appointment.  It  is  three  stories  high  in  the  center. 
A  practically  fire-proof  basement  runs  the  entire  length  of  the 
structure,  and  two  fire  walls  divide  the  whole  into  three  com¬ 
partments.  Fire  hose  is  conveniently  located  on  each  floor. 

The  basement  contains  recitation  rooms  seated  with  indi¬ 
vidual  tablet-armed  chairs,  large  well-lighted  and  cheerful 
dining-room,  gymnasium  and  bath-room,  heating  and  lighting 
plants,  and  kitchen. 

On  the  first  floor  are  located  the  assembly  room,  music 
rooms,  social  room,  library,  President’s  office,  President’s 
and  Vice-President’s  living  rooms  and  a  few  student  rooms. 

The  second  and  third  floors  are  devoted  to  student  rooms. 
Here  will  be  found  also  the  Art  room.  The  main  lavatory  is 
located  on  the  second  floor  and  is  equipped  with  every  comfort. 

The  building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam  and  lighted  by 
electricity.  Hot  and  cold  water  is  furnished  to  all  bath  rooms. 
Water  is  secured  from  a  well  drilled  through  two  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  of  solid  rock.  All  surface  water  is  effectively  shut 
out  by  steel  casing  sunk  in  rock  for  forty  feet  below  the  surface. 
The  water  is  forced  from  the  well  into  a  pneumatic  tank, 
thence  to  the  spigots.  It  is  as  pure  as  it  is  possible  to  make 
it  without  boiling.  Besides  the  water  is  possessed  of  valuable 
mineral  properties  and  is  conducive  to  good  health. 

The  student  rooms  are  simply,  yet  substantially  and  attrac¬ 
tively  furnished.  Each  room  is  supplied  with  two  electric 
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drops,  two  single  beds  and  mattresses  (except  in  case  of  a  few 
large  rooms),  two  wardrobes,  two  chairs,  combination  stu¬ 
dent’s  table,  dresser,  washstand,  and  toilet  articles.  There  is 
not  an  objectionable  room  in  the  building.  There  are  no  dark, 
damp  rooms ;  the  sun  shines  into  all  of  them.  From  all  parts 
of  the  structure  there  is  afforded  a  pleasing  view  over  the 
large  campus  to  distant  hills. 

The  campus  contains  about  six  acres,  on  which  are  walks 
and  drives,  and  athletic  courts.  Outdoor  recreation  is  thus 
invited. 
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Harking  ^Regulations 


Careful  consideration  of  the  matter  here  presented  is  urged 
upon  all  parents,  guardians  and  students  intending  to  patron¬ 
ize  our  school.  Bear  in  mind  that  no  regulation  exists  for 
punishment.  Special  rules  will  be  made  as  necessity  demands. 
The  following  are  adopted  as  a  policy : 

(goummtfttl 

Formal  rules  for  the  government  of  the  school  will  not  be 
multiplied  beyond  what  good  order  and  system  require.  By 
careful  supervision,  the  one  great  principle,  that  a  high-toned 
sense  of  honor  and  true  lady-like  refinement  should  mark  the 
conduct  of  every  pupil,  will  be  sedulously  inculcated. 

But  rules  and  restrictions  will  not  be  entirely  dispensed 
with  and  the  minds  of  the  pupils  will  be  impressed  with  the 
conviction  that  conformity  to  rule  is  necessary,  not  only  for 
the  success  of  the  institution,  but  also  for  their  own  happiness 
and  progress.  And  the  regulations  will  be  so  enforced  as  to 
induce  the  practice  of  self-government  from  moral  principle, 
rather  than  from  fear  of  punishment ;  and  by  thus  forming 
a  principle  of  correct  action,  to  inspire  a  love  of  order  and 
correct  deportment  which  will  lead  them  to  an  intelligent, 
cheerful,  and  pleasant  performance  of  the  duties  of  life. 

All  cases  of  discipline  will  be  referred  to  a  committee 
composed  of  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Lady  Principal. 

The  President  and  teachers  reside  in  the  building,  ready  to 
afford  any  assistance  the  pupils  may  require,  and  by  associa¬ 
tion  to  exert  upon  them  a  wholesome  influence. 

®ralth  anil  (Enmfnrt 

Good  health  is  essential  to  mental  improvements,  as  well 
as  to  comfort,  and  to  secure  this  end  the  above  schedule  has 
been  adopted. 
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The  building  is  equipped  with  modern  sanitary  plumbing, 
while  the  drinking  water  is  secured  from  a  deep  well  bored 
through  solid  rock.  This  pure  water,  we  believe,  is  greatly 
conducive  to  the  excellent  health  of  the  students,  which  is  one 
of  the  most  attractive  features  of  our  school  life. 

Every  attention  will  be  paid  to  promote  health  of  mind 
and  body  by  encouraging  the  pupils  to  proper  exercise.  Daily 
exercise  is  required,  either  in  the  gymnasium  or  out  of  doors, 
preferably  the  latter.  Care  will  always  be  had  to  needs  of  the 
individual  student. 

Each  student  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  her  room.  She 
is  required  to  keep  it  in  a  neat  and  sanitary  condition.  All 
dust  and  waste  matter  must  be  carefully  and  promptly  removed, 
and  properly  placed.  Co-operation  also  will  be  required  on  the 
part  of  each  student  in  order  to  keep  the  building  as  a  whole 
in  a  clean  and  healthful  condition. 

The  healthfulness  of  the  institution  having  been  so  uniformly 
good  in  the  past,  the  requirement  of  a  medical  fee  has  been 
discarded.  However,  should  any  serious  illness  make  its  ap¬ 
pearance,  parents  will  be  notified  immediately.  Meanwhile 
every  possible  attention  will  be  shown  the  patient.

School  is  opened  each  day  with  prayer  and  reading  of 
Scripture  lesson.  No  undue  religious  influence  over  the  school 
is  exercised,  yet  a  regard  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  pupil 
will  always  be  had.  Convinced  that  the  highest  interests  of 
those  committed  to  our  trust  will  be  conserved  by  a  proper 
observance  of  religious  duties,  these  will  be  insisted  upon. 

There  are  four  churches  in  the  town  (Lutheran,  Methodist, 
Baptist,  and  Reformed),  and  religious  services  are  held  in  at 
least  one  of  them  every  Sunday.  Sunday  School  is  conducted 
in  the  chapel  of  the  Seminary.  All  students  boarding  in  the 
Seminary  building  are  required  to  attend. 

3he  Uutfjeran  Icagu? 

For  many  years  there  has  been  an  active  League  connected 
with  the  Seminary.  Besides  being  a  religious  power,  it  is 
made  especially  beneficial  to  the  young  ladies  by  frequent  rota¬ 
tion  of  office-holding.  Thus  they  are  prepared  to  become 
leaders  in  church  work,  well  acquainted  with  church  interests. 
One  Sunday  in  each  month  is  devoted  to  the  cause  of  missions 
when  a  special  program  is  rendered  and  offerings  made.  This 
feature  of  religious  work  has  proved  a  stimulus  to  the  students, 
and  has  sent  out  from  our  school  many  leaders  of  intensive 
church  work.  The  League  is  one  of  the  indispensables  in 
Mont  Amcena.  Besides  the  League,  the  Students’  Missionary 
Society,  Morning  Watch,  Wednesday  Evening  Prayer  Meet¬ 
ing  have  enthusiastic  support.

Rewards  are  good  aids  to  deportment  and  scholarly  pro¬ 
ficiency.  Through  the  interest  and  kindness  of  Prof.  Dewey 
Moose,  a  gold  medal  is  offered  to  that  student  of  the  classical 
course  who  throughout  the  year  maintained  the  highest  grade 
in  deportment  and  proficiency.

A  record  of  attendance  on  all  school  duties,  deportment 
and  grades  is  kept,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  to  the  parents 
or  guardian  at  the  end  of  each  term.  While  demerits  are 
assigned  sparingly,  one  assigned  stands  for  something  and  is 
worthy  the  name.

Parents  are  supposed  to  comply  with  our  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  when  they  place  their  daughters  in  our  care.  Such  rules 
are  necessary  for  the  proper  government  of  large  bodies  of 
students.  A  cheerful  compliance  with  said  rules  will  greatly 
aid  the  efficiency  of  the  school  and  obtain  satisfactory  results 
for  the  student. 

The  Seminary  scholastic  year  is  divided  into  three  terms 
of  twelve  weeks  each.  We  urgently  request  every  patron  to 
send  their  daughters  or  wards  promptly  at  the  opening  of  the 
session  or  term. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  those  expecting  to  send  their  daugh¬ 
ters  or  wards  to  this  Semniary,  should  make  application 
before  the  opening  of  the  session.  This  will  insure  rooms 
reserved.  No  reservations  are  made  except  on  personal  appli¬ 
cation  or  by  letter  to  the  President. 

Prompt  attendance  at  the  opening  of  the  session  is  important 
to  the  progress  of  the  pupil ,  as  zvell  as  to  the  proper  organi¬ 
zation  of  the  school . 

Parents  are  urgently  requested  not  to  indulge  their  daugh¬ 
ters  in  frequent  visits  home.  Absence  from  class  to  make 
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ordinary  visits  elsewhere  is  not  allowed.  The  management 
deem  the  catalogued  holidays  ample  time  for  visiting.  There¬ 
fore  no  permits  will  be  granted  students  to  visit  friends  in  town 
or  out  of  town  at  any  other  time.  Visits  of  any  kind  seriously 
hinder  work. 

Correspondence  with  persons  not  designated  by  the  parents 
is  forbidden.  Letters  may  be  sent  to  the  postoffice  only  with 
the  knowledge  of  the  management. 

Also  calls,  or  other  marked  attentions,  from  gentlemen,  are 
not  allowed,  except  by  written  permission  of  parents,  and  then 
only  at  the  discretion  of  the  President  or  Lady  Principal.

Jtt  (general 

The  course  of  instruction  has  been  designed  to  meet  the 
educational  wants  of  young  women.  It  is  not  claimed  that 
the  Seminary  furnishes  a  collegiate  curriculum  in  regular 
course,  but  the  intelligent  critic  will  discover  that  it  is  equal 
to  the  curriculum  of  the  best  ladies’  seminaries  and  higher 
and  more  exacting  than  the  curriculum  of  some  institutions 
claiming  the  name  of  ‘‘college.”  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
course  is  only  about  two  years  lower  than  that  of  our  best 
colleges  for  women,  and  the  student  having  thoroughly  mas¬ 
tered  it  will  be  well  prepared  for  more  advanced  collegiate 
work.  In  addition,  the  economical  expenses  here  make  possible 
a  good  opportunity  for  postgraduate  work  elsewhere. 

However,  the  seminary  course  of  study,  with  the  thorough 
drill  under  efficient  teachers,  has  been  found  to  meet  all  the 
needs  of  a  large  class  of  people  who  wish  their  daughters 
trained  for  useful  spheres  of  life  in  a  limited  time  and  at  a 
moderate  cost.  This  institution  is  liberally  patronized  by  this 
class  of  people. 

Efforts  will  be  made  to  impart  a  thorough  and  thought- 
producing  education,  rather  than  the  superficial  kind,  which  in 
some  quarters  has  been  the  bane  of  female  education.  It  is 
designed  to  prepare  the  student  for  the  actual  duties  of  life 
by  establishing  them  in  character.  More  self-dependence  is 
being  required  of  women  at  this  time  than  ever  before,  and 
each  succeeding  year  will  make  this  requirement  more  urgent. 
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Eiitranri'  Examination 

Students  entering  the  Seminary  are  requested  to  bring  with 
them  a  signed  statement  from  their  former  teacher,  giving 
the  names  and  authors  of  the  books  last  studied,  explicitly 
stating  whether  each  book  was  completed  or  not.  A  failure 
to  do  this  will  subject  the  student  to  an  entrance  examination. 

ElMiuP  States 

If  a  student  is  not  pursuing  a  course  for  graduation,  she 
may  select  her  studies  from  the  regular  course.  Such  studies 
must  always  have  the  approval  of  parents  or  guardians  and 
the  President,  and  be  of  sufficient  number  to  employ  profitably 
the  time  of  the  student.  Studies  having  been  selected,  may 
not  be  discontinued  without  permission  of  the  President  and 
parents. 

Diplomas 

This  institution  gives  two  full  graduating  diplomas — the 
Classical  Diploma  and  the  English  Diploma.  To  secure  the 
former  the  student  must  pursue  all  the  studies  prescribed 
in  the  schedule  for  the  Seminary  Department,  with  this  one 
exception :  that  only  one  of  the  modern  languages  will  be 
required.  For  the  English  Diploma,  Latin  is  omitted.  Extra 
work  is  done  in  English  Language  and  Literature,  and  one 
of  the  modern  languages  is  required.

In  a  Christian  institution  the  Bible,  the  Book  of  all  books, 
should  receive  its  full  share  of  attention.  A  four  years’  course 
is  given  the  study  of  the  English  Bible — study  of  the  text  itself, 
history  and  doctrine,  lands  and  people.  The  course  is  required 
of  all  the  students  in  the  Seminary.  Christian  Evidences  and 
Natural  Theology  belong  to  the  regular  curriculum,  and  are 
duly  emphasized. 
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iEngltsij  (Emtra* 

There  is  a  distinct  tendency  among  progressive  educators 
to  pay  increased  attention  to  the  English  branches.  This 
healthy  reaction  against  pushing  English  into  the  background 
by  a  multiplicity  of  other  studies  is  emphatically  approved  by 
this  school.  Patrons  will  observe,  on  examination,  that  a  large 
place  has  been  assigned  to  English  in  our  curriculum,  its  study 
being  continued  through  every  year  of  the  course.  Special 
emphasis  is  laid  on  drill  work  in  the  elements  of  grammar  and 
rhetoric,  since  an  essential  part  of  a  liberal  education  is  a 
thorough  and  practical  knowledge  of  our  own  language  and 
literature.  A  prominent  object  of  this  course  of  study  is  both 
to  correct  carelessness  of  speech  by  the  practical  application  of 
grammar  and  rhetoric,  and  also  to  emphasize  systematic  theme 
work. 

When  Shakespeare  describes  the  young  Biron  as  speaking: 

“In  such  apt  and  gracious  words 
That  aged  ears  play  truant  at  them,” 

he  has  furnished  the  measure  of  literature.  The  study  of 
literature  has  always  two  aspects.  One  of  enjoyment  and  ap¬ 
preciation,  the  other  of  analysis  and  exact  description.  An 
effort  is  made  to  give  the  students  a  vital  appreciation  of  the 
value  of  literature  in  individual  and  social  life,  emphasis  being 
laid  on  oral  interpretation,  the  interpretation  of  subject-matter, 
and  the  more  important  technical  elements.  Therefore,  be¬ 
ginning  with  the  College  Requirements  and  continuing  through 
both  American  and  English  classics,  the  subjects  presented 
are  analyzed,  criticised,  and  classified  with  direct  reference  to 
motive  and  style. 

(Emtrse 

This  study  receives  a  large  share  of  attention.  It  is  re¬ 
garded  as  forming  a  most  important  part  in  the  training  of 
the  young  lady.  It  is  usually  considered  especially  necessary 
in  the  college  curriculum  for  men,  but  is  sometimes  slighted 
in  female  education.  We  believe  this  to  be  a  mistake  and 
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Natural  &ri?ttr*B 

The  course  in  each  of  these  is  designed  to  give  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  subjects,  such  as  will  be  beneficial  in  every¬ 
day  life,  and  also  serve  as  a  foundation  for  those  who  wish 
to  pursue  further  study  and  investigation.  The  endeavor  is 
made  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  main  facts  by  a  care¬ 
ful  study  of  the  text-books,  lectures,  and  experimental  work, 
so  far  as  these  are  practicable.  The  main  subjects  studied 
are :  Physics,  Biology,  Astronomy,  Chemistry  and  Geology. 

prhagogg 

The  course  in  Pedagogy  is  designed  to  give  those  of  our 
students  who  expect  to  teach  either  in  the  secular  schools  or 
in  the  Sunday  schools  the  essential  principles  of  teaching.  The 
course  is  required  of  Juniors  and  open  to  Seniors  and  may  be 
pursued  two  years.  The  laws  of  teaching  are  presented  and 
illustrated.  The  psychology  of  childhood  is  then  investigated 
and  the  student  acquainted  with  the  ordinary  workings  of  the 
child  mind.  The  modern  methods  of  teaching  are  discussed  and 
the  most  efficient  and  widely  used  are  pointed  out  and  dem¬ 
onstrated  by  application  to  classes  of  children  from  local  pat¬ 
ronage.  Lectures  in  elementary  drawing,  sanitation,  school¬ 
room  decoration,  etc.,  are  also  given  and  full  notes  are  re¬ 
quired  of  the  students. 

JLnmamdjtp 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  legible  writing,  the  course 
requires  of  all  students  who  need  it,  practice  of  penmanship 
in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years. 
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We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  curriculum  does  not 
burden  the  student  with  multiplicity  of  recitations,  which  al¬ 
ways  results  in  lack  of  thoroughness.  It  is  designed  that  the 
student  have  an  average  of  four  recitations  per  day  in  the 
Literary  Department.  A  thorough  mastery  of  the  lesson  in¬ 
sisted  upon  will  not  only  make  a  better  student,  but  will  forci¬ 
bly  teach  the  student  the  true  things  which  are  to  be  striven 
for  in  life,  quality  vs.  quantity. 

The  figures  after  the  studies  indicate  the  number  of  recita¬ 
tions  per  week.  Recitations  extend  over  a  period  of  forty- 
five  minutes.

Stmarka 

Experience  has  taught  us  that  the  above  outlined  curricu¬ 
lum  possesses  solid  merit.  Work  is  there  laid  down  for  both 
Classical  and  English  Diplomas  elsewhere  specified.  Students 
are  therefore  strongly  advised  to  take  the  courses  entire,  and 
avoid  the  way  of  electives,  which  is  all  too  often  the  line  of 
least  resistance  leading  to  superficiality  and  inefficiency.  The 
student  will  observe  that  the  courses  are  not  so  full  but  that, 
with  application  and  regularity,  she  may  take  one  of  them  and 
•  add  thereto  Music,  Art  or  Expression. 

Of  the  above  courses,  History  in  the  Junior  and  Senior 
years  is  elective,  and  only  one  of  the  Modern  Languages  is 
required. 
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The  course  in  Music  receives  special  attention  at  Mont 
Amcena,  because  we  belive  that  music  is  an  essential  part  of 
a  liberal  education.  None  but  the  most  capable  teachers  are 
placed  in  charge  and  a  high  standard  of  work  is  required. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughness  of  foundation 
work.  Unless  the  correct  principles  of  piano  playing  are  ac¬ 
quired,  the  student  soon  reaches  a  stage  where  she  finds 
further  progress  almost  impossible,  owing  to  such  defects  as 
“stiff  wrist”  and  many  similar  conditions.  The  result  of  such 
careful  treatment  is  that  the  student  finds  her  playing,  at  all 
stages  of  her  development,  in  an  easy,  normal  condition,  mak¬ 
ing  progress  as  quickly  as  her  talents  and  industry  will  allow. 

Instruction  is  given  in  Piano,  Vocal,  Chorus,  Theory  of 
Music,  Ear  Training,  and  History  of  Music. 

All  Vocal  pupils  are  required  to  attend  regularly  the  re¬ 
hearsals  of  the  chorus  class,  when  it  meets  for  the  study  and 
practice  of  songs  and  choruses.  Also  frequent  public  recitals 
are  given  by  the  pupils. 

JJiannfortP 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  studies,  indicating  the 
standard  of  work  required  for  graduation  in  Piano.  Each  stu¬ 
dent,  however,  is  treated  individually  according  to  ability  and 
temperament.

Easier  Inventions;  Czerny,  Op.  740;  Mendelssohn’s  Songs  Without 
Words;  Easier  Sonatas  of  Haydn  and  Mozart;  pieces  by  standard 
composers.  Theory. 

Fourth  Year 

Czerny,  continued;  Bach’s  Three-Voice  Inventions;  Cramer  (Bil¬ 
low);  Kullak,  Octave  Studies;  Mozart  and  Beethoven;  Selections 
from  Chopin,  Schumann,  Schubert,  Liszt  and  others.  Theory. 

No  definite  time  can  be  fixed  for  the  completion  of  this 
course,  as  some  will  advance  more  rapidly  than  others,  prog¬ 
ress  depending  upon  the  pupil’s  natural  ability  and  the  time 
devoted  to  practice.  The  minimum  length  of  time  for  practice 
is  two  periods  of  forty-five  minutes  each. 


No  music  is  comparable  to  the  trained  human  voice.  It  is 
the  divine  instrument.  Emphasis  is  therefore  laid  upon  voice 
culture.  The  Seminary  prides  itself  upon  good  singing.  The 
course  extends  over  four  years  of  graduated  work  and  em¬ 
ploys  only  approved  methods  of  instruction. 

Two  periods  per  week,  of  thirty  minutes  duration  each,  are 
given  for  private  lessons. 

First  Year

enunciation,  general  sight  reading;  studies  from  Seiher,  Concone,  Mar- 
chesi  and  others ;  easy  songs  and  ballads  by  standard  composers.

Easy  pieces  for 
building.  Piano  accompaniment;  preparatory  recitals;  select  studies 
and  songs  of  medium  difficulty. 
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Third  Year 

Voice  building;  vocalization;  advanced  vocalises  in  style.  Con- 
cone,  Marchesi,  etc.  Appearance  in  evening  recitals;  concert  deport¬ 
ment. 

Fourth  Year 

Advanced  vocalization ;  opera  and  oratorio ;  attenion  given  to 
repertoire. 

Advanced  students  should  have  at  least  one  year  in  French  and 
German,  and  have  completed  second  year  in  Piano. 

(Braiutatiuu 

Any  pupil,  completing  satisfactory  the  above  courses,  and 
giving  proof  of  her  qualifications  by  a  public  recital  before 
the  school  will  receive  a  diploma.  The  candidate  is  also  re¬ 
quired  to  take  in  the  third  and  the  fourth  years  of  Theory, 
which  includes  Harmony  and  History  of  Music,  and  to  have  the 
equivalent  of  the  Junior  year  in  English. 
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The  first  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  good  readers 
and  self-possessed  speakers.  This  will  be  done  by  drill  work 
adapted  to  this  end.  Should  any  student  show  especial  talent 
in  this  line  she  will  be  advised  to  give  the  time  and  take 
private  lessons.  All  students  should  take  the  work  offered  for 
the  double  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  understand  and  in¬ 
terpret  good  literature  and  to  express  clearly  and  impress 
forcibly  their  own  thoughts  and  feelings. 


(ErntrB?  m  Art 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  provide  instruction  in  draw¬ 
ing  and  in  the  several  branches  of  painting.  The  work  will 
cover  a  period  of  four  years. 

Some  knowledge  of  drawing  and  coloring,  while  not  posi¬ 
tively  required,  is  recommended  as  preliminary  to  china  paint¬ 
ing. 

An  exhibition  of  the  work  done  in  the  Studio  will  be  held 
during  Commencement  week.  The  work  of  the  student  must 
remain  in  the  Studio  until  after  the  exhibition. 

Each  student  must  spend  at  least  one  hour  each  day  in  the 
Studio.  More  hours  may  be  secured  on  application.  Progress 
depends  on  the  individual. 

First  Year 

A  general  preparatory  course;  drawing  from  nature,  still-life,  casts 
and  objects  in  charcoal.  First  course  in  water  color. 

Second  Year 

Sequence  of  the  First  Year  with  advanced  work. 

Third  Year 

Painting  in  water  color  and  oil;  sketching  and  painting  from 
nature. 

Fourth  Year 

Painting  in  oil  and  water  color  from  selected  studies,  still-life,  and 
sketchings.  Work  in  clay  modeling  and  china  painting  (elective). 

Each  student  in  Third  and  Fourth  years  is  required  to  take

A  Reading  Room  and  Library  are  maintained  in  the  Sem¬ 
inary,  where  access  may ‘be  had  to  some  of  the  best  daily  and 
weekly  newspapers,  the  leading  literary  and  scientific  journals, 
and  many  of  the  standard  works  of  literature.  The  room 
is  in  charge  of  a  competent  and  obliging  librarian,  who  sees 
to  it  that  good  order  is  maintained.  Students  are  encouraged 
to  form  the  reading  and  research  habit.  The  room  is  com¬ 
fortably  furnished,  well  heated  and  well  lighted,  and  open 
to  the  students  at  suitable  hours  every  day.  Students  are  re¬ 
quired  to  pay  a  small  fee  for  the  use  of  the  books  and  maga¬ 
zines.  Among  the  important  works  now  on  the  shelves  are 
Bibliophile  Library  of  Literature,  Art  and  Rare  Manuscripts, 
Harvard  Classics,  University  Edition  of  Shakespeare ;  Grove’s 
Dictionary  of  Music  and  New  International  Encyclopedia. 

The  management  of  the  two  schools  of  Mt.  Pleasant  ar¬ 
range  for  a  Lyceum  Course  of  five  entertainments,  to  be 
given  during  the  school  year.  Recognizing  the  educational 
value  of  high-class  Lyceum  entertainments,  all  students  are 
advised  to  avail  themselves  of  the  exceptional  advantages  thus 
afforded.  Season  tickets,  admitting  to  all  the  numbers  of  the 
course,  may  be  had  by  the  students  at  a  nominal  price. 

There  are  two  chapters — Alpha  and  Omega — of  the  Bern- 
heim  Literary  Society  connected  with  the  institution.  They 
exercise  a  cultivating  influence  in  composition,  debate,  recita¬ 
tion,  and  the  art  of  presiding  at  the  meetings.  All  students 
are  required  to  become  members  of  these  societies,  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  assigning  the  students  to  the  chapter  and  being  present 
in  person  to  assist.  All  students  will  be  graded  on  society 
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work.  A  fee  of  $1.00  is  required  of  all  students.  The  work  of 
this  department  cannot  be  too  greatly  stressed.  A  student 
really  knows  only  that  which  she  can  clearly  tell.  Wednesday 
afternoon  of  each  week  is  devoted  to  this  all-important  work. 

Atljlrttr  AHsnriaitnn 

This  Association,  composed  of  the  students  and  Faculty 
of  the  Seminary,  has  for  its  object  the  scuring  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  suitable  out-door  games  for  the  recreation  hours. 
A  large  and  suitable  court  on  the  campus  has  been  put  in 
order,  upon  which  croquet,  tennis  and  basket-ball  are  pro¬ 
vided  for.  There  is  great  interest  manifested  on  the  part  of 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  in  these  games,  and  we  know 
that  a  few  hours  spent  in  recreation,  that  will  call  into  play 
vigorously  most  of  the  organs  of  the  body,  will  send  the  stu¬ 
dent  back  to  her  work  with  renewed  energy,  and  will  at  the 
same  time  be  conducive  toward  that  ideal  condition  when  the 
sound  mind  will  be  furnished  and  equipped  with  a  sound  and 
healthy  body.  Students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own 
athletic  outfits. 

Qlaltfiiljrtttrs 

While  we  take  special  care  to  fit  and  furnish  the  mind  with 
proper  means  of  expression,  the  physical  culture  is  by  no 
means  neglected,  for  that  is  really  imoprtant  both  as  a  help 
in  giving  graceful  movements  to  the  body  and  in  maintaining 
the  health  of  the  students. 

We  often  see  students,  by  the  time  they  have  completed 
their  college  course  and  are  fitted  intellectually  for  their  duties 
in  life,  physical  wrecks.  To  prevent  this  we  have  chosen  the 
exercises  with  the  purpose  of  giving  strength  to  all  parts  of 
the  body,  that  it  may  be  developed  symmetrically  as  well  as 
aided  in  making  graceful  gestures.  These  exercises  consist 
of  free  gymnastics,  folk  dances,  etc. 

The  new  building  contains  a  gymnasium  large  enough  to 
accommodate  the  entire  school  which  will  be  used  for  this 
pleasant  and  profitable  exercise. 
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Expanses

All  payments  must  be  made  quarterly  in  advance.  The 
rate  is  for  the  whole  year. 

The  first  quarterly  payment  must  be  made  at  entrance ;  the 
second,  on  or  before  November  15th;  the  third,  January  17th; 
and  the  fourth,  March  21st. 

No  one  will  be  received  into  any  department  for  less  than 
a  term,  and  no  charge  for  anything  less  than  the  price  of  the 
term.  There  are  no  monthly  rates  to  any  of  the  departments  of 
the  institution. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  holidays,  late  entrance,  or 
temporary  absence  except  in  case  of  prolonged  sickness. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  graduate,  take  any  distinction 
or  honor,  or  remove  her  personal  property  from  the  institu¬ 
tion,  until  her  account  has  been  paid  in  full,  according  to 
contract. 

Money  may  be  sent  by  express,  money  order,  or  check. 
The  institution  will  cash  all  checks  for  the  students. 

Students  desiring  to  occupy  a  room  alone  will  be  required 
to  pay  the  price  of  the  whole  room,  $40.00  per  year,  i.  e.,  $20.00 
additional. 

Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  damage  to  room,  fur¬ 
niture,  or  fixtures  of  building.  The  rooms  all  have  mouldings 
for  hanging  pictures. 

Mooks  anil  ffiamt&ry 

Books  are  kept  in  stock  at  the  book  store  in  town.  The 
cost  of  these  per  session  will  average,  probably,  ten  dollars  or 
less.  Second-hand  books  may  often  be  secured,  lessening  the 
cost  to  the  student,  but  we  do  not  advise  the  use  of  second¬ 
hand  books  for  sanitary  reasons.  If  parents  wish  us  to  secure 
books  for  the  students,  ten  dollars  must  be  deposited  for  the 
same.  Any  money  over,  to  the  credit  of  the  student,  will  be 
refunded. 

Music  and  Art  supplies  may  be  secured  from  local  dealers 
or  through  the  management  of  the  departments. 
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No  laundry  will  be  done  by  the  Seminary  this  year,  but  the 
students  will  be  advised  and  assisted  in  securing  services  and 
rates.  Laundry  depends  upon  the  individual,  but  will  cost 
about  $1.25  per  month. 


(Outfit 

Economy  in  dress  will  be  advised,  but  while  extravagance 
is  guarded  against,  neatness  will  be  required  and  good  taste 
will  always  be  encouraged. 

Each  room  is  furnished  with  a  radiator,  dresser,  wash- 
stand,  two  chairs,  two  single  beds  and  mattresses,  two  ward¬ 
robes,  and  combination  student’s  table. 

Students  and  teachers  residing  in  building  are  expected  to 
furnish  and  bring  with  them  their  own  toliet  brushes,  combs, 
soap,  towels,  doilies,  pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  counterpanes, 
and  one  pair  of  blankets.  All  articles  intended  for  laundry 
must  be  marked  with  name  of  student  in  full.  Other  articles 
such  as  a  student  may  desire  for  her  use  in  room,  knife,  fork, 
spoon,  tumbler,  and  hot  water  bottle  must  be  supplied  by  the 
student. 

They  must  be  also  provided  with  overshoes,  an  umbrella, 
and  thick  walking  shoes.

Smgtt  of  %  ^Institution 

The  design  of  this  institution  is  to  furnish,  at  the  lowest 
cost,  a  Christian  education  to  the  daughters  of  the  Church,  and 
to  all  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  our  opportunities.  She 
does  not  pursue  this  policy  simply  to  secure  patronage,  but 
because  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  make  education  as  easy 
to  secure  as  possible,  in  order  that  all  her  daughters  may  be 
trained  for  useful  positions  in  life.  Mt.  Pleasant  is  a  favorable 
location  for  an  institution  of  such  a  character,  on  account  of 
both  the  moral  and  Christian  community  and  the  cheapness  of 
products.  Many  attend  our  school  because  they  cannot  afford 
to  pay  a  large  sum  for  an  education ;  many  attend  because 
they  do  not  want  to  pay  a  larger  sum ;  many  attend  because 
the  school  has  a  record  for  thorough  class-room  drill  and 
scholarly  work  ;  while  many  attend  because  the  location  offers 
I  attraction  and  inducements  which  cannot  be  found  in  a  city, 
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with  its  costly  and  fashionable  demands.  All  these  classes  are 
welcomed  to  our  institution,  and  are  assured  equally  congenial 
environments. 

iiistnrtral 

Mont  Amoena  Seminary  was  organized  in  1859,  but  not 
until  the  year  of  1869  did  it  become  a  Church  institution. 
Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.D., 
it  wras  then  secured  as  the  property  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina,  since  which  time  it  has  been  con¬ 
ducted  with  gratifying  success  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  elected 
by  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  Although  the  property  belongs 
to  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  the  doors  of  the  institution  are 
open  to  the  daughters  of  all  synods  and  denominations. 

Never  pretentious,  she  nevertheless  has  done  a  noble  work. 
With  the  exception  of  the  fire  which,  on  the  evening  of 
Thanksgiving  Day,  1911,  destroyed  the  old  building  in  which 
the  school  had  been  conducted  for  nearly  half  a  century,  the 
events  of  her  life  have  been  in  the  main  smoothly  going.  Over 
two  hundred  and  fifty  noble  and  efficient  women  have  been 
graduated  and  sent  to  the  varied  enterprises  of  womankind, 
while  several  thousand  have  received  partial  training  at  her 
knees. 

Prominent  among  those  who  have  presided  over  the  school’s 
destiny  are :  Mrs.  D.  H.  Bittle,  the  foundress,  Rev.  G.  F. 
Shaeffer,  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.D.,  Rev.  Daniel  I.  Dreher, 
Capt.  Wiley  W.  Barrier,  Misses  Ribble,  Rev  P.  A.  Stroebel, 
Prof.  L.  H.  Rockroth,  Rev.  J.  A.  Linn,  Miss  Julia  Shirey,  Rev. 
C.  L.  T.  Fisher,  under  whose  strong,  aggressive  spirit  the  insti¬ 
tution  became  well  and  favorably  known ;  Rev  Henderson  N. 
Miller,  Ph.D.,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  A.M.  Many  of  these 
have  passed  into  their  eternal  reward  but  behind  them  remains 
the  institution  as  a  most  fitting  monument  to  their  courage  and 
fidelity. 

(Eljartn* 

The  institution  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State, 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  higher  institutions  of 
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learning,  including  the  conferring  of  academic  degrees.  Find¬ 
ing,  however,  that  the  interest  of  the  Church  are  better  sub¬ 
served  and  that  a  real  educational  need  is  being  supplied,  the 
authorities  waive  the  chartered  privileges  and  run  the  institu¬ 
tion  as  a  Seminary  with  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 

Wwzttim 

The  work  of  the  Mont  Amcena  Seminary  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  whom  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  vested,  by  appointment, 
authority  and  the  obligation  for  its  welfare.  The  Board  in 
turn  is  under  the  control  of  the  Synod.  The  local  manage¬ 
ment  is  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  A.  Goodman,  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  Vice-President  and  Treasurer, 
both  having  been  duly  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  constant  aim  of  the  management  has  been  to  make  and 
keep  an  institution  which  gives  to  its  students  the  best  in  edu¬ 
cational  thought  and  advancement;  to  supply  the  branches  of 
a  liberal  education  and  culture;  to  fortify  the  students  in 
these  branches  by  requiring  a  high  standard  and  thorough  drill 
under  helpful  direction ;  and  above  all  to  inspire  the  minds 
of  the  students  with  a  love  for  the  beautiful,  the  good  and 
the  true,  and  help  them  realize  that  their  highest  personal 
achievement  and  greatest  service  to  mankind  call  for  the  best 
there  is  in  womanhood. 


Unratinn 

The  location  of  the  institution  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Cabarrus 
County,  N.  C.,  is  altogether  favorable.  The  town  is  pleasantly 
situated  in  a  fertile  section  of  the  State,  and  is  entirely 
free  from  all  malarial  diseases.  Persons  suffering  from  chills 
and  fever  are  always  benefited,  and  in  some  instances  cured, 
by  a  residence  in  town.  These  facts  are  stated  in  order  that 
parents  may  feel  safe  in  sending  their  daughters  to  the  school. 
Health  is  invaluable  for  successful  study,  and  it  is  gratifying 
that  these  assurances  can  be  given.  The  small  town  possesses 
advantages  over  large  cities,  as  a  location  for  a  school,  in  not 
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requiring  so  many  restrictions.  It  also  makes  possible  a  liberal 
education  at  the  lowest  cost.  Place  a  school  of  our  advantages 
in  a  city  and  we  would  be  compelled  to  increase  our  rates  in 
proportion  to  the  greater  cost  of  living,  servant  hire,  etc.  So, 
instead  of  apologizing  for  our  location,  we  urge  it  as  one 
of  our  greatest  advantages,  enabling  us  to  run  a  first-class 
school  at  the  very  lowest  figures. 

That  our  location  is  no  hindrance  to  our  development  or 
the  development  of  our  students  is  attested  by  the  past  success 
of  the  institution  and  its  large  annual  enrollment. 

Mt.  Pleasant  has  a  population  of  about  eight  hundred,  and 
is  growing  industrially  every  year.  It  furnishes  all  the  shop¬ 
ping  facilities  necessary  for  the  students,  there  being  four 
general  merchandise  stores,  a  drug  store,  and  millinery  and 
dressmaking  establishments,  The  stores  also  keep  in  stock 
books  and  art  material. 

The  town  is  accessible  via  Concord,  nine  miles  distant,  on 
the  main  line  of  the  Southern  Railway,  from  which  place 
there  are  daily  auto  transfers.  Parties  coming  by  rail  without 
escort  will  be  met  at  the  depot  by  responsible  parties,  if  previous 
notice  of  the  time  of  their  arrival  be  given  to  the  President. 

Mt.  Pleasant  is  connected  by  long  distance  telephone  with 
the  leading  towns  of  North  and  South  Carolina  and  by  tele¬ 
phone  with  the  telegraph  office  at  Concord,  N.  C.  In  this 
way  parents  may  communicate  with  their  daughters  just  as 
readily  as  if  the  Seminary  was  located  on  the  railroad. 

(Hummuntly 

The  morality  and  intelligence  of  the  community,  the  legis¬ 
lative  enactment  forbidding  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  the  absence  of  gambling  dens  and  other  haunts  of  vice 
afford  the  student  the  best  possible  safeguard  and  environment. 
The  Collegiate  Institute,  a  high-grade,  Junior  College  standard, 
preparatory  school  for  boys  and  young  men,  being  in  the  same 
town,  affords  parents  having  sons  and  daughters  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  having  them  educated  in  the  same  place.  The 
Lutheran  Church  is  situated  just  across  the  street,  in  front  of 
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the  Seminary,  the  most  inclement  weather  not  interfering  with 
attendance.  Besides  the  Lutheran  Church,  there  are  churches 
of  the  German  Reformed,  Methodist,  and  Baptist  faiths,  from 
one  to  two  of  which  are  open  for  services  every  Sunday.  The 
moral  and  religious  atmosphere  of  Mt.  Pleasant  is  excelled  by 
but  few  towns,  if  any,  in  the  State. 

lUttliHttg 

All  the  work  of  the  Seminary  is  conducted  in  a  single 
building,  which  is  new  throughout,  complete  and  modern  in 
every  appointment.  It  is  three  stories  high  in  the  center. 
A  practically  fire-proof  basement  runs  the  entire  length  of  the 
structure,  and  two  fire  walls  divide  the  whole  into  three  com¬ 
partments.  Fire  hose  is  conveniently  located  on  each  floor. 

The  basement  contains  recitation  rooms  seated  with  indi¬ 
vidual  tablet-armed  chairs,  large  well-lighted  and  cheerful 
dining-room,  recreation  room  and  completely  furnished  bath¬ 
room,  heating  and  lighting  plants,  and  kitchen. 

On  the  first  floor  are  located  the  assembly  room,  music 
rooms,  social  room,  library,  President’s  office,  President’s  and 
Vice-President’s  living  rooms  and  a  few  student  rooms. 

The  second  and  third  floors  are  devoted  to  student  rooms. 
The  main  lavatory  is  located  on  the  second  floor  and  is  equipped 
with  every  comfort. 

The  building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam  and  lighted  by 
electricity.  Hot  and  cold  water  is  furnished  to  all  bath  rooms. 
Water  is  secured  from  a  well  drilled  through  two  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  of  solid  rock.  All  surface  water  is  effectively  shut 
out  by  steel  casing  sunk  in  rock  for  forty  feet  below  the  surface. 
The  water  is  forced  from  the  well  into  a  pneumatic  tank, 
thence  to  the  spigots.  It  is  as  pure  as  it  is  possible  to  make 
it  without  boiling.  Besides  the  water  is  possessed  of  valuable 
mineral  properties  and  is  conducive  to  good  health. 

The  student  rooms  are  simply,  yet  substantially  and  attrac¬ 
tively  furnished.  Each  room  is  supplied  with  electric  light,  two 
single  beds  and  mattresses  (except  in  case  of  a  few  large 
rooms  in  which  is  one  single  bed  and  one  double  bed),  two 
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wardrobes,  two  chairs,  combination  student’s  table,  dresser, 
washstand,  and  toilet  articles.  There  is  not  an  objectionable 
room  in  the  building.  There  are  no  dark,  damp  rooms ;  the 
sun  shines  into  all  of  them.  From  all  parts  of  the  structure 
there  is  afforded  a  pleasing  view  over  the  large  campus  to 
distant  hills. 

The  campus  contains  about  six  acres,  on  which  are  walks 
and  drives,  and  athletic  courts.  Outdoor  recreation  is  thus 
invited. 
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Horking  Simulations 


Careful  consideration  of  the  matter  here  presented  is  urged 
upon  all  parents,  guardians  and  students  intending  to  patron¬ 
ize  our  school.  Bear  in  mind  that  no  regulation  exists  for 
punishment.  Special  rules  will  be  made  as  necessity  demands. 
The  following  are  adopted  as  a  policy : 

(Btmnnmmt 

Formal  rules  for  the  government  of  the  school  will  not  be 
multiplied  beyond  what  good  order  and  system  require.  By 
careful  supervision,  the  one  great  principle,  that  a  high-toned 
sense  of  honor  and  true  lady-like  refinement  should  mark  the 
conduct  of  every  pupil,  will  be  sedulously  inculcated. 

But  rules  and  restrictions  will  not  be  entirely  dispensed 
with  and  the  minds  of  the  pupils  will  be  impressed  with  the 
conviction  that  conformity  to  rule  is  necessary,  not  only  for 
the  success  of  the  institution,  but  also  for  their  own  happiness 
and  progress.  And  the  regulations  will  be  so  enforced  as  to 
induce  the  practice  of  self-government  from  moral  principle, 
rather  than  from  fear  of  punishment ;  and  by  thus  forming 
a  principle  of  correct  action,  to  inspire  a  love  of  order  and 
correct  deportment  which  will  lead  them  to  an  intelligent, 
cheerful,  and  pleasant  performance  of  the  duties  of  life. 

All  cases  of  discipline  will  be  referred  to  a  committee  com¬ 
posed  of  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Lady  Principal. 

The  President  and  teachers  reside  in  the  building,  ready  to 
afford  any  assistance  the  pupils  may  require,  and  by  association 
to  exert  upon  them  a  wholesome  influence. 

iiraltfj  anii  (Smnfort 

Good  health  is  essential  to  mental  improvements,  as  well 
as  to  comfort,  and  to  secure  this  end  the  above  schedule  has 
been  adopted. 
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The  building  is  equipped  with  modern  sanitary  plumbing, 
while  the  drinking  water  is  secured  from  a  deep  well  bored 
through  solid  rock.  This  pure  water,  we  believe,  is  greatly 
conducive  to  the  excellent  health  of  the  students,  which  is  one 
of  the  most  attractive  features  of  our  school  life. 

Every  attention  will  be  paid  to  promote  health  of  mind 
and  body  by  encouraging  the  pupils  to  proper  exercise.  Daily 
exercise  is  required,  either  in  the  recreation  room  or  out  of 
doors,  preferably  the  latter.  Care  will  always  be  had  to  needs 
of  the  individual  student. 

Each  student  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  her  room.  She 
is  required  to  keep  it  in  a  neat  and  sanitary  condition.  All 
dust  and  waste  matter  must  be  carefully  and  promptly  removed, 
and  properly  placed.  Co-operation  also  will  be  required  on  the 
part  of  each  student  in  order  to  keep  the  building  as  a  whole 
in  a  clean  and  healthful  condition. 

The  healthfulness  of  the  institution  having  been  so  uniformly 
good  in  the  past,  the  requirement  of  a  medical  fee  has  been 
discarded.  However,  should  any  serious  illness  make  its  ap¬ 
pearance,  parents  will  be  notified  immediately.  Meanwhile 
every  possible  attention  will  be  show  the  patient.

School  is  opened  each  day  with  prayer  and  reading'  of 
Scripture  lesson.  No  undue  religious  influence  over  the  school 
is  exercised,  yet  a  regard  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  pupil 
will  always  be  had.  Convinced  that  the  highest  interest  of 
those  committed  to  our  trust  will  be  conserved  by  a  proper 
observance  of  religious  duties,  these  will  be  insisted  upon. 

There  are  four  churches  in  the  town  (Lutheran,  Methodist, 
Baptist,  and  Reformed),  and  religious  services  are  held  in  one 
or  more  of  them  every  Sunday.  Sunday  School  is  conducted 
in  the  chapel  of  the  Seminary.  All  students  boarding  in  the 
Seminary  building  are  required  to  attend  Church  and  Sunday 
School. 


Hutfymm  £pagur 

For  many  years  there  has  been  an  active  League  connected 
with  the  Seminary.  Besides  being  a  religious  power,  it  is 
made  especially  beneficial  to  the  young  ladies  by  frequent  rota¬ 
tion  of  office-holding.  Thus  they  are  prepared  to  become 
leaders  in  church  work,  well  acquainted  with  church  interests. 
One  Sunday  in  each  month  is  devoted  to  the  cause  of  missions 
when  a  special  program  is  rendered  and  offering  made.  This 
feature  of  religious  work  has  proved  a  stimulus  to  the  students, 
and  has  sent  out  from  our  school  many  leaders  of  intensive 
church  work.  The  League  is  one  of  the  indispensables  in 
Mont  Amoena.  Besides  the  League,  the  Students’  Missionary 
Society,  Morning  Watch,  Wednesday  Evening  Prayer  Meet¬ 
ing  have  enthusiastic  support. 

Rewards  are  good  aids  to  deportment  and  scholarly  pro¬ 
ficiency.  Through  the  interest  and  kindness  of  Prof.  Dewey 
Moose,  a  gold  medal  is  offered  to  that  student  of  the  classical 
course  who  throughout  the  year  maintains  the  highest  grade 
in  deportment  and  proficiency.  This  grade  must  be  at  least  95. 
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Statinflinna 

All  students  who  maintain  in  attendance  and  scholarship 
an  average  of  95,  and  who  have  perfect  deportment,  will  be 
awarded  First  Distinction.  All  those  who  attain  90  and  have 
perfect  deportment  will  be  awarded  Second  Distinction.  The 
names  of  all  such  students  will  be  announced  on  Commence¬ 
ment  Day  and  published  in  the  catalogue. 

Sarnia  nnb  Srrnria 

A  record  of  attendance  on  all  school  duties,  deportment 
and  grades  is  kept,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  to  the  parents 
or  guardian  at  the  end  of  each  term.  While  demerits  are 
assigned  sparingly,  one  assigned  stands  for  something  and  is 
worthy  the  name. 

JntpDrtmtl  iHtacellamj 

Parents  are  supposed  to  comply  with  our  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  when  they  place  their  daughters  in  our  care.  Such  rules 
are  necessary  for  the  proper  government  of  large  bodies  of 
students.  A  cheerful  compliance  with  said  rules  will  greatly 
aid  the  efficiency  of  the  school  and  obtain  satisfactory  results 
for  the  student. 

The  Seminary  scholastic  year  is  divided  into  three  terms 
of  twelve  weeks  each.  We  urgently  request  every  patron  to 
send  their  daughters  or  wards  promptly  at  the  opening  of  the 
session  or  term. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  those  expecting  to  send  their  daugh¬ 
ters  or  wards  to  this  Seminary,  should  make  application  before 
the  opening  of  the  session.  This  will  insure  rooms  reserved. 
No  reservations  are  made  except  on  personal  application  or 
by  letter  to  the  President. 

Prompt  attendance  at  the  opening  of  the  session  is  important 
to  the  progress  of  the  pupil ,  as  well  as  to  the  proper  organi¬ 
sation  of  the  school. 

Parents  are  urgently  requested  not  to  indulge  their  daugh¬ 
ters  in  frequent  visits  home.  Absence  from  class  to  make 
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ordinary  visits  elsewhere  is  not  allowed.  The  management 
deem  the  catalogued  holidays  ample  time  for  visiting.  There¬ 
fore  permits  will  be  reluctantly  granted  students  to  visit  friends 
in  town  or  out  of  town  at  any  other  time.  Visits  of  any  kind 
seriously  hinder  work. 

Correspondence  with  persons  not  designated  by  the  parents 
is  forbidden.  Letters  may  be  sent  to  the  postoffice  only  with 
the  knowledge  of  the  management. 

Also  calls,  or  other  marked  attentions,  from  gentlemen,  are 
not  allowed,  except  by  written  permission  of  parents,  and  then 
only  at  the  discretion  of  the  President  or  Lady  Principal. 
Periodic  calls  not  allowed  at  any  time. 

All  permits,  including  list  of  correspondents,  must  be  ad¬ 
dressed  directly  to  the  President,  and  not  enclosed  in  letters 
to  students. 

It  is  advisable  that  pupils  be  not  allowed  to  contract  debts. 
Unless  authority  gives  written  permission,  the  management 
will  not  allow  accounts.  In  any  case  we  disclaim  any  respon¬ 
sibility. 

A  limited  number  of  receptions  and  entertainments  are 
allowed  during  the  year  for  the  social  pleasure  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  young  ladies.

The  course  of  instruction  has  been  designed  to  meet  the 
educational  wants  of  young  women.  It  is  not  claimed  that 
the  Seminary  furnishes  a  collegiate  curriculum  in  regular 
course,  but  the  intelligent  critic  will  discover  that  it  is  equal 
to  the  curruculum  of  the  best  ladies’  seminaries  and  higher 
and  more  exacting  than  the  curruculum  of  some  institutions 
claiming  the  name  of  “college.”  It  will  be  noticed  that  the 
course  is  only  about  two  years  lower  than  that  of  our  best 
colleges  for  women,  and  the  student  having  thoroughly  mas¬ 
tered  it  will  be  well  prepared  for  more  advanced  collegiate 
work.  In  addition,  the  economical  expenses  here  make  possible 
a  good  opportunity  for  postgraduate  work  elsewhere. 

However,  the  seminary  course  of  study,  with  the  thorough 
drill  under  efficient  teachers,  has  been  found  to  meet  all  the 
needs  of  a  large  class  of  people  who  wish  their  daughters 
trained  for  useful  spheres  of  life  in  a  limited  time  and  at  a 
moderate  cost.  This  institution  is  liberally  patronized  by  this 
class  of  people. 

Efforts  will  be  made  to  impart  a  thorough  and  thought- 
producing  education,  rather  than  the  superficial  kind,  which  in 
some  quarters  has  been  the  bane  of  female  education.  It  is 
designed  to  prepare  the  student  for  the  actual  duties  of  life 
by  establishing  them  in  character.  More  self-dependence  is 
being  required  of  women  at  this  time  than  ever  before,  and 
each  succeeding  year  wall  make  this  requirement  more  urgent. 

Entrant?  Examination 

Students  entering  the  Seminary  are  requested  to  bring  with 
them  a  signed  statement  from  their  former  teacher,  giving 
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the  names  and  authors  of  the  books  last  studied,  explicitly 
stating  whether  each  book  was  completed  or  not.  A  failure 
to  do  this  will  subject  the  student  to  an  entrance  examination. 

iElrrttttP  S’ludtPH 

If  a  student  is  not  pursuing  a  course  for  graduation,  she 
may  select  her  studies  from  the  regular  course.  Such  studies 
must  always  have  the  approval  of  parents  or  guardians  and 
the  faculty,  and  be  of  sufficient  number  to  employ  profitably 
the  time  of  the  student.  Studies  having  been  selected,  may 
not  be  discontinued  without  permission  of  the  faculty  and 
parents. 

liplomaa 

This  institution  gives  in  graduation  two  diplomas — the  Clas¬ 
sical  Diploma  and  the  English  Diploma.  To  secure  the  former 
the  student  must  pursue  all  the  studies  prescribed  in  the  sched¬ 
ule  for  the  Seminary  Department,  with  this  one  exception :  that 
only  one  of  the  modern  languages  will  be  required.  For  the 
English  Diploma,  Latin  is  omitted.  Extra  work  is  done  in 
English  Language  and  Literature,  and  one  of  the  modern  lan¬ 
guages  is  required.  Diploma  in  Music  is  described  under 
heading  in  that  department.  All  diplomas  are  given  only  by 
recommendation  of  the  faculty  and  approving  action  of  the 
board  of  trustees.

Hililr 

In  a  Christian  institution  the  Bible,  the  Book  of  all  books, 
should  receive  its  full  share  of  attention.  A  four  years’  course 
is  given  the  study  of  the  English  Bible — study  of  the  text  itself, 
history  and  doctrine,  lands  and  people.  The  course  is  required 
of  all  the  students  in  the  Seminary.  Christian  Evidences  and 
Natural  Theology  belong  to  the  regular  curriculum,  and  are 
duly  emphasized. 
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iEnijlisfj  (Eourar 

There  is  a  distinct  tendency  among  progessive  educators 
to  pay  increased  attention  to  the  English  branches.  This 
healthy  reaction  against  pushing  English  into  the  background 
by  a  multiplicity  of  other  studies  is  emphatically  approved  by 
this  school.  Patrons  will  observe,  on  examniation,  that  a  large 
place  has  been  assigned  to  English  in  our  curriculum,  its  study 
being  continued  through  every  year  of  the  course.  Special 
emphasis  is  laid  on  drill  work  in  the  elements  of  grammar  and 
rhetoric,-  since  an  essential  part  of  a  liberal  education  is  a 
thorough  and  practical  knowledge  of  our  own  language  and 
literature.  A  prominent  object  of  this  course  of  study  is  both 
to  correct  carelessness  of  speech  by  the  practical  application  of 
grammar  and  rhetoric,  and  also  to  emphasize  systematic  theme 
work.

lie  has  furnished  the  measure  of  literature.  The  study  of 
literature  has  always  two  aspects.  One  of  enjoyment  and  ap¬ 
preciation,  the  other  of  analysis  and  exact  description.  An 
effort  is  made  to  give  the  students  a  vital  appreciation  of  the 
value  of  literature  in  individual  and  social  life,  emphasis  being 
laid  in  oral  interpretation,  the  interpretation  of  subject-matter, 
and  the  more  important  technical  elements.  Therefore,  be¬ 
ginning  with  the  College  Requirments  and  continuing  through 
both  American  and  English  classics,  the  subjects  presented 
are  analyzed,  criticised,  and  classified  with  direct  reference  to 
motive  and  style. 

f$attj*matxral  CEoursr 

This  study  receives  a  large  share  of  attention.  It  is  re¬ 
garded  as  forming  a  most  important  part  in  the  training  of 
the  young  lady.  It  is  usually  considered  especially  necessary 
in  the  college  curriculum  for  men,  but  is  sometimes  slighted 
in  education  of  women.  We  believe  this  to  be  a  mistake  and 
act  in  harmony  with  this  belief  in  allotting  a  large  space  to 
this  branch. 
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The  instruction  in  this  department  is  imparted  by  the  con¬ 
stant,  systematic  study  of  improved  text-books,  the  student 
being  assisted  by  full  and  frequent  explanations  by  the  teacher, 
and  being  constantly  subjected  to  rigid  examinations.  The 
progress  of  the  student  is  constantly  tested  by  being  required 
to  perform  daily  exercises,  in  which  the  principles  acquired 
are  applied  to  the  solutions  of  particular  problems. 

Hattn  (Euursr 

The  Latin  course  is  important  in  a  liberal  education,  both 
because  it  enters  so  largely  into  the  English,  and  because  its 
study  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  mental  discipline. 
The  course  laid  down  is  not  intended  to  be  exhaustive,  in 
comparison  with  the  best  colleges  and  universities,  but  com¬ 
pares  favorably  with  the  leading  seminaries,  comprising  the 
most  generally  recognized  and  important  of  the  great  classics. 
It  is  deemed  sufficiently  thorough.  Students  are  drilled  in  the 
declensions,  conjugations,  and  essential  rules  of  syntax,  and 
required  to  make  a  careful  and  diligent  study  of  the  genius 
are  applied  to  the  solution  of  particular  problems. 

(firman  (Huttra? 

This  rich,  noble  language,  more  nearly  related  to  the  English 
than  any  other,  is  a  regular  part  of  the  course  in  the  Senior 
year.  The  purpose  is  to  give  a  good  working  basis  for  con¬ 
versation,  and  to  enable  a  student  to  read  the  language  with 
some  ease. 

(Enurur 

French  has  long  been  appreciated  as  a  polite  language. 
The  course  laid  down  embraces  one  year,  and,  like  the  Ger¬ 
man,  is  pursued  in  the  Senior  class.  The  course  affords  a  fair 
knowledge  of  the  language.  The  pupil  is  required  to  take 
either  German  or  French,  and  may  take  both. 

Natural  ^rirurrs 

The  course  in  each  of  these  is  designed  to  give  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  subjects,  such  as  will  be  beneficial  in  every- 
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day  life,  and  also  serve  as  a  foundation  for  those  who  wish 
to  pursue  further  study  and  investigation.  The  endeavor  is 
made  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  main  facts  by  a  care¬ 
ful  study  of  the  text-books,  lectures,  and  experimental  work, 
so  far  as  these  are  practicable.  The  main  subjects  studied 
are :  Physics,  Biology,  Astronomy,  Chemistry  and  Geology. 


JMagagtj 


The  course  in  Pedagogy  is  designed  to  give  those  of  our 
students  who  expect  to  teach  either  in  the  secular  schools  or 
in  the  Sunday  schools  the  essential  principles  of  teaching.  The 
course  is  required  of  Juniors  and  open  to  Seniors  and  may  be 
pursued  two  years.  The  laws  of  teaching  are  presented  and 
illustrated.  The  psychology  of  childhood  is  then  investigated 
and  the  student  acquainted  with  the  ordinary  workings  of  the 
child  mind.  The  modern  methods  of  teaching  are  discussed 
and  the  most  efficient  and  widely  used  are  pointed  out  and 
demonstrated  by  application  to  classes  of  children  from  local 
patronage.  Lectures  in  elementary  drawing,  sanitation,  school¬ 
room  decoration,  etc.,  are  also  given  and  full  notes  are  required 
\  of  the  students.

Believing  no  student  is  broadly  educated  without  a  thorough 
course  in  the  records  of  the  achievements  of  the  race,  the 
school  provides  liberal  and  ample  place  for  history.  The  course 
is  supposed  to  follow  State  and  National  history  in  the  public 
school  and  cover  English  history  in  a  standard  text.  General 
listory  covers  a  two-book  course  and  United  States  history  is 
enlarged  upon.  The  course  passes  through  the  Junior  year  and 
s  required  of  all  graduates.

We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  curriculum  does  not 
burden  the  student  with  multiplicity  of  recitations,  which 
always  results  in  lack  of  thoroughness.  It  is  designed  that 
the  student  have  an  average  of  four  recitations  per  day  in  the 
Literary  Department.  A  thorough  mastery  of  the  lesson 
insisted  upon  will  not  only  make  a  better  student,  but  will 
forcibly  teach  the  student  the  true  things  which  are  to  be 
striven  for  in  life,  quality  vs.  quantity. 

The  figures  after  the  studies  indicate  the  number  of  recita¬ 
tions  per  week.  Recitations  extend  over  a  period  of  forty-five 
minutes.

Experience  has  taught  us  that  the  above  outlined  curricu¬ 
lum  possesses  solid  merit.  Work  is  there  laid  down  for  both 
Classical  and  English  Diplomas  elsewhere  specified.  Students 
are  therefore  strongly  advised  to  take  the  course  entire,  and 
avoid  the  way  of  electives,  which  is  all  too  often  the  line  of 
least  resistance  leading  to  superficiality  and  inefficiency.  The 
student  will  observe  that  the  courses  are  not  so  full  but  that, 
with  application  and  regularity,  she  may  take  one  of  them  and 
add  thereto  Music,  Art  or  Expression. 

Of  the  above  courses,  History  in  the  Senior  year  is  elective, 
and  only  one  of  the  Modern  Languages  is  required.

The  course  in  Music  receives  special  attention  at  Mont 
Amoena,  because  we  believe  that  music  is  an  essential  part  of 
a  liberal  edcation.  None  but  the  most  capable  teachers  are 
placed  in  charge  and  a  high  standard  of  work  is  required. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughness  of  foundation 
work.  Unless  the  correct  principles  of  piano  playing  are 
acquired,  the  student  soon  reaches  a  stage  where  she  finds 
further  progress  almost  impossible,  owing  to  such  defects  as 
‘‘stiff  wrist”  and  many  similar  conditions.  The  result  of  such 
careful  treatment  is  that  the  student  finds  her  playing,  at  all 
stages  of  her  development,  in  an  easy,  normal  condition,  making 
progress  as  quickly  as  her  talents  and  industry  will  allow. 

Instruction  is  given  in  Piano,  Vocal,  Chorus,  Theory  of 
Music,  Ear  Training,  and  History  of  Music. 

All  Vocal  pupils  are  required  to  attend  regularly  the  rehears¬ 
als  of  the  chorus  class,  when  it  meets  for  the  study  and  practice 
of  songs  and  choruses.  Also  frequent  public  recitals  are  given 
by  the  pupils. 

Pianoforte 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  studies,  indicating  the 
standard  of  work  required  for  graduation  in  Piano.  Each 
students,  however,  is  treated  individually  according  to  ability 
and  temperament.

Scales  and  arpeggios  continued;  Berens,  Op.  61;  Koehler,  Op.  173;

Sonatas  by  Kuhlau  and  Clementi ;  Easier  Compositions  from  Schu¬ 
mann;  pieces  of  corresponding  difficulty  from  standard  composers. 

Third  Year 

More  advanced  technical  work;  Berens,  Op.  61,  Book  I;  Bach’s 
Easier  Inventions;  Czerny,  Op.  740;  Mendelssohn’s  Songs  Without 
Words;  Easier  Sonatas  of  Haydn  and  Mozart;  pieces  by  standard 
composers.  Theory. 


Fourth  Year 

Czerny,  continued;  Bach’s  Three-Voice  Inventions;  Cramer  (Bil¬ 
low)  ;  Kullak,  Octave  Studies;  Mozart  and  Beethoven;  Selections  from 
Chopin,  Schumann,  Schubert,  Liszt  and  others.  Theory. 

No  definite  time  can  be  fixed  for  the  completion  of  this 
course,  as  some  will  advance  more  rapidly  than  others,  prog¬ 
ress  depending  upon  the  pupil’s  natural  ability  and  the  time 
devoted  to  practice.  The  minimum  length  of  time  for  practice 
is  two  periods  of  forty-five  minutes  each. 

Unto 

No  music  is  comparable  to  the  trained  human  voice.  It  is 
the  divine  instrument.  Emphasis  is  therefore  laid  upon  voice 
culture.  The  Seminary  prides  itself  upon  good  singing.  The 
course  extends  over  four  years  of  graduated  work  and  employs 
only  approved  methods  of  instruction. 

Two  periods  per  week,  of  thirty  minutes’  duration  each,  are 
given  for  private  lessons. 

First  Year 

Work  in  voice  building,  voice  placing,  elementary  vocalization, 
enunciation,  general  sight  reading;  studies  from  Seiber,  Concone,  Mar- 
chesi  and  others ;  easy  songs  and  ballads  by  standard  composers.

Vocal  exercises  by  Woheforht,  Sitt,  Herman.  Easy  pieces  for 
building.  Piano  accompaniment;  preparatory  recitals;  select  studies 
and  songs  of  medium  difficult}'-. 
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Third  Year 

Voice  building;  vocalization;  advanced  vocalises  in  style.  Con- 
cone,  Marchesi,  etc.  Appearance  in  evening  recitals;  concert  deport¬ 
ment.

Fourth  Year 

Advanced  vocalization;  opera  and  oratorio;  attention  given  to 
repertoire. 

Advanced  students  should  have  at  least  one  year  in  French  and 
German,  and  have  completed  second  year  in  Piano. 

(graduation 

Any  pupil  completing  satisfactorily  either  or  both  of  the 
above  courses  and  giving  proof  of  her  qualifications  by  a  public 
recital  before  the  school  will  receive  a  diploma.  The  candidate 
is  also  required  to  take  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of  Theory, 
which  includes  Harmony  and  History  of  Music,  and  to  have 
the  equivalent  of  the  Junior  year  in  English. 
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Expression 

The  first  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  good  readers 
and  self-possessed  speakers.  This  will  be  done  by  drill  work 
adapted  to  this  end.  Should  any  student  show  especial  talent 
in  this  line  she  will  be  advised  to  give  the  time  and  take  private 
lessons.  All  students  should  take  the  work  offered  for  the 
double  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  understand  and  interpret 
good  literature  and  to  express  clearly  and  impress  forcibly  their 
own  thoughts  and  feelings. 


(Hours?  m  Art 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  provide  instruction  in  drawing 
and  in  the  several  branches  of  painting.  The  work  will  cover 
a  period  of  four  years. 

Some  knowledge  of  drawing  and  coloring,  while  not  posi¬ 
tively  required,  is  recommended  as  preliminary  to  china  paint- 
ing. 

An  exhibition  of  the  work  done  in  the  Studio  will  be  held 
during  Commencement  week.  The  work  of  the  student  must 
remain  in  the  Studio  until  after  the  exhibition. 

Each  student  must  spend  at  least  one  hour  each  day  in  the 
Studio.  More  hours  may  be  secured  on  application.  Progress 
depends  on  the  individual. 

First  Year 

A  general  preparatory  course;  drawing  from  nature,  still-life,  casts 
and  objects  in  charcoal.  First  course  in  water  color. 

Second  Year 

Sequence  of  the  First  Year  with  advanced  work. 

Third  Year 

Painting  in  water  color  and  oil;  sketching  and  painting  from 
nature. 

Fourth  Year 

Painting  in  oil  and  water  color  from  selected  studies,  still-life,  and 
sketching.  Work  in  clay  modeling  and  china  painting  (elective). 

Each  student  in  Third  and  Eourth  years  is  required  to  take 
Art  History  (Ployt). 
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important  Auxiliaries 


SUabtug  Sloam  aub  library 

A  Reading  Room  and  Library  are  maintained  in  the  Sem¬ 
inary,  where  access  may  be  had  to  some  of  the  best  daily  and 
weekly  newspapers,  the  leading  literary  and  scientific  journals, 
and  many  of  the  standard  works  of  literature.  The  room  is 
in  charge  of  a  competent  and  obliging  librarian,  who  sees  to  it 
that  good  order  is  maintained.  Students  are  encouraged  to 
form  the  reading  and  research  habit.  The  room  is  comfortably 
furnished,  well  heated  and  well  lighted,  and  open  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  at  suitable  hours  every  day.  Students  are  required  to 
pay  a  small  fee  for  the  use  of  the  books  and  magazines. 
Among  the  important  works  now  on  the  shelves  are  Bibliophile 
Library  of  Literature,  Art  and  Rare  Manuscripts,  Stoddard’s 
Lectures,  Harvard  Classics,  University  Edition  of  Shakespeare, 
Grove’s  Dictionary  of  Music,  and  New  International  Encyclo¬ 
pedia.  There  is  a  fee  of  $2.00  for  use  of  Library. 

Humtm  (Hours? 

The  management  of  the  two  schools  of  Mt.  Pleasant  arrange 
for  a  Lyceum  Course  of  four  or  five  entertainments,  to  be 
given  during  the  school  year.  Recognizing  the  educational 
value  of  high-class  Lyceum  entertainment,  all  students  are 
advised  to  avail  themselves  of  the  exceptional  advantages  thus 
afforded.  Season  tickets,  admitting  to  all  the  numbers  of  the 
course,  may  be  had  by  the  students  at  a  nominal  price. 

ICttrrarg  j^orirtirs 

There  are  two  chapters — Alpha  and  Omega — of  the  Bern- 
heim  Literary  Society  connected  with  the  institution.  They 
exercise  a  cultivating  influence  in  composition,  debate,  recita¬ 
tion,  and  the  art  of  presiding  at  the  meetings.  All  students 
are  required  to  become  members  of  these  societies,  the  Faculty 
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assigning  the  students  to  the  chapter  and  being  present  in 
person  to  assist.  All  students  will  be  graded  on  society  work. 
A  fee  of  $1.00  is  required  of  all  students.  The  work  of  this 
department  cannot  be  too  greatly  stressed.  A  student  really 
knows  only  that  which  she  can  clearly  tell.  Wednesday  after¬ 
noon  of  each  week  is  devoted  to  this  all-important  work. 
Prizes  are  given  for  work  in  this  department. 

Atljlrtir  Afianriattmt 

This  Association,  composed  of  the  students  and  Faculty 
of  the  Seminary,  has  for  its  object  the  securing  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  suitable  out-door  games  for  the  recreation  hours. 
A  large  and  suitable  court  on  the  campus  has  been  put  in 
order,  upon  which  croquet,  tennis  and  basket-ball  are  pro¬ 
vided  for.  There  is  great  interest  manifested  on  the  part  of 
the  students  of  the  Seminary  in  these  games,  and  we  know 
that  a  few  hours  spent  in  recration,  that  will  call  into  play 
vigorously  most  of  the  organs  of  the  body,  will  send  the  stu¬ 
dent  back  to  her  work  with  renewed  energy,  and  will  at  the 
same  time  be  conducive  toward  that  ideal  condition  when  the 
sound  mind  will  be  furnished  and  equipped  with  a  sound  and 
healthy  body.  Students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own 
athletic  outfit  and  bear  other  necessary  expenses.

All  payments  must  be  made  quarterly  in  advance.  The  rate 
is  for  the  whole  year. 

The  first  quarterly  payment  must  be  made  at  entrance;  the 
second,  on  or  before  November  21st;  the  third,  January  23rd; 
and  the  fourth,  March  27th. 

No  one  will  be  received  into  any  department  for  less  than 
a  term,  and  no  charge  for  anything  less  than  the  price  of  the 
term.  There  are  no  monthly  rates  to  any  of  the  departments  of 
the  institution. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  holidays,  late  entrance,  or 
temporary  absence  except  in  case  of  prolonged  sickness. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  graduate,  take  any  distinction 
or  honor,  or  remove  her  personal  property  from  the  institu¬ 
tion,  until  her  account  has  been  paid  in  full,  according  to 
contract. 

Money  may  be  sent  by  express,  money  order,  or  check.  The 
institution  will  cash  all  checks  for  the  students. 

Students  desiring  to  occupy  a  room  alone  will  be  required 
to  pay  the  price  of  the  whole  room,  $40.00  per  year,  i.  e.,  $20.00 
additional  to  price  above  stated. 

Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  damage  to  room,  fur¬ 
niture,  or  fixtures  of  building.  The  rooms  all  have  mouldings 
for  hanging  pictures.  Nails,  tacks,  or  pins  must  not  be  driven 
into  the  plaster. 

Hooks  ank  Hamtdry 

Books  are  kept  in  stock  at  the  book  store  in  town.  The 
cost  of  these  per  session  will  average,  probably,  ten  dollars  or 
less.  Second-hand  books  may  often  be  secured,  lessening  the 
cost  to  the  student,  but  we  do  not  advise  the  use  of  second¬ 
hand  books  for  sanitary  reasons.  If  parents  wish  us  to  secure 
books  for  the  students,  ten  dollars  must  be  deposited  for  the 
same.  Any  money  over,  to  the  credit  of  the  student,  will  be 
refunded. 

Music  and  Art  supplies  may  be  secured  from  local  dealers 
or  through  the  management  of  the  departments. 
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No  laundry  will  be  done  by  the  Seminary  this  year,  but  the 
students  will  be  advised  and  assisted  in  securing  services  and 
rates.  Laundry  depends  upon  the  individual,  but  will  cost 
about  $1.50  per  month.

Economy  in  dress  will  be  advised,  but  while  extravagance 
is  guarded  against,  neatness  will  be  required  and  good  taste 
will  always  be  encouraged. 

Each  room  is  furnished  with  a  radiator,  dresser,  washstand, 
two  chairs,  two  single  beds  and  mattresses,  two  wardrobes,  and 
combination  student’s  table. 

Students  and  teachers  residing  in  building  are  expected  to 
furnish  and  bring  with  them  their  own  toilet  brushes,  combs, 
soap,  towels,  doilies,  pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  counterpanes, 
and  one  pair  of  blankets  All  articles  intended  for  laundry 
must  be  marked  with  name  of  student  in  full.  Other  articles 
such  as  a  student  may  desire  for  her  use  in  room ,  knife,  fork , 
spoon,  tumbler,  and  hot  water  bottle  must  be  supplied  by  the 
student . 

They  must  be  also  provided  with  overshoes,  an  umbrella, 
and  thick  walking  shoes. 

We  have  no  fictitious  scholarships  to  award,  as  our  low 
rates  will  not  allow  them.  However,  as  a  Church  school,  it 
is  our  desire  to  render  any  assistance  in  our  power  to  any 
deserving  student  without  means.  We  invite  correspondence 
with  any  interested  parties.

Jntra&uctum 

Education  of  women  no  longer  needs  defense  or  apology. 
It  is  now  recognized  as  fundamental.  Given  a  truly  educated 
and  trained  Christian  woman,  the  safety  of  the  home,  the 
Church  and  the  State  is  assured.  In  fact  demonstrations  of 
this  statement  are  to  be  found  on  every  hand.  It  is  a  common 
thing  nowadays  to  find  a  woman  the  defense  of  her  home, 
the  champion  of  the  Church,  the  purifier  of  public  life  and  the 
aggressor  in  the  arts  and  sciences.  She  may  be  said  to  be, 
in  the  most  real  sense,  the  teacher  of  the  coming  generation. 
She  must  be  the  mother  of  it,  and  most  of  the  school  rooms 
will  be  filled  by  her.  In  order  that  she  may  do  this  great  work 
well  and  secure  for  herself  happiness  and  culture,  institutions, 
Mont  Amoena  among  them,  especially  adapted  to  woman’s 
needs,  have  sprung  up  all  over  our  land. 

Design  of  the  Jnstttutinn 

The  design  of  this  institution  is  to  furnish,  at  the  lowest  cost, 
a  Christian  education  to  the  daughters  of  the  Church,  and  to 
all  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  our  opportunities.  She  does 
not  pursue  this  policy  simply  to  secure  patronage,  but  because 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  make  education  as  easy  to  secure 
as  possible,  in  order  that  all  her  daughters  may  be  trained  for 
useful  positions  in  life.  Mt.  Pleasant  is  a  favorable  location 
for  an  institution  of  such  a  character,  on  account  of  the  town’s 
being  a  cultured  moral  and  Christian  community  and  the  cheap¬ 
ness  of  products.  Many  attend  our  school  because  they  cannot 
afford  to  pay  a  large  sum  for  an  education ;  many  attend  be¬ 
cause  they  do  not  want  to  pay  a  larger  sum ;  many  attend  be¬ 
cause  the  school  has  a  record  for  thorough  class-room  drill  and 
scholarly  work ;  while  many  attend  because  the  location  offers 
attractions  and  inducements  which  cannot  be  found  in  a  city 
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with  its  costly  and  fashionable  demands.  All  these  classes  are 
welcomed  to  our  institution,  and  are  assured  equally  congenial 
environments. 

iftatartral 

Mont  Amoena  Seminary  was  organized  in  1859,  but  not  until 
the  year  of  1869  did  it  become  a  Church  institution.  Through 
the  untiring  efforts  of  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.D.,  it  was  then 
secured  as  the  property  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  since  which  time  it  has  been  conducted  with 
gratifying  success  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  elected  by  the  North 
Carolina  Synod.  Although  the  property  belongs  to  the  North 
Carolina  Synod,  the  doors  of  the  institution  are  open  to  the 
daughters  of  all  synods  and  denominations. 

Never  pretentious,  she  nevertheless  has  done  a  noble  work. 
With  the  exception  of  the  fire  which,  on  the  evening  of  Thanks¬ 
giving  Day,  1911,  destroyed  the  old  building  in  which  the  school 
had  been  conducted  for  nearly  half  a  century,  the  events  of 
her  life  have  been  in  the  main  smoothly  going.  Over  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty  noble  and  efficient  women  have  been  graduated 
and  sent  to  the  varied  enterprises  of  womankind,  while  several 
thousand  have  received  partial  training  at  her  knees. 

Prominent  among  those  who  have  presided  over  the  school’s 
destiny  are :  Mrs.  D.  PI.  Bittle,  the  foundress,  Rev.  G.  F. 
Shaeffer,  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.D.,  Rev.  Daniel  I.  Dreher, 
Capt.  Wdley  W.  Barrier,  Misses  Ribble,  Rev.  P.  A.  Stroebei, 
Prof.  L.  H.  Rockroth,  Rev.  J.  A.  Linn,  Miss  Julia  Shirey,  Rev. 
C.  L.  T.  Fisher,  under  whose  strong,  aggressive  spirit  the  insti¬ 
tution  became  well  and  favorably  known;  Rev.  Henderson  N. 
Miller,  Ph.D.,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  A.M.  Many  of  these 
have  passed  into  their  eternal  reward  but  behind  them  remains 
the  institution  as  a  most  fitting  monument  to  their  courage  and 
fidelity.

The  institution  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State, 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
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in g,  including  the  conferring  of  academic  degrees.  Finding, 

however,  that  the  interests  of  the  Church  are  better  subserved 

and  that  a  real  educational  need  is  being  supplied,  the  authori¬ 
ties  waive  the  chartered  privileges  and  run  the  institution  as  a 
Seminary  with  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 

Stmltmt 

The  work  of  the  Mont  Amoena  Seminary  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  whom  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  vested,  by  appointment, 
authority  and  the  obligation  for  its  welfare.  The  Board  in 

turn  is  under  the  control  of  the  Synod.  The  local  manage¬ 

ment  is  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  A.  Goodman,  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  Vice-President  and  Treasurer, 
both  having  been  duly  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  constant  aim  of  the  management  has  been  to  make  and 
keep  an  institution  which  gives  to  its  students  the  best  in  edu¬ 
cational  thought  and  advancement;  to  supply  the  branches  of 
a  liberal  education  and  culture;  to  fortify  the  students  in 
these  branches  by  requiring  a  high  standard  and  thorough  drill 
under  helpful  direction ;  and  above  all  to  inspire  the  minds  of 
the  students  with  a  love  for  the  beautiful,  the  good  and  the 
true,  and  help  them  realize  that  their  highest  personal  achieve¬ 
ment  and  greatest  service  to  mankind  call  for  the  best  there  is 
in  womanhood. 


Eoraltmt 

The  location  of  the  institution  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Cabarrus 
County,  N.  C.,  is  altogether  favorable.  The  town  is  pleasantly 
situated  in  a  fertile  section  of  the  State,  and  is  entirely  free 
from  all  malarial  diseases.  Persons  suffering  from  chills  and 
fever  are  always  benefited,  and  in  some  instances  cured,  by  a 
residence  in  town.  These  facts  are  stated  in  order  that  parents 
may  feel  safe  in  sending  their  daughters  to  the  school.  Health 
is  invaluable  for  successful  study,  and  it  is  gratifying  that 
these  assurances  can  be  given.  The  small  town  possesses  ad- 
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vantages  over  large  cities,  as  a  location  for  a  school,  in  not 
requiring  so  many  restrictions.  It  also  makes  possible  a  liberal 
education  at  the  lowest  cost.  Place  a  school  of  our  advantages 
in  a  city  and  we  would  be  compelled  to  increase  our  rates  in 
proportion  to  the  greater  cost  of  living,  servant  hire,  etc.  So, 
instead  of  apologizing  for  our  location,  we  urge  it  as  one  of 
our  greatest  advantages,  enabling  us  to  run  a  first-class  school 
at  the  very  lowest  figures. 

That  our  location  is  no  hindrance  to  our  development  or  the 
development  of  our  students  is  attested  by  the  past  success  of 
the  institution  and  its  large  annual  enrollment. 

Mt.  Pleasant  has  a  population  of  about  eight  hundred,  and 
is  growing  industrially  every  year.  It  furnishes  all  the  shop¬ 
ping  facilities  necessary  for  the  students,  there  being  four  gen¬ 
eral  merchandise  stores,  a  drug  store,  and  millinery  and  dress¬ 
making  establishments.  The  stores  also  keep  in  stock  books 
and  art  material. 

The  town  is  accessible  via  Concord,  nine  miles  distant,  on 
the  main  line  of  the  Southern  Railway,  from  which  place  there 
are  daily  automobile  transfers. 

Mt.  Pleasant  is  connected  by  long  distance  telephone  with  the 
leading  towns  of  North  and  South  Carolina  and  by  telephone 
with  the  telegraph  office  at  Concord,  N.  C.  In  this  way  parents 
may  communicate  with  their  daughters  just  as  readily  as  if  the 
Seminary  was  located  on  the  railroad. 

(ftammmutjj 

The  morality  and  intelligence  of  the  community  afford  the 
student  the  best  possible  safeguard  and  environment.  The  Col¬ 
legiate  Institute,  a  high-grade,  Junior  College  standard,  military 
school  for  boys  and  young  men,  being  in  the  same  town,  affords 
parents  having  sons  and  daughters  the  opportunity  of  having 
them  educated  in  the  same  place.  The  Lutheran  Church  is  sit¬ 
uated  just  across  the  street,  in  front  of  the  Seminary,  the  most 
inclement  weather  not  interfering  with  attendance.  Besides 
the  Lutheran  Church,  there  are  churches  of  the  Reformed, 
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Methodist,  and  Baptist  faiths,  from  one  to  two  of  which  are 
open  for  services  every  Sunday.  The  moral  and  religious  at¬ 
mosphere  of  Mt.  Pleasant  is  excelled  by  but  few  towns,  if  any, 
in  the  State. 

Uttilbiny 

All  the  work  of  the  Seminary  is  conducted  in  a  single  build¬ 
ing,  which  is  new  throughout,  complete  and  modern  in  every 
appointment.  It  is  three  stories  high  in  the  center.  A  prac¬ 
tically  fire-proof  basement  runs  the  entire  length  of  the  struct¬ 
ure,  and  two  fire  walls  divide  the  whole  into  three  compart¬ 
ments.  Fire  hose  is  conveniently  located  on  each  floor. 

The  basement  contains  recitation  rooms  seated  with  indi¬ 
vidual  tablet-armed  chairs,  large  well-lighted  and  cheerful  din¬ 
ing-room,  recreation  room  and  completely  furnished  bath-room, 
heating  and  lighting  plants,  and  kitchen. 

On  the  first  floor  are  located  the  assembly  room,  music 
rooms,  social  room,  library,  President’s  office,  President’s  and 
Vice-President’s  living  rooms  and  a  few  student  rooms. 

The  second  and  third  floors  are  devoted  to  student  rooms. 
The  main  lavatory  is  located  on  the  second  floor  and  is  equipped 
with  every  comfort. 

The  building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam  and  lighted  by 
electricity.  Hot  and  cold  water  is  furnished  to  all  bath  rooms. 

The  student  rooms  are  simply,  yet  substantially  and  attrac¬ 
tively  furnished.  Each  room  is  supplied  with  electric  light,  two 
single  beds  and  mattresses  (except  in  case  of  a  few  large  rooms 
in  which  is  one  single  bed  and  one  double  bed),  two  wardrobes, 
two  chairs,  combination  student’s  table,  dresser,  washstand, 
and  toilet  articles.  There  is  not  an  objectionable  room  in  the 
building.  There  are  no  dark,  damp  rooms ;  the  sun  shines  into 
all  of  them.  From  all  parts  of  the  structure  there  is  afforded  a 
pleasing  view  over  the  large  campus  to  distant  hills. 

The  campus  contains  about  six  acres,  on  which  are  walks 
and  drives,  and  athletic  courts.  Outdoor  recreation  is  thus 
invited.  Among  the  favorite  exercises  is  walking.  There  is 
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no  more  wholesome  exercise,  especially  for  girls.  It  is  said 
English  women  walk  four  or  five  miles  every  day.  Daily  walks 
are  required  either  on  the  several  miles  of  cement  walks  in 
town  or  when  possible  through  the  woods  and  open  country. 
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Harking  Shgulattmta 


Careful  consideration  of  the  matter  here  presented  is  urged 
upon  all  parents,  guardians  and  students  intending  to  patron¬ 
ize  our  school.  Bear  in  mind  that  no  regulation  exists  for 
punishment.  Special  rules  will  be  made  as  necessity  demands. 
The  following  are  adopted  as  a  policy. 

(gnuprnmcnt 

Formal  rules  for  the  government  of  the  school  will  not  be 
multiplied  beyond  what  good  order  and  system  require.  By 
careful  supervision,  the  one  great  principle,  that  a  high-toned 
sense  of  honor  and  true  lady-like  refinement  should  mark  the 
conduct  of  every  pupil,  will  be  sedulously  inculcated. 

But  rules  and  restrictions  will  not  be  entirely  dispensed  with 
and  the  minds  of  the  pupils  will  be  impressed  with  the  convic¬ 
tion  that  conformity  to  rule  is  necessary,  not  only  for  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  institution,  but  also  for  their  own  happiness  and 
progress.  And  the  regulations  will  be  so  enforced  as  to  induce 
the  practice  of  self-government  from  moral  principle,  rather 
than  from  fear  of  punishment ;  and  by  thus  forming  a  principle 
of  correct  action,  to  inspire  a  love  of  order  and  correct  de¬ 
portment  which  will  lead  them  to  an  intelligent,  cheerful,  and 
pleasant  performance  of  the  duties  of  life. 

All  cases  of  discipline  will  be  referred  to  a  committee  com¬ 
posed  of  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Lady  Principal. 

The  President  and  teachers  reside  in  the  building,  ready  to 
afford  any  assistance  the  pupils  may  require,  and  by  association 
to  exert  upon  them  a  wholesome  influence. 

ijfaltlj  a tti>  (Smnfnrt 

Good  health  is  essential  to  mental  improvements,  as  well  as 
to  comfort,  and  to  secure  this  end  a  tested  schedule  has  been 
adopted. 
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The  building  is  equipped  with  modern  sanitary  plumbing, 
while  the  drinking  water  is  secured  from  a  carefully  kept  well. 
This  pure  water,  we  believe,  is  greatly  conducive  to  the  excel¬ 
lent  health  of  the  students,  which  is  one  of  the  most  attractive 
features  of  our  school  life. 

Every  attention  will  be  paid  to  promote  health  of  mind  and 
body  by  encouraging  the  pupils  to  proper  exercise.  Daily  exer¬ 
cise  is  required,  either  in  the  recreation  room  or  out  of  doors, 
preferably  the  latter.  Care  will  always  be  had  to  needs  of  the 
individual  student. 

Each  student  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  her  room.  She 
is  required  to  keep  it  in  a  neat  and  sanitary  condition.  All 
dust  and  waste  matter  must  be  carefully  and  promptly  removed 
and  properly  placed.  Co-operation  also  will  be  required  on  the 
part  of  each  student  in  order  to  keep  the  building  as  a  whole  in 
a  clean  and  healthful  condition. 

The  healthfulness  of  the  institution  having  been  so  uniformly 
good  in  the  past,  the  requirement  of  a  medical  fee  has  been  dis¬ 
carded.  However,  should  any  serious  illness  make  its  appear¬ 
ance,  parents  will  be  notified  immediately.  Meanwhile  every 
possible  attention  will  be  shown  the  patient.

School  is  opened  each  day  with  prayer  and  reading  of 
Scripture  lesson.  No  undue  religious  influence  over  the  school 
is  enforced,  yet  a  regard  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  pupil 
will  always  be  exercised.  Convinced  that  the  highest  interest 
of  those  committed  to  our  trust  will  be  conserved  by  a  proper 
observance  of  religious  duties,  these  will  be  insisted  upon. 

There  are  four  churches  in  the  town  (Lutheran,  Methodist, 
Baptist,  and  Reformed),  and  religious  services  are  held  in  one 
or  more  of  them  every  Sunday.  Sunday  School  is  conducted 
in  the  chapel  of  the  Seminary.  All  students  boarding  in  the 
Seminary  building  are  required  to  attend  Church  and  Sunday 
School,  and  day  students  are  advised  and  admonished  as  to 
this  sublime  duty.

For  many  years  there  has  been  an  active  League  connected 
with  the  Seminary.  Besides  being  a  religious  power,  it  is 
made  especially  beneficial  to  the  young  ladies  by  frequent  rota¬ 
tion  of  office-holding.  Thus  they  are  prepared  to  become 
leaders  in  church  work,  well  acquainted  with  church  interests. 
One  Sunday  in  each  month  is  devoted  to  the  cause  of  missions 
when  a  special  program  is  rendered  and  offering  made.  This 
feature  of  religious  work  has  proved  a  stimulus  to  the  students, 
and  has  sent  out  from  our  school  many  leaders  of  intensive 
church  work.  Besides  the  League,  the  Students’  Missionary 
Society,  Morning  Watch,  Wednesday  Evening  Prayer  Meet¬ 
ing  have  enthusiastic  support. 

fttrftalB 

Rewards  are  good  aids  to  deportment  and  scholarly  pro¬ 
ficiency.  Through  the  interest  and  kindness  of  Mr.  Dewey 
Moose,  a  gold  medal  is  offered  to  that  student  of  the  classical 
course  whose  deportment  has  been  perfect  and  whose  grades 
average  highest.  This  reward  is  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
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Misses  Mabel  Stamper  and  lone  Koonts,  of  the  Class  ’18, 
jointly  offer  a  medal  for  the  best  essay  produced  in  the  Senior 
class  on  the  subjects  assigned  by  the  Faculty  for  graduation. 
The  Faculty  shall  select  four  or  six  which  in  turn  shall  be 
judged  by  a  committee  of  three  not  directly  connected  with  the 
school. 

UistuirtiOttB 

All  students  who  maintain  in  attendance  and  scholarship  an 
average  of  95,  and  who  have  perfect  deportment,  will  be 
awarded  First  Distinction.  All  those  who  attain  90  under  the 
same  conditions  will  be  awarded  Second  Distinction.  The 
names  of  all  such  students  will  be  announced  on  Commence¬ 
ment  Day  and  published  in  the  catalogue. 

UppnrtB  attii  iRmiriis 

A  record  of  attendance  on  all  school  duties,  deportment  and 
grades  is  kept,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  to  the  parents  or 
guardian  at  the  end  of  each  term.  While  demerits  are  assigned 
sparingly,  one  assigned  stands  for  something  and  is  worthy 
the  name. 

Important  JHiarrllany 

Parents  are  supposed  to  comply  with  our  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  when  they  place  their  daughters  in  our  care.  Such  rules 
are  necessary  for  the  proper  government  of  large  bodies  of 
students.  A  cheerful  compliance  with  said  rules  will  greatly 
aid  the  efficiency  of  the  school  and  obtain  satisfactory  results 
for  the  student. 

The  Seminary  scholastic  year  is  divided  into  three  academic 
terms  of  twelve  weeks  each.  We  urgently  request  every  pa¬ 
tron  to  send  their  daughters  or  wards  promptly  at  the  opening 
of  the  session  or  term. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  those  expecting  to  send  their  daugh¬ 
ters  or  wards  to  this  Seminary,  should  make  application  before 
the  opening  of  the  session.  This  will  insure  rooms  reserved. 
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No  reservations  are  made  except  on  personal  application  or  by 
letter  to  the  President. 

Prompt  attendance  at  the  opening  of  the  session  or  term  is 
important  to  the  progress  of  the  pupil,  as  well  as  to  the  proper 
organization  of  the  school. 

Parents  are  urgently  requested  not  to  indulge  their  daugh¬ 
ters  in  frequent  visits  home.  Absence  from  class  to  make 
ordinary  visits  elsewhere  is  not  allowed.  The  management 
deem  the  catalogued  holidays  ample  time  for  visiting.  There¬ 
fore  permits  will  be  reluctantly  granted  students  to  visit  friends 
in  town  or  out  of  town  at  any  other  time.  Visits  of  any  kind 
seriously  hinder  work. 

Correspondence  with  persons  not  designated  by  the  parents 
is  forbidden.  Letters  may  be  sent  to  the  postoffice  only  with 
the  knowledge  of  the  management. 

Also  calls,  or  other  marked  attentions,  from  gentlemen,  are 
not  allowed,  except  by  written  permission  of  parents,  and  then 
only  at  the  discretion  of  the  President  or  Lady  Principal. 
Periodic  calls  not  allowed  at  any  time. 

All  permits,  including  list  of  correspondents,  must  be  ad¬ 
dressed  directly  to  the  President,  and  not  enclosed  in  letters 
to  students. 

It  is  advisable  that  pupils  be  not  allowed  to  contract  debts. 
Unless  authority  gives  written  permission,  the  management 
will  not  allow  accounts.  In  any  case  we  disclaim  any  responsi¬ 
bility. 

A  limited  number  of  receptions  and  entertainments  are  al¬ 
lowed  during  the  year  for  the  social  pleasure  and  improvement 
of  the  young  ladies.

The  course  of  instruction  has  been  designed  to  meet  the  edu- 
cational  wants  of  young  women.  It  is  not  claimed  that  the 
Seminary  furnishes  a  collegiate  curriculum  in  regular  course, 
but  the  intelligent  critic  will  discover  that  it  is  equal  to  the  cur¬ 
riculum  of  the  best  ladies’  seminaries  and  more  exacting  than 
the  curriculum  of  some  institutions  claiming  a  larger  name.  It 
will  be  noticed  that  the  course  is  only  about  two  years  lower 
than  that  of  our  best  colleges  for  women,  and  the  student  hav¬ 
ing  thoroughly  mastered  it  will  be  well  prepared  for  more  ad¬ 
vanced  collegiate  work.  A  number  of  our  graduates  have  fin¬ 
ished  standard  colleges  in  two  years.  In  addition,  the  mod¬ 
erate  expenses  here  make  possible  postgraduate  work  else¬ 
where. 

However,  the  Seminary  course  of  study,  with  the  thorough 
drill  under  efficient  teachers,  has  been  found  to  meet  all  the 
needs  of  a  large  class  of  people  who  wish  their  daughters 
trained  for  useful  spheres  of  life  in  a  limited  time  and  at  a 
moderate  cost.  This  institution  is  liberally  patronized  by  this 
class  of  people. 

Efforts  will  be  made  to  impart  a  thorough  and  thought- 
producing  education,  rather  than  the  superficial  kind,  which  in 
some  quarters  has  been  the  bane  of  female  education.  It  is 
designed,  to  prepare  the  student  for  the  actual  duties  of  life 
by  establishing  them  in  character.  More  self-dependence  is 
being  required  of  women  at  this  time  than  ever  before,  and 
each  succeeding  year  will  make  this  requirement  more  urgent. 

Entrant?  Examinations 

Students  entering  the  Seminary  are  requested  to  bring  with 
them  a  signed  statement  from  their  former  teacher,  giving  the 
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names  and  authors  of  the  books  last  studied,  explicitly  stating 
whether  each  book  was  completed  or  not,  and  average  grades 
for  the  year  on  each  study.  A  failure  to  do  this  will  subject 
the  student  to  an  entrance  examination. 

iElrrtiur  i’tuiitra 

If  a  student  is  not  pursuing  a  course  for  graduation,  she 
may  select  her  studies  from  the  regular  course.  Such  studies 
must  always  have  the  approval  of  parents  or  guardians  and 
the  faculty,  and  be  of  sufficient  number  to  employ  profitably 
the  time  of  the  student.  Studies  having  been  selected,  may  not 
be  discontinued  without  permission  of  the  faculty  and  parents. 

Diplomas 

This  institution  gives  in  graduation  two  diplomas — the  Clas¬ 
sical  Diploma  and  the  English  Diploma.  To  secure  the  former 
the  student  must  pursue  all  the  studies  prescribed  in  the  sched¬ 
ule  for  the  Eiterary  Department.  For  the  English  Diploma, 
Latin  is  omitted.  Extra  work  is  done  in  English  Language 
and  Literature.  Diploma  in  Music  is  described  under  heading 
in  that  department.  All  diplomas  are  awarded  only  on  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  faculty  and  approving  action  of  the  board 
of  trustees.

Htblr 

In  a  Christian  institution  the  Bible,  the  Book  of  all  books, 
should  receive  its  full  share  of  attention.  A  four  years’  course 
is  given  the  study  of  the  English  Bible — study  of  the  text  itself, 
history  and  doctrine,  lands  and  people.  The  course  is  required 
of  all  the  students  in  the  Seminary.  Christian  Evidences  and 
Natural  Theology  belong  to  the  regular  curriculum,  and  are 
duly  emphasized. 
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lEngltslj  GJnursp 

1'here  is  a  distinct  tendency  among  progressive  educators 
to  pay  increased  attention  to  the  English  branches.  This 
healthy  reaction  against  pushing  English  into  the  background 
by  a  multiplicity  of  other  studies  is  emphatically  approved  by 
this  school.  Patrons  will  observe,  on  examination,  that  a  large 
place  has  been  assigned  to  English  in  our  curriculum,  its  study 
being  continued  through  every  year  of  the  course.  Special 
emphasis  is  laid  on  drill  work  in  the  elements  of  grammar  and 
rhetoric,  since  an  essential  part  of  a  liberal  education  is  a 
thorough  and  practical  knowledge  of  our  own  language  and 
literature.  A  prominent  object  of  this  course  of  study  is  both 
to  correct  carelessness  of  speech  by  the  practical  application  of 
grammar  and  rhetoric,  and  also  to  emphasize  systematic  theme 
work. 

The  study  of  literature  has  always  two  aspects.  One  of  en¬ 
joyment  and  appreciation,  the  other  of  analysis  and  exact  de¬ 
scription.  An  effort  is  made  to  give  the  students  a  vital  ap¬ 
preciation  of  the  value  of  literature  in  individual  and  social 
life,  emphasis  being  laid  in  oral  interpretation,  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  subject-matter,  and  the  more  important  technical  ele¬ 
ments.  Therefore,  beginning  with  the  College  Requirements 
and  continuing  through  both  American  and  English  classics, 
the  subjects  presented  are  analyzed,  criticised,  and  classified 
with  direct  reference  to  motive  and  style. 

mathematical  (Hmtrae 

This  study  receives  a  large  share  of  attention.  It  is  regarded 
as  forming  a  most  important  part  in  the  training  of  the  young 
lady.  It  is  usually  considered  especially  necessary  in  the  col¬ 
lege  curriculum  for  men,  but  is  sometimes  slighted  in  educa¬ 
tion  of  women.  We  believe  this  to  be  a  mistake  and  act  in 
harmony  with  this  belief  in  allotting  a  large  space  to  this 
branch. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  is  imparted  by  the  con¬ 
stant,  systematic  study  of  improved  text-books,  the  student 
being  assisted  by  full  and  frequent  explanations  by  the  teacher, 
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and  being  constantly  subjected  to  rigid  examinations.  The 
progress  of  the  student  is  constantly  tested  by  being  required 
to  perform  daily  exercises,  in  which  the  principles  acquired 
are  applied  to  the  solutions  of  particular  problems. 

feint  (dnursr 

The  Eatin  course  is  important  in  a  liberal  education,  both 
because  it  enters  so  largely  into  the  English,  and  because  its 
study  affords  an  excellent  opportunity  for  mental  discipline. 
The  course  laid  down  is  not  intended  to  be  exhaustive,  in 
comparison  with  the  best  colleges  and  universities,  but  com¬ 
pares  favorably  with  the  leading  seminaries,  comprising  the 
most  generally  recognized  and  important  of  the  great  classics. 
It  is  deemed  sufficiently  thorough.  Students  are  drilled  in  the 
declensions,  conjugations,  and  essential  rules  of  syntax,  and 
required  to  make  a  careful  and  diligent  study  of  the  genius 
of  the  language,  personality  of  the  authors  and  history  of  the 
people  of  Rome. 

Mnhmt  feuguagr  (Enursr 

A  two  years’  course  is  offered  in  French  and  German.  These 
two  years  may  be  taken  in  one  of  the  languages,  or  one  year 
in  each.  The  aim  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  grammar 
and  structure  of  the  languages,  together  with  some  of  the 
easier  selections  for  reading,  and  thus  enable  the  student  to 
translate  and  appreciate  such  phrases  and  references  as  appear 
in  ordinary  current  English  literature.  The  student  is  directed 
to  the  best  authors  in  each  language  as  occasion  may  suggest. 

affp*  Natural  ^rtrurrs 

The  course  in  each  of  these  is  designed  to  give  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  subjects,  such  as  will  be  beneficial  in  every¬ 
day  life,  and  also  serve  as  a  foundation  for  those  who  wish 
to  pursue  further  study  and  investigation.  The  endeavor  is 
made  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  main  facts  by  a  care¬ 
ful  study  of  the  text-books,  lectures,  and  experimental  work, 
so  far  as  these  are  practicable.  The  main  subjects  studied 
are :  Physics,  Biology,  Astronomy,  Chemistry  and  Geology. 
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•Prbagngij 

The  course  in  Pedagogy  is  designed  to  give  those  of  our 
students  who  expect  to  teach  either  in  the  secular  schools  or 
in  the  Sunday  schools  the  essential  principles  of  teaching.  The 
course  is  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  may  be  pursued 
two  years.  The  laws  of  teaching  are  presented  and  illustrated. 
The  psychology  of  childhood  is  then  investigated  and  the  stu¬ 
dent  acquainted  with  the  ordinary  workings  of  the  child  mind.. 
The  modern  methods  of  teaching  are  discussed  and  the  most 
efficient  and  widely  used  are  pointed  out  and  demonstrated  by 
application  to  classes  of  children  from  local  patronage.  Lec¬ 
tures  in  elementary  drawing,  sanitation,  school-room  decora¬ 
tion,  etc.,  are  also  given  and  full  notes  are  required  of  the 
students.

Believing  no  student  is  broadly  educated  without  a  thorough 
course  in  the  records  of  the  achievements  of  the  race,  the 
school  provides  liberal  and  ample  place  for  history.  The  course 
is  supposed  to  follow  State  and  National  history  in  the  public 
school  and  cover  English  history  in  a  standard  text.  General 
history  covers  a  two-book  course  and  United  States  history  is 
enlarged  upon.  The  course  passes  through  the  Junior  year 
and  is  required  of  all  graduates. 

Prttmattal|ip 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  legible  writing,  the  course 
requires  of  all  students  who  need  it,  practice  in  penmanship 
in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years.

We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  curriculum  does  not 
burden  the  student  with  multiplicity  of  recitations,  which 
always  results  in  lack  of  thoroughness.  It  is  designed  that 
the  student  have  an  average  of  four  recitations  per  day  in  the 
Riterary  Department.  A  thorough  mastery  of  the  lesson  in¬ 
sisted  upon  will  not  only  make  a  better  student,  but  will  forcibly 
teach  the  student  the  true  things  which  are  to  be  striven  for 
in  life,  quality  vs.  quantity. 

The  figures  after  the  studies  indicate  the  number  of  recita¬ 
tions  per  week.  Recitations  extend  over  a  period  of  forty-five 
minutes.

Experience  has  taught  us  that  the  above  outlined  curricu¬ 
lum  possesses  solid  merit.  Work  is  there  laid  down  for  both 
Classical  and  English  Diplomas  elsewhere  specified.  Students 
are  therefore  strongly  advised  to  take  the  course  entire,  and 
avoid  the  way  of  electives,  which  is  all  too  often  the  line  of 
least  resistance  leading  to  superficialty  and  inefficiency.  The 
student  will  observe  that  the  courses  are  not  so  full  but  that, 
with  application  and  regularity,  she  may  take  one  of  them  and 
add  thereto  Music,  Art  or  Expression.

The  course  in  Music  receives  special  attention  at  Mont 
Amoena,  because  we  believe  that  music  is  an  essential  part  of 
a  liberal  education.  None  but  the  most  capable  teachers  are 
placed  in  charge  and  a  high  standard  of  work  is  required. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughness  of  foundation 
work.  Unless  the  correct  principles  of  piano  playing  are  ac¬ 
quired,  the  student  soon  reaches  a  stage  where  she  finds  fur¬ 
ther  progress  almost  impossible,  owing  to  such  defects  as 
“stiff  wrist”  and  many  similar  conditions.  The  result  of  such 
careful  treatment  is  that  the  student  finds  her  playing,  at  all 
stages  of  her  development,  in  an  easy,  normal  condition,  mak¬ 
ing  progress  as  quickly  as  her  talents  and  industry  will  allow. 

Instruction  is  given  in  Piano,  Vocal,  Chorus,  Theory  of 
Music,  Ear  Training,  and  History  of  Music. 

All  Vocal  pupils  are  required  to  attend  regularly  the  rehears¬ 
als  of  the  chorus  class,  when  it  meets  for  the  study  and  prac¬ 
tice  of  songs  and  choruses.  Also  frequent  public  recitals  are 
given  by  the  pupils.

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  studies,  indicating  the 
standard  of  work  required  for  graduation  in  Piano.  Each 
student,  however,  is  treated  individually  according  to  ability 
and  temperament.

740;  Mendelssohn’s  Songs  Without 
Words;  Easier  Sonatas  of  Haydn  and  Mozart;  pieces  by  standard 
composers.  Theory. 

Fourth  Year 

Czerny,  continued;  Bach’s  Three- Voice  Inventions;  Cramer  (Bu- 
low)  ;  Kullak,  Octave  Studies;  Mozart  and  Beethoven;  Selections  from 
Chopin,  Schumann,  Schubert,  Liszt  and  others.  Theory. 

No  definite  time  can  be  fixed  for  the  completion  of  this 
course,  as  some  will  advance  more  rapidly  than  others,  prog¬ 
ress  depending  upon  the  pupil’s  natural  ability  and  the  time 
devoted  to  practice.  The  minimum  length  of  time  for  prac¬ 
tice  is  two  periods  of  forty-five  minutes  each. 

Hnitr 

No  music  is  comparable  to  the  trained  human  voic^,.  It  is 
the  divine  instrument.  Emphasis  is  therefore  laid  upon  voice 
culture.  The  Seminary  prides  itself  upon  good  singing.  The 
course  extends  over  four  years  of  graduated  work  and  em¬ 
ploys  only  approved  methods  of  instruction. 

Two  periods  per  week,  of  thirty  minutes’  duration  each,  are 
given  for  private  lessons. 

First  Year 

Work  in  voice  building,  voice  placing,  elementary  vocalization,  enun¬ 
ciation,  general  sight  reading;  studies  from  Seiber,  Concone,  Mar- 
chesi  and  others ;  easy  songs  and  ballads  by  standard  composers. 

Second  Year 

Vocal  exercises  by  Woheforht,  Sitt,  Herman.  Easy  pieces  for  build¬ 
ing.  Piano  accompaniment ;  preparatory  recitals ;  select  studies  and 
songs  of  medium  difficulty. 
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Third  Year 

Voice  building;  vocalization;  advanced  vocalises  in  style.  Concone, 
Marchesi,  etc.  Appearance  in  evening  recitals ;  concert  deportment. 

Fourth  Year 

Advanced  vocalization ;  opera  and  oratorio ;  attention  given  to 
repertoire. 

Advanced  students  should  have  at  least  one  year  in  French  and 
German,  and  have  completed  second  year  in  Piano. 

Graduation 

Any  pupil  completing  satisfactorily  either  or  both  of  the 
above  courses  and  giving  proof  of  her  qualifications  by  a  public 
recital  will  receive  a  diploma.  The  candidate  for  diploma  in 
Piano  is  also  required  to  take  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of 
Theory,  which  includes  Harmony  and  History  of  Music,  and 
to  have  the  equivalent  of  the  Junior  year  in  English. 
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icxprpastntt 

The  first  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  good  readers 
and  self-possessed  speakers.  This  will  be  done  by  drill  work 
adapted  to  this  end.  Should  any  student  show  especial  talent 
in  this  line  she  will  be  advised  to  give  the  time  and  take  private 
lessons.  All  students  should  take  the  work  offered  for  the 
double  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  understand  and  interpret 
good  literature  and  to  express  clearly  and  impress  forcibly 
their  own  thoughts  and  feelings. 


CSmtrsr  in  Art 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  provide  instruction  in  drawing 
and  in  the  several  branches  of  painting.  The  work  will  cover 
a  period  of  four  years. 

Some  knowledge  of  drawing  and  coloring,  while  not  posi¬ 
tively  required,  is  recommended  as  preliminary  to  china  paint¬ 
ing. 

An  exhibition  of  the  work  done  in  the  Studio  will  be  held 
during  Commencement  week.  The  work  of  the  student  must 
remain  in  the  Studio  until  after  the  exhibition. 

Each  student  must  spend  at  least  one  hour  each  day  in  the 
Studio.  More  hours  may  be  secured  on  application.  Progress 
depends  on  the  individual. 

First  Year 

A  general  preparatory  course;  drawing  from  nature,  still-life,  casts 
and  objects  in  charcoal.  First  course  in  water  color. 

Second  Year 

Sequence  of  the  First  Year  with  advanced  work. 

Third  Year 

Painting  in  water  color  and  oil ;  sketching  and  painting  from  nature. 

Fourth  Year 

Painting  in  oil  and  water  color  from  selected  studies,  still-life,  and 
sketching.  Work  in  clay  modeling  and  china  painting  (elective). 

Each  student  in  Third  and  Fourth  years  is  required  to  take 
Art  History  (Hoyt).

A  Reading  Room  and  Library  are  maintained  in  the  Sem¬ 
inary,  where  access  may  be  had  to  some  of  the  best  daily  and 
weekly  newspapers,  the  leading  literary  and  scientific  journals, 
and  many  of  the  standard  works  of  literature.  The  room  is 
in  charge  of  a  competent  and  obliging  librarian,  who  sees  to  it 
that  good  order  is  maintained.  Students  are  encouraged  to 
form  the  reading  and  research  habit.  The  room  is  comfortably 
furnished,  well  heated  and  well  lighted,  and  open  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  at  suitable  hours  every  day.  Students  are  required  to 
pay  a  small  fee  for  the  use  of  the  books  and  magazines.  Among 
the  important  works  now  on  the  shelves  are  Bibliophile  Li¬ 
brary  of  Literature,  Art  and  Rare  Manuscripts,  Stoddard’s 
Lectures,  Harvard  Classics,  University  Edition  of  Shake¬ 
speare,  Grove’s  Dictionary  of  Music,  and  New  International 
Encyclopedia.

The  management  of  the  two  schools  of  Mt.  Pleasant  arrange 
for  a  Lyceum  Course  of  four  or  five  entertainments,  to  be 
given  during  the  school  year.  Recognizing  the  educational 
value  of  high-class  Lyceum  entertainment,  all  students  are 
advised  to  avail  themselves  of  the  exceptional  advantages  thus 
afforded.  Season  tickets,  admitting  to  all  the  numbers  of  the 
course,  may  be  had  by  the  students  at  a  nominal  price.

There  are  two  chapters — Alpha  and  Omega — of  the  Bern- 
heim  Literary  Society  connected  with  the  institution.  They 
exercise  a  cultivating  influence  in  composition,  debate,  recita¬ 
tion,  and  the  art  of  presiding  at  the  meetings.  All  students 
are  required  to  become  members  of  these  societies,  the  Faculty 
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assigning  the  students  to  the  chapter  and  being  present  in 
person  to  assist.  All  students  will  be  graded  on  society  work. 
The  work  of  this  department  cannot  be  too  greatly  stressed. 
A  student  really  knows  only  that  which  she  can  clearly  tell. 
Wednesday  afternoon  of  each  week  is  devoted  to  this  all- 
important  work. 

Atlylptir  AaBDriatimt 

The  Association,  composed  of  the  students  and  Faculty  of 
the  Seminary,  has  for  its  object  the  securing  and  management 
of  suitable  out-door  games  for  the  recreation  hours.  A  large 
and  suitable  court  on  the  campus  has  been  put  in  order,  upon 
which  croquet,  tennis  and  basketball  are  provided  for.  There 
is  great  interest  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  in  these  games,  and  it  is  known  that  a  few  hours 
spent  in  recreation,  that  will  call  into  play  vigorously  most  of 
the  organs  of  the  body,  will  send  the  student  back  to  her  work 
with  renewed  energy,  and  will  at  the  same  time  be  conducive 
toward  that  ideal  condition  when  the  sound  mind  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  and  equipped  with  a  sound  and  healthy  body.  Students 
are  required  to  furnish  their  own  athletic  outfit  and  bear  other 
necessary  expenses. 
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These  have  been  placed  at  the  lozvest  possible  figure  con¬ 
sistent  with  our  advantages  and  equipment.  An  unbiased 
comparison  of  our  prices  with  the  Seminary  equipment  will 
result  in  the  verdict  that  nowhere  else  can  equal  advantages 
be  found  at  so  low  a  figure.

All  payments  must  be  made  quarterly  in  advance.  The  rate 
is  for  the  whole  year. 

The  first  quarterly  payment  must  be  made  at  entrance;  the 
second,  on  or  before  November  13th;  the  third,  January  15th; 
and  the  fourth,  March  19th. 

No  one  will  be  received  into  any  department  for  less  than 
a  term,  and  no  charge  for  anything  less  than  the  price  of  the 
term.  There  are  no  monthly  rates  to  any  of  the  departments  of 
the  institution. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  holidays,  late  entrance,  or 
temporary  absence  except  in  case  of  prolonged  sickness. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  graduate,  take  any  distinction 
of  honor,  or  remove  her  personal  property  from  the  institu¬ 
tion,  until  her  account  has  been  paid  in  full,  according  to 
contract. 

Money  may  be  sent  by  express,  money  order,  or  check.  The 
institution  will  cash  all  checks  for  the  students. 

Students  desiring  to  occupy  a  room  alone  will  be  required 
to  pay  the  price  of  the  whole  room,  $25.00  additional  to  price 
above  stated. 

Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  damage  to  room,  fur¬ 
niture,  or  fixtures  of  building.  The  rooms  all  have  mouldings 
for  hanging  pictures.  Nails,  tacks,  or  pins  must  not  be  driven 
into  the  plaster.

Books  are  kept  in  stock  at  the  book  store  in  town.  The 
cost  of  these  per  session  will  average,  probably,  ten  dollars  or 
less.  Second-hand  books  may  often  be  secured,  lessening  the 
cost  to  the  student,  but  we  do  not  advise  the  use  of  second¬ 
hand  books  for  sanitary  reasons.  If  parents  wish  us  to  secure 
books  for  the  students,  ten  dollars  must  be  deposited  for  the 
same.  Any  money  over,  to  the  credit  of  the  student,  will  be 
refunded. 

Music  and  Art  supplies  may  be  secured  from  local  dealers 
or  through  the  management  of  the  departments. 
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No  laundry  will  be  done  by  the  Seminary  this  year,  but  the 
students  will  be  advised  and  assisted  in  securing  services  and 
rates.  Laundry  depends  upon  the  individual,  but  will  cost 
about  $1.50  per  month.

Economy  in  dress  will  be  advised,  but  while  extravagance 
is  guarded  against,  neatness  will  be  required  and  good  taste 
will  always  be  encouraged. 

Each  room  is  furnished  with  a  radiator,  dresser,  washstand, 
two  chairs,  two  single  beds  and  mattresses,  two  wardrobes,  and 
combination  student’s  table. 

Students  and  teachers  residing  in  building  are  expected  to 
furnish  and  bring  with  them  their  own  toilet  brushes,  combs, 
soap,  towels,  doilies,  pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  counterpanes, 
and  one  pair  of  blankets.  All  articles  intended  for  laundry 
must  be  marked  with  name  of  student  in  full.  Other  articles 
such  as  a  student  may  desire  for  her  use  in  room,  knife,  fork, 
spoon,  tumbler,  and  hot  water  bottle  must  be  supplied  by  the 
student. 

They  must  be  also  provided  with  overshoes,  an  umbrella, 
and  thick  walking  shoes.

Education  of  women  no  longer  needs  defense  or  apology. 
It  is  now  recognized  as  fundamental.  Given  a  truly  educated 
and  trained  Christian  woman,  the  safety  of  the  home,  the 
Church  and  the  State  is  assured.  In  fact  demonstrations  of 
this  statement  are  to  be  found  on  every  hand.  It  is  a  common 
thing  nowadays  to  find  a  woman  the  defense  of  her  home, 
the  champion  of  the  Church,  the  purifier  of  public  life  and  the 
aggressor  in  the  arts  and  sciences.  She  may  be  said  to  be, 
in  the  most  real  sense,  the  teacher  of  the  coming  generation. 
She  must  be  the  mother  of  it,  and  most  of  the  school  rooms 
will  be  filled  by  her.  In  order  that  she  may  do  this  great  work 
well  and  secure  for  herself  happiness  and  culture,  institutions, 
Mont  Amoena  among  them,  especially  adapted  to  woman’s 
needs,  have  sprung  up  all  over  our  land. 

Ifsigtt  of  Ilff  3nstilutum 

The  design  of  this  institution  is  to  furnish,  at  the  lowest  cost, 
a  Christian  education  to  the  daughters  of  the  Church,  and  to 
all  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  our  opportunities.  She  does 
not  pursue  this  policy  simply  to  secure  patronage,  but  because 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  make  education  as  easy  to  secure 
as  possible,  in  order  that  all  her  daughters  may  be  trained  for 
useful  positions  in  life.  Mt.  Pleasant  is  a  favorable  location 
for  an  institution  of  such  a  character,  on  account  of  the  town’s 
being  a  cultured  moral  and  Christian  community  and  the  cheap¬ 
ness  of  products.  Many  attend  our  school  because  they  cannot 
afford  to  pay  a  large  sum  for  an  education ;  many  attend  because 
they  do  not  want  to  pay  a  larger  sum ;  many  attend  because 
the  school  has  a  record  for  thorough  class-room  drill  and 
scholarly  work ;  while  many  attend  because  the  location  offers 
attractions  and  inducements  which  cannot  be  found  in  a  city 
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with  its  costly  and  fashionable  demands.  All  these  classes  are 
welcomed  to  our  institution,  and  are  assured  equally  congenial 
environments. 


iffotoriral 

Mont  Amoena  Seminary  was  organized  in  1859,  but  not  until 
the  year  1869  did  it  become  a  Church  institution.  Through 
the  untiring  efforts  of  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.D.,  it  was  then 
secured  as  the  property  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,  since  which  time  it  has  been  conducted  with 
gratifying  success  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  elected  by  the  North 
Carolina  Synod.  Although  the  property  belongs  to  the  North 
Carolina  Synod,  the  doors  of  the  institution  are  open  to  the 
daughters  of  all  synods  and  denominations. 

Never  pretentious,  she  nevertheless  has  done  a  noble  work. 
With  the  exception  of  the  fire  which,  on  the  evening  of  Thanks¬ 
giving  Day,  1911,  destroyed  the  old  building  in  which  the  school 
had  been  conducted  for  nearly  half  a  century,  the  events  of 
her  life  have  been  in  the  main  smoothly  going.  Over  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  eighty  noble  and  efficient  women  have  been  graduated 
and  sent  to  the  varied  enterprises  of  womankind,  while  several 
thousand  have  received  partial  training  at  her  knees. 

Prominent  among  those  who  have  presided  over  the  school’s 
destiny  are :  Mrs.  D.  H.  Bittle,  the  foundress,  Rev.  G.  F. 
Shaeffer,  Rev.  G.  D.  Bernheim,  D.D.,  Rev.  Daniel  I.  Dreher, 
Capt.  Wiley  W.  Barrier,  Misses  Ribble,  Rev.  P.  A.  Stroebel, 
Prof.  L.  H.  Rockroth,  Rev.  J.  A.  Linn,  Miss  Julia  Shirey,  Rev. 
C.  L.  T.  Fisher,  under  whose  strong,  aggressive  spirit  the  insti¬ 
tution  became  well  and  favorably  known ;  Rev.  Henderson  N. 
Miller,  Ph.D.,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  A.M.  Many  of  these 
have  passed  into  their  eternal  reward  but  behind  them  remains 
the  institution  as  a  most  fitting  monument  to  their  courage  and 
fidelity. 

(Charter 

The  institution  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State, 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
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ing,  including  the  conferring  of  academic  degrees.  Finding, 
however,  that  the  interests  of  the  Church  are  better  subserved 
and  that  a  real  educational  need  is  being  supplied,  the  authori¬ 
ties  waive  the  chartered  privileges  and  run  the  institution  as  a 
Seminary  with  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 

Utmtinn 

The  work  of  the  Mont  Amoena  Seminary  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  whom  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  has  vested,  by  appointment, 
authority  and  the  obligation  for  its  welfare.  The  Board  in 
turn  is  under  the  control  of  the  Synod.  The  local  management 
is  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  R.  A.  Goodman,  Principal,  and 
Rev.  J.  H.  C.  Fisher,  Vice-Principal  and  Treasurer,  both  having 
been  duly  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  constant  aim  of  the  management  has  been  to  make  and 
keep  an  institution  which  gives  to  its  students  the  best  in  educa¬ 
tional  thought  and  advancement;  to  supply  the  fundamental 
branches  of  a  liberal  education  and  culture ;  to  fortify  the 
students  in  these  branches  by  requiring  a  high  standard  and 
thorough  drill  under  helpful  direction;  and  above  all  to  inspire 
the  minds  of  the  students  with  a  love  for  the  beautiful,  the 
good  and  the  true,  and  help  them  realize  that  their  highest 
personal  achievement  and  greatest  service  to  mankind  call  for 
the  best  there  is  in  womanhood. 

Soratinn 

The  location  of  the  institution  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Cabarrus 
County,  N.  C.,  is  altogether  favorable.  The  town  is  pleasantly 
situated  in  a  fertile  section  of  the  State,  and  is  entirely  free 
from  all  malarial  diseases.  Persons  suffering  from  chills  and 
fever  are  always  benefited,  and  in  some  instances  cured,  by  a 
residence  in  town.  These  facts  are  stated  in  order  that  parents 
may  feel  safe  in  sending  their  daughters  to  the  school.  Health 
is  invaluable  for  successful  study,  and  it  is  gratifying  that 
these  assurances  can  be  given.  The  small  town  possesses 
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advantages  over  large  cities,  as  a  location  for  a  school,  in  not 
requiring  so  many  restrictions.  It  also  makes  possible  a  liberal 
education  at  the  lowest  cost.  Place  a  school  of  our  advantages 
in  a  city  and  we  would  be  compelled  to  increase  our  rates  in 
proportion  to  the  greater  cost  of  living,  servant  hire,  etc.  So, 
instead  of  apologizing  for  our  location,  we  urge  it  as  one  of 
our  greatest  advantages,  enabling  us  to  run  a  first-class  school 
at  the  very  lowest  figures. 

That  our  location  is  no  hindrance  to  our  development  or  the 
development  of  our  students  is  attested  by  the  past  success  of 
the  institution  and  its  large  increasing  annual  enrollment. 

Mt.  Pleasant  has  a  population  of  about  eight  hundred,  and 
is  growing  industrially  every  year.  It  furnishes  all  the  shop¬ 
ping  facilities  necessary  for  the  students,  there  being  three 
general  merchandise  stores,  a  drug  store,  and  millinery  and 
dressmaking  establishments.  The  stores  also  keep  in  stock 
books  and  art  material. 

The  town  is  accessible  via  Concord,  nine  miles  distant,  on 
the  main  line  of  the  Southern  Railway,  from  which  place  there 
are  daily  automobile  transfers. 

Mt.  Pleasant  is  connected  by  long  distance  telephone  with  the 
leading  towns  of  North  and  South  Carolina  and  by  telephone 
with  the  telegraph  office  at  Concord,  N.  C.  In  this  way  parents 
may  communicate  with  their  daughters  just  as  readily  as  if  the 
Seminary  was  located  on  the  railroad. 

Glommumty 

The  morality  and  intelligence  of  the  community  afford  the 
student  the  best  possible  safeguard  and  environment.  The 
Collegiate  Institute,  a  high-grade,  Junior  College  standard, 
military  school  for  boys  and  young  men,  being  in  the  same 
town,  affords  parents  having  sons  and  daughters  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  having  them  educated  in  the  same  place.  The  Lutheran 
Church  is  situated  just  across  the  street,  in  front  of  the  Sem¬ 
inary,  the  most  inclement  weather  not  interfering  with  attend¬ 
ance.  Besides  the  Lutheran  Church,  there  are  churches  of  the 
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Reformed,  Methodist,  and  Baptist  faiths,  from  one  to  two  of 
which  are  open  for  services  every  Sunday.  The  moral  and 
religious  atmosphere  of  Mt.  Pleasant  is  excelled  by  but  few 
towns,  if  any,  in  the  State. 

IButliitttg  anil  Campus 

All  the  work  of  the  Seminary  is  conducted  in  a  single 
building,  which  is  new  throughout,  complete  and  modern  in 
every  appointment.  It  is  three  stories  high  in  the  center.  A 
practically  fire-proof  basement  runs  the  entire  length  of  the 
structure,  and  two  fire  walls  divide  the  whole  into  three 
compartments.  Fire  hose  is  conveniently  located  on  each  floor. 

The  basement  contains  recitation  and  laboratory  rooms 
seated  with  individual  tablet-armed  chairs,  large  well-lighted 
and  cheerful  dining-room,  recreation  room  and  completely 
furnished  bath-room,  heating  and  lighting  plants,  and  kitchen. 

On  the  first  floor  are  located  the  assembly  room,  music  rooms, 
social  room,  library,  Principal’s  office,  Vice-Principal’s  living 
rooms  and  a  few  student  rooms. 

The  second  and  third  floors  are  devoted  to  student  rooms. 
The  main  lavatory  is  located  on  the  second  floor  and  is  equipped 
with  every  comfort. 

The  building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam  and  lighted  by 
electricity.  Hot  and  cold  water  is  furnished  to  all  bath  rooms. 

The  student  rooms  are  simply,  yet  substantially  and  attrac¬ 
tively  furnished.  Each  room  is  supplied  with  electric  light,  two 
single  beds  and  mattresses  (except  in  case  of  a  few  large  rooms 
in  which  is  one  single  bed  and  one  double  bed),  two  wardrobes, 
two  chairs,  combination  student’s  table,  dresser,  washstand,  and 
toilet  articles.  There  is  not  an  objectionable  room  in  the  build¬ 
ing.  There  are  no  dark,  damp  rooms ;  the  sun  shines  into  all 
of  them.  From  all  parts  of  the  structure  there  is  afforded  a 
pleasing  view  over  the  large  campus  to  distant  hills. 

The  campus  contains  about  six  acres,  on  which  are  walks 
and  drives,  and  athletic  courts.  Out-door  recreation  is  thus 
invited.  Among  the  favorite  exercises  is  walking.  There  is 
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no  more  wholesome  exercise,  especially  for  girls.  It  is  said 
English  women  walk  four  or  five  miles  every  day.  Daily  walks 
are  required  either  on  the  several  miles  of  cement  walks  in 
town  or  when  possible  through  the  woods  and  open  country. 
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Harking  ^Regulations 


Careful  consideration  of  the  matter  here  presented  is  urged 
upon  all  parents,  guardians  and  students  intending  to  patronize 
our  school.  Bear  in  mind  that  no  regulation  exists  for  punish¬ 
ment.  Special  rules  will  be  made  as  necessity  demands.  The 
following  are  adopted  as  a  policy. 

(Sirorniumtt 

Formal  rules  for  the  government  of  the  school  will  not  be 
multiplied  beyond  what  good  order  and  system  require.  By 
careful  supervision,  the  one  great  principle,  that  a  high-toned 
sense  of  honor  and  true  lady-like  refinement  should  mark  the 
conduct  of  every  pupil,  will  be  sedulously  inculcated. 

But  rules  and  restrictions  will  not  be  entirely  dispensed  with 
and  the  minds  of  the  pupils  will  be  impressed  with  the  convic¬ 
tion  that  conformity  to  rule  is  necessary,  not  only  for  the  success 
of  the  institution,  but  also  for  their  own  happiness  and  progress. 
And  the  regulations  will  be  so  enforced  as  to  induce  the  practice 
of  self-government  from  moral  principle,  rather  than  from  fear 
of  punishment ;  and  by  thus  forming  a  principle  of  correct 
action,  to  inspire  a  love  of  order  and  correct  deportment  which 
will  lead  them  to  an  intelligent,  cheerful,  and  pleasant  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  duties  of  life. 

All  cases  of  discipline  will  be  referred  to  a  committee  com¬ 
posed  of  the  Principal,  Vice-Principal  and  Lady  Principal. 

The  Vice-Principal  and  teachers  reside  in  the  building,  ready 
to  afford  any  assistance  the  pupils  may  require,  and  by  associa¬ 
tion  to  exert  upon  them  a  wholesome  influence. 

iSjealtlj  anil  (Comfort 

Good  health  is  essential  to  mental  improvement,  as  well  as 
to  comfort,  and  to  secure  this  end  the  tested  schedule  following 
has  been  adopted. 
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The  building  is  equipped  with  modern  sanitary  plumbing, 
while  the  drinking  water  is  secured  from  a  carefully  kept  well. 
This  pure  water,  we  believe,  is  greatly  conducive  to  the  excel¬ 
lent  health  of  the  students,  which  is  one  of  the  most  attractive 
features  of  our  school  life. 

Every  attention  will  be  paid  to  promote  health  of  mind  and 
body  by  encouraging  the  pupils  to  proper  exercise.  Daily  exer¬ 
cise  is  required,  out  of  doors  preferably.  Care  will  always  be 
had  to  needs  of  the  individual  student. 

Each  student  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  her  room.  She 
is  required  to  keep  it  in  a  neat  and  sanitary  condition.  All 
dust  and  waste  matter  must  be  carefully  and  promptly  removed 
and  properly  placed.  Co-operation  also  will  be  required  on  the 
part  of  each  student  in  order  to  keep  the  building  as  a  whole  in 
a  clean  and  healthful  condition. 

The  healthfulness  of  the  institution  having  been  so  uniformly 
good  in  the  past,  the  requirement  of  a  medical  fee  has  been 
discarded.  However,  should  any  serious  illness  make  its 
appearance,  parents  will  be  notified  immediately.  Meanwhile 
every  possible  attention  will  be  shown  the  patient.

School  is  opened  each  day  with  prayer  and  reading  of 
Scripture  lesson.  No  undue  religious  influence  over  the  school 
is  enforced,  yet  a  regard  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  pupil 
will  always  be  exercised.  Convinced  that  the  highest  interest 
of  those  committed  to  our  trust  will  be  conserved  by  a  proper 
observance  of  religious  duties,  these  will  be  insisted  upon. 

There  are  four  churches  in  the  town  (Lutheran,  Methodist, 
Baptist,  and  Reformed),  and  religious  services  are  held  in  one 
or  more  of  them  every  Sunday.  Sunday  School  is  conducted 
in  the  chapel  of  the  Seminary.  All  students  boarding  in  the 
Seminary  building  are  required  to  attend  Church  and  Sunday 
School,  and  day  students  are  advised  and  admonished  as  to 
this  sublime  duty. 

Siutljer  Siragup 

For  many  years  there  has  been  an  active  League  connected 
with  the  Seminary.  Besides  being  a  religious  power,  it  is 
made  especially  beneficial  to  the  young  ladies  by  frequent  rota¬ 
tion  of  office-holding.  Thus  they  are  prepared  to  become 
leaders  in  church  work,  well  acquainted  with  church  interests. 
One  Sunday  in  each  month  is  devoted  to  the  cause  of  missions 
when  a  special  program  is  rendered  and  offering  made.  This 
feature  of  religious  work  has  proved  a  stimulus  to  the  students, 
and  has  sent  out  from  our  school  many  leaders  of  intensive 
church  work.  Besides  the  League,  the  Students’  Missionary 
Society,  Morning  Watch,  Wednesday  Evening  Prayer  Meet¬ 
ing  have  enthusiastic  support.

Misses  Mabel  Stamper  and  lone  Koonts,  of  the  Class  of  T8, 
jointly  offer  a  medal  for  the  best  assay  produced  in  the  Senior 
class  on  the  subjects  assigned  by  the  Faculty  for  graduation. 
The  Faculty  shall  select  four  or  six  which  in  turn  shall  be 
judged  by  a  committee  of  three  not  directly  connected  with  the 
school.

Rewards  are  good  aids  to  deportment  and  scholarly  pro¬ 
ficiency.  Through  the  interest  and  kindness  of  Mr.  Dewey 
Moose,  a  gold  medal  is  offered  to  that  student  of  the  classical 
course  whose  deportment  has  been  perfect  and  whose  grades 
average  highest.  This  reward  is  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

Itstittrlums 

All  students  who  maintain  in  attendance  and  scholarship  an 
average  of  95  or  over,  and  who  have  perfect  deportment  will  be 
awarded  First  Distinction.  All  those  who  attain  90  to  95  under 
the  same  conditions  will  be  awarded  Second  Distinction.  The 
names  of  all  such  students  will  be  announced  on  Commence¬ 
ment  Day  and  published  in  the  catalogue. 

Kfpnrta  an&  iKmiriis 

A  record  of  attendance  on  all  school  duties,  deportment  and 
grades  is  kept,  a  copy  of  which  is  sent  to  the  parents  or 
guardian  at  the  end  of  each  term.  While  demerits  are  assigned 
sparingly,  one  assigned  stands  for  something  and  is  worthy 
the  name. 

ilmportant  iHisaUattg 

Parents  are  supposed  to  comply  with  our  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  when  they  place  their  daughters  in  our  care.  Such  rules 
are  necessary  for  the  proper  government  of  large  bodies  of 
students.  A  cheerful  compliance  with  said  rules  will  greatly 
aid  the  efficiency  of  the  school  and  obtain  satisfactory  results 
for  the  student. 

The  Seminary  scholastic  year  is  divided  into  three  academic 
terms  of  twelve  weeks  each.  We  urgently  request  all  patrons 
to  send  their  daughters  or  wards  promptly  at  the  opening  of 
the  session  or  term. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  those  expecting  to  send  their  daugh¬ 
ters  or  wards  to  this  Seminary,  should  make  application  before 
the  opening  of  the  session.  This  will  insure  rooms  reserved. 
No  reservations  are  made  except  on  personal  application  or 
by  letter  to  the  Principal. 
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Prompt  attendance  at  the  opening  of  the  session  or  term  is 
important  to  the  progress  of  the  pupil ,  as  well  as  to  the  proper 
organization  of  the  school. 

Parents  are  urgently  requested  not  to  indulge  their  daugh¬ 
ters  in  frequent  visits  home.  Absence  from  class  to  make 
ordinary  visits  elsewhere  is  not  allowed.  The  management 
deem  the  catalogued  holidays  ample  time  for  visiting.  There¬ 
fore  permits  will  be  reluctantly  granted  students  to  visit  friends 
in  town  or  out  of  town  at  any  other  time.  Visits  of  any  kind 
seriously  hinder  work. 

Correspondence  with  persons  not  designated  by  the  parents 
is  forbidden.  Vetters  may  be  sent  to  the  postoffice  only  with 
the  knowledge  of  the  management. 

Also  calls,  or  other  marked  attentions,  from  gentlemen,  are 
not  allowed,  except  by  written  permission  of  parents,  and  then 
only  at  the  discretion  of  the  Principal  or  Lady  Principal.  Peri¬ 
odic  calls  not  allowed  at  any  time. 

All  permits,  including  list  of  correspondents,  must  be  ad¬ 
dressed  directly  to  the  Principal  and  not  enclosed  in  letters  to 
students. 

It  is  advisable  that  pupils  be  not  allowed  to  contract  debts. 
Unless  authority  gives  written  permission,  the  management  will 
not  allow  accounts.  In  any  case  we  disclaim  any  responsibility. 

A  limited  number  of  receptions  and  entertainments  are 
allowed  during  the  year  for  the  social  pleasure  and  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  young  ladies.

Ju  (general 

The  Courses  of  Instruction — Classical  Course,  Modern  Lan¬ 
guage  Course,  Elective  Course,  Music  Course — with  thorough 
drill  under  efficient  teachers,  have  been  found  to  meet  all  the 
needs  of  a  large  class  of  patrons  who  wish  their  daughters 
trained  for  useful  spheres  of  life  in  a  limited  time  and  at  a 
moderate  cost.  The  institution  is  liberally  patronized  by  this 
class  of  people. 

Effort  will  be  made  to  impart  a  thorough  and  thought-pro¬ 
ducing  education  rather  than  the  superficial  kind,  which  in 
some  quarters  has  been  the  bane  of  woman  education.  Is  it 
designed  to  prepare  the  student  for  the  actual  duties  of  life  by 
giving  them  the  fundamental  tools  of  knowledge  and  by  estab¬ 
lishing  them  in  character.  More  self-dependence  is  being 
required  of  women  at  this  time  than  ever  before,  and  each 
succeeding  year  will  make  the  requirement  more  urgent. 

In  addition  to  preparing  for  life’s  duties  in  an  efficient  way 
(the  largest  number  of  our  girls  are  succeeding),  the  student 
may  fit  herself  for  college  and  conservatory  work.  The  cur¬ 
riculum  is  planned  so  that  a  student  may  make  all  the  credits 
necessary  to  enter  our  best  colleges  and  universities.  Fifteen 
units  are  required  this  year  for  graduation,  and  sixteen  may  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  a  graduate. 

Entrant*  Examinations 

Students  entering  the  Seminary  are  required  to  bring  with 
them  a  signed  statement  from  their  former  teacher,  giving  in 
detail  the  names  and  authors  of  the  books  last  studied,  explicitly 
stating  whether  each  book  was  completed  or  not,  and  carrying 
the  average  grade  for  the  year  on  each  study.  A  failure  to  do 
this  will  subject  the  student  to  an  entrance  examination.  The 
class  to  which  the  student  will  be  admitted  will  depend  on  the 
showing  of  the  applicant. 
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After  entering  on  a  course  of  study  for  three  weeks,  a 
student  may  not  drop  subjects  at  will,  but  only  on  consultation 
with  the  faculty  and  advice  of  parent,  or  guardian,  and  physi¬ 
cian.  Fatal  educational  mistakes  are  too  often  made  by 
indulgent  parents  in  allowing  their  daughters  to  waste  time  and 
money  on  the  minimum  studies. 

Serial  (Courses 

If  a  student  is  not  pursuing  a  course  for  graduation,  she  may 
select  her  subjects  from  the  regular  courses.  Such  studies  must 
always  have  the  approval  of  parents,  or  guardians,  and  the 
faculty,  and  be  of  a  sufficient  number  to  employ  profitably  the 
time  of  the  student.  Subjects  so  selected  are  under  the  above 
regulations  as  to  being  discontinued. 

Sipluutas 

The  institution  gives  in  graduation  two  diplomas — the  Classi¬ 
cal  Diploma  and  the  Modern  Language  Diploma.  To  secure 
either  of  these  diplomas,  the  student  must  have  at  least  fifteen 
units  to  her  credit.  A  “unit”  is  the  equivalent  of  a  year’s  work 
in  a  subject,  including  five  periods  a  week  of  forty  minutes 
each.  Diploma  in  Music  is  described  under  heading  in  that 
department.  All  diplomas  are  awarded  only  on  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  faculty  and  approving  action  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.

It  is  designed  that  the  student  have  an  average  of  four  reci¬ 
tations  each  day  in  the  Literary  Department.  A  thorough 
mastery  of  the  lesson  is  insisted  upon  and  a  serious  effort  is 
made  to  teach  the  student  the  true  things  which  are  to  be  striven 
for  in  life,  quality  versus  quantity. 

The  figures  after  the  subjects  indicate  the  number  of  recita¬ 
tions  per  week.  Recitations  extend  over  a  period  of  forty-five 
minutes.

SJmarha 

Experience  has  taught  us  that  the  above  outlined  curriculum 
possesses  solid  merit.  Work  is  there  laid  down  for  both  Classi¬ 
cal  and  Modern  Language  Diplomas  elsewhere  specified. 
Students  are  therefore  strongly  advised  to  take  the  course 
entire,  and  avoid  the  way  of  electives,  which  is  all  too  often  the 
line  of  least  resistance  leading  to  superficiality  and  inefficiency. 
The  student  will  observe  that  the  courses  are  not  so  full  but 
that,  with  application  and  regularity,  she  may  take  one  of  them 
and  add  thereto  Music. 
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The  course  in  Bible  covers  five  years.  The  Bible  itself  is  the 
text-book  for  the  first  three  years.  Choice  passages  are  selected 
for  reading,  careful  study,  and  memory,  so  that  the  student  has 
some  real  contact  with  the  Book  of  books.  In  the  Junior  year 
work  is  done  on  the  Life  of  the  Christ  and  the  principles  of 
Sunday  School  teaching  and  considered  with  the  idea  of  fur¬ 
nishing  trained  workers  in  the  Church.  In  the  Senior  year 
Christian  Evidences  and  Christian  Ethics  are  given  in  order  to 
fortify  and  strengthen  the  life  of  faith  and  practice. 

lErtglisl) 

A  large  place  has  been  assigned  to  English  in  our  curriculum. 
Five  periods  a  week  for  five  years  are  required. 

In  the  Sub-Freshman  class  work  is  done  on  the  parts  of 
speech  and  the  first  principles  of  syntax.  Careful  attention  is 
given  to  correct  speech.  Along  with  grammar  goes  the  classics 
that  are  given  in  the  Eighth  Grade:  Whittier’s  Snozv-Bound , 
Stevenson’s  Treasure  Island ,  Irving’s  Legend  of  Sleepy  Hol¬ 
low,  and  others. 

Advanced  grammar  is  pursued  in  the  Freshman  year,  and 
elementary  composition  is  practiced.  Attention  is  paid  to 
figures  of  speech.  Work  is  done  in  literature  as  follows:  For 
study — Milton’s  L’ Allegro,  II  Penseroso,  Comus,  Coleridge’s 
Rime  of  the  Ancient  Mariner ,  Scott’s  Lady  of  the  Lake.  For 
reading — Shakespeare’s  As  You  Like  It,  Hawthorne’s  The 
House  of  Seven  Gables,  Poe’s  Tales. 

Sophomore  English  consists  of  instruction  in  rhetoric  and 
composition  of  a  practical  nature.  Claxton  and  McGinnis’s 
Effective  English  is  used,  which  has  proved  an  interesting  text. 
Theme  work  is  stressed  and  careful  attention  is  paid  to  para¬ 
graphing.  For  study  in  literature  selections  from  the  following 
are  assigned :  Shakespeare’s  Julius  Caesar,  Webster’s  Bunker 
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H ill  Oration ,  Goldsmith’s  Deserted  Village  and  The  Vicar  of 
Wakefield.  For  reading — Dickens’s  David  Copperfield,  Scott’s 
Ivanhoe,  Macaulay’s  Essays  on  Lord  Clive  and  Warren  Has¬ 
tings,  Poe’s  The  Raven,  Gray’s  An  Elegy  in  a  Country  Church¬ 
yard,  selections  from  Burns,  Longfellow  and  others. 

More  formal  rhetoric  is  continued  in  Junior  year.  Stricter 
requirements  in  paragraphing,  with  definite  and  practical  study 
of  unity,  coherence,  and  emphasis,  are  enforced.  The  text  for 
this  instruction  is  Genung’s  Outlines  of  Rhetoric.  Original 
production  is  encouraged  in  the  development  of  themes,  essays, 
dialogues,  and  stories.  The  work  in  Literature  is  confined  to 
American  Literature,  using  an  excellent  text  by  Painter.  While 
a  view  of  the  history  of  American  Literature  is  being  obtained, 
study  of  selected  productions  will  be  made.  Some  attention 
will  be  paid  to  contemporary  literature.  Southern  authors  and 
their  works  will  receive  due  notice  and  appreciation. 

During  the  Senior  year  a  review  of  grammar  will  be  made 
for  present  and  future  value.  Instruction  in  rhetoric  is  confined 
for  the  most  part  to  essay  work  and  to  studying  the  elements 
of  criticism.  Painter’s  An  Elementary  Guide  to  Literary  Criti¬ 
cism  is  used.  Also  a  study  of  the  authors  and  history  of  Eng¬ 
lish  literature  is  made.  Painter’s  English  Literature  is  used 
in  this  pursuit.  Special  attention  is  given  to  Tennyson  and 
Browning.  Palgrave’s  Golden  Treasury  (First  Series)  is  used 
for  poetical  selections  from  other  authors  of  the  several  periods 
covered  in  the  text.  All  seniors  are  required  to  produce  an 
original  essay  on  an  assigned  subject  for  graduation. 

iHatbcmatirs 

Beginning  with  the  Sub-Freshman  year,  this  subject  is  pur- 
sued  throughout  the  curriculum.  Milne’s  Standard  Arithmetic 
is  used  in  the  Sub-Freshman  course,  and  is  supplemented  bv 
problems  from  every-day  life.  Algebra  is  begun  in  this  year 
and  an  elementary  text  is  completed. 

The  study  of  Algebra  is  continued  in  the  Freshman  year  up 
to  quadratics.  Exact  drill  is  given  on  all  the  parts  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  embraced  in  this  scope.

In  the  Sophomore  year  the  course  in  Algebra  is  completed 
and  a  review  of  practical  arithmetic  is  made.  Arithmetic  is 
included  here  because  of  the  many  needs  for  the  subject  in  the 
affairs  of  common  life.  A  brief  course  in  Bookkeeping  is 
offered  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years. 

Plane  Geometry  is  taken  up  in  the  Junior  year  and  carefully 
studied  by  theorem,  corollary,  and  originals  through  the  Fourth 
Book.  The  subject  is  continued  in  the  Senior  year  and  Solid 
Geometry  is  completed. 

Eatitt 

A  course  of  two  years  is  devoted  to  First  Year  Latin.  This 
is  done  in  order  to  thoroughly  ground  the  student  in  the 
elements  of  the  language.  Here  is  the  cause  of  failure  with 
most  beginners.  It  is  designed  to  make  the  subject  attractive 
and  what  is  usually  considered  hard  seems  reasonable. 

In  the  Sophomore  year  four  books  of  Caesar  are  read  and 
emphasis  is  placed  on  forms  and  composition.  Grammar  and 
composition  texts  by  Bennett  are  used.  Six  orations  of  Cicero 
or  their  equivalent  are  covered  in  the  Junior  class.  Grammar 
and  composition  are  continued  weekly  during  the  year.  The 
first  six  books  of  Virgil’s  JBneid,  together  with  grammar,  com¬ 
position,  and  metrical  reading,  special  attention  being  given  to 
quantity  and  versification,  compose  the  work  of  the  Senior  year 
in  Latin.  Reading  at  sight  is  done  in  all  the  classes  after  the 
Freshman,  and  due  attention  is  paid  to  Roman  History. 

UftoJimt  EattguagpH 

French  and  German  are  offered  in  the  Junior  and  Senior 
years,  a  course  of  two  years  in  each  subject. 

The  New  Chardenal  is  the  grammar  text  for  the  first  year  in 
French.  In  the  second  year  grammar  is  continued  and  the  easy 
classics  are  read.  Drill  in  pronunciation,  rudiments  of  gram¬ 
mar,  and  abundant  easy  exercises  is  kept  up  during  the  course. 
Reading  such  selections  as  follows :  Daudet’s  Neuf  Contes 
Choisis,  Hugo’s  Cosette,  Halevy’s  L’Abbc  Constantin. 
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Joynes-Wesselhoeft’s  Grammar  is  used  in  the  first  year  of 
German.  In  the  second  year  grammar  is  continued  and  the 
easy  classics  are  read.  Drill  in  forms,  exercises  in  composition 
and  pronunciation  are  daily  practiced.  Such  as  follows  will  be 
read:  Storm’s  Immensee,  Heyse’s  UArrabbiata ,  Von  Hillern’s 
Holier  als  die  Kirke. 

French  and  German  are  alternatives  in  the  Modern  Language 
Course  for  Latin  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  years. 

The  study  of  science  begins  in  the  Freshman  year  with  a  text 
on  General  Science  by  Pease.  Careful  attention  is  given  to  the 
several  heads  under  this  name  so  that  the  young  student  may 
have  a  good  general  view  of  the  subject.  Special  attention  is 
paid  to  the  subject  of  foods.  The  student  will  be  required  to 
make  a  study  of  the  relative  values  of  foods  and  make  notes  on 
the  same.  The  necessary  experiments  will  be  performed  with 
the  class. 

Physics  and  Chemistry  are  taken  up  in  the  Junior  and  Senior 
years,  respectively.  Standard  texts  on  the  subject  are  used, 
and  ample  time  is  devoted  to  laboratory  work.  Student  must 
present  notes  carefully  written  in  note  books  before  a  pass  is 
given  to  the  candidate. 


Ijuitnru 

The  work  in  History  follows  State  and  National  history  as 
presented  in  the  public  school.  English  history  is  covered  in  a 
standard  text.  In  the  Freshman  year  Outlines  of  Euorpean 
History ,  Part  I,  Robinson  and  Breasted,  supplies  the  text.  In 
the  Sophomore  year  Outlines  of  European  History,  Part  II, 
Robinson  and  Beard,  is  the  text.  In  both  years  the  library  is 
drawn  on  for  collateral  reading,  and  contemporary  history  is 
kept  before  the  mind  of  the  student. 

A  review  of  United  States  History  and  Government  is  elect¬ 
ive  for  Seniors. 
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The  course  in  Pedagogy  is  designed  to  give  those  of  our 
students  who  expect  to  teach  either  in  the  secular  schools  or 
in  the  Sunday  schools  the  essential  principles  of  teaching.  The 
course  is  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  may  be  pursued 
two  years.  The  laws  of  teaching  are  presented  and  illustrated. 
The  psychology  of  childhood  is  then  investigated  and  the 
student  acquainted  with  the  ordinary  workings  of  the  child 
mind.  The  modern  methods  of  teaching  are  discussed  and  the 
most  efficient  and  widely  used  are  pointed  out  and  demonstrated 
by  application  to  classes  of  children  from  local  patronage. 
Lectures  in  elementary  drawing,  sanitation,  school-room 
decoration,  etc.,  are  also  given  and  full  notes  are  required  of 
the  students. 

■PfttmattHljip 

#  Recognizing  the  importance  of  legible  writing,  the  course 
requires  of  all  students  who  need  it,  practice  in  penmanship 
in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  years. 
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The  course  in  Music  receives  special  attention  at  Mont 
Amoena,  because  we  believe  that  music  is  an  essential  part  of 
a  liberal  education.  None  but  the  most  capable  teachers  are 
placed  in  charge  and  a  high  standard  of  work  is  required. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughness  of  foundation 
work.  Unless  the  correct  principles  of  piano  playing  are 
acquired,  the  student  soon  reaches  a  stage  where  she  finds 
further  progress  almost  impossible,  owing  to  such  defects  as 
“stiff  wrist”  and  many  similar  conditions.  The  result  of  such 
careful  treatment  is  that  the  student  finds  her  playing,  at  all 
stages  of  her  development,  in  an  easy,  normal  condition,  making 
progress  as  quickly  as  her  talents  and  industry  will  allow. 

Instruction  is  given  in  Piano,  Vocal,  Chorus,  Theory  of 
Music,  Ear  Training,  and  History  of  Music. 

All  Vocal  pupils  are  required  to  attend  regularly  the 
rehearsals  of  the  chorus  class,  when  it  meets  for  the  study  and 
practice  of  songs  and  choruses.  Also  frequent  public  recitals 
are  given  by  the  pupils. 

JHmtnfnitp 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  studies,  indicating  the 
standard  of  work  required  for  graduation  in  Piano.  Each 
student,  however,  is  treated  individually  according  to  ability 
and  temperament.

76,  Book  I ;  simple  scale  forms ;  simple  pieces  by  standard  composers. 

First  Year 

Technical  work  continued.  Scales  and  arpeggios;  Kohler,  Op.  151; 
Doering,  Op.  45,  Book  I;  Koehler,  Op.  50;  Doering,  Op.  8,  Books  I,  II; 
Czerny’s  Velocity  Studies,  Op.  299,  Books  I,  II ;  Duvernoy,  Op.  120, 
Books  I,  II ;  pieces  by  standard  composers. 
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Second  Year 

Scales  and  arpeggios  continued;  Berens,  Op.  61;  Koehler,  Op.  173; 
Czerny,  Op  299,  Book  III;  Bertini,  Op.  29;  First  Studies  of  Bach; 
Sonatas  by  Kuhlau  and  Clementi;  Easier  Compositions  from  Schu¬ 
mann;  pieces  of  corresponding  difficulty  from  standard  composers. 

Third  Year 

More  advanced  technical  work;  Berens,  Op.  61,  Book  I;  Bach’s 
Easier  Inventions;  Czerny,  Op  740;  Mendelssohn’s  Songs  Without 
Words;  Easier  Sonatas  of  Haydn  and  Mozart;  pieces  by  standard 
composers.  Theory 

Fourth  Year 

Czerny,  continued;  Bach’s  Three-Voice  Inventions;  Cramer  (Bu- 
low)  ;  Kullak,  Octave  Studies;  Mozart  and  Beethoven;  Selections  from 
Chopin,  Schumann,  Schubert,  Liszt  and  others.  Theory. 

No  definite  time  can  be  fixed  for  the  completion  of  this 
course,  as  some  will  advance  more  rapidly  than  others,  progress 
depending  upon  the  pupil’s  natural  ability  and  the  time  devoted 
to  practice.  The  minimum  length  of  time  for  practice  is  two 
periods  of  forty-five  minutes  each. 

InitP 

No  music  is  comparable  to  the  trained  human  voice.  It  is 
the  divine  instrument.  Emphasis  is  therefore  laid  upon  voice 
culture.  The  Seminary  prides  itself  upon  good  singing.  The 
course  extends  over  four  years  of  graduated  work  and  employs 
only  approved  methods  of  instruction. 

Two  periods  per  week,  of  thirty  minutes  duration  each,  are 
given  for  private  lessons. 

First  Year 

Work  in  voice  building,  voice  placing,  elementary  vocalization,  enun¬ 
ciation,  general  sight  reading;  studies  from  Seiber,  Concone,  Mar- 
chesi  and  others ;  easy  songs  and  ballads  by  standard  composers. 

Second  Year 

Vocal  exercises  by  Woheforht,  Sitt,  Herman.  Easy  pieces  for  build¬ 
ing.  Piano  accompaniment;  preparatory  recitals;  select  studies  and 
songs  of  medium  difficulty. 
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Third  Year 

Voice  building;  vocalization;  advanced  vocalises  in  style.  Concone, 
Marchesi,  etc.  Appearance  in  evening  recitals;  concert  deportment. 

Fourth  Year 

Advanced  vocalization;  opera  and  oratorio;  attention  given  to  reper¬ 
toire. 

Advanced  students  should  have  at  least  one  year  in  French  and 
German,  and  have  completed  second  year  in  Piano.

Any  pupil  completing  satisfactorily  either  or  both  of  the 
above  courses  and  giving  proof  of  her  qualifications  by  a  public 

recital  will  receive  a  diploma.  The  candidate  for  diploma  in

Piano  is  also  required  to  take  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of 
Theory,  which  includes  Harmony  and  History  of  Music,  and 
to  have  the  equivalent  of  the  Junior  year  in  English. 
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Staging  Knotti  anb  Hihrarg 

A  Reading  Room  and  Library  are  maintained  in  the  Sem¬ 
inary,  where  access  may  be  had  to  some  of  the  best  daily  and 
weekly  nemspapers,  the  leading  literary  and  scientific  journals, 
and  many  of  the  standard  works  of  literature.  The  room  is 
in  charge  of  a  competent  and  obliging  librarian,  who  sees  to  it 
that  good  order  is  maintained.  Students  are  encouraged  to 
form  the  reading  and  research  habit.  The  room  is  comfortably 
furnished,  well  heated  and  well  lighted,  and  open  to  the  stu¬ 
dents  at  suitable  hours  every  day.  Students  are  required  to 
pay  a  small  fee  for  the  use  of  the  books  and  magazines.  Among 
the  important  works  now  on  the  shelves  are  Bibliophile  Library 
of  Literature,  Art  and  Rare  Manuscripts,  Stoddard’s  Lectures, 
Harvard  Classics,  University  Edition  of  Shakespeare,  Grove’s 
Dictionary  of  Music,  and  New  International  Encyclopedia. 

Hyrmn  (Hour** 

The  management  of  the  two  schools  of  Mt.  Pleasant  arrange 
for  a  Lyceum  Course  of  four  or  five  entertainments,  to  be 
given  during  the  school  year.  Recognizing  the  educational 
value  of  high-class  Lyceum  entertainment,  all  students  are 
advised  to  avail  themselves  of  the  exceptional  advantages  thus 
afforded.  Season  tickets,  admitting  to  all  the  numbers  of  the 
course,  may  be  had  by  the  students  at  a  nominal  price. 

ffittrrary  Surnttps 

There  are  two  chapters — Alpha  and  Omega — of  the  Bern- 
heim  Literary  Society  connected  with  the  institution.  They 
exercise  a  cultivating  influence  in  composition,  debate,  recita¬ 
tion,  and  the  art  of  presiding  at  the  meetings.  All  students 
are  required  to  become  members  of  these  societies,  the  Faculty 
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assigning  the  students  to  the  chapter  and  being  present  in 
person  to  assist.  All  students  will  be  graded  on  society  work. 
The  work  of  this  department  cannot  be  too  greatly  stressed. 
A  student  really  knows  only  that  which  she  can  clearly  tell. 
Two  hours  Wednesday  afternoon  of  each  week  are  devoted  to 
this  all-important  work. 

Alljlftir  Asaarattmt 

The  Association,  composed  of  the  students  and  Faculty  of 
the  Seminary,  has  for  its  object  the  securing  and  management 
of  suitable  out-door  games  for  the  recreation  hours.  A  large 
and  suitable  court  on  the  campus  has  been  put  in  order,  upon 
which  croquet,  tennis  and  basket-ball  are  provided  for.  There 
is  great  interest  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  students  of  the 
Seminary  in  these  games,  and  it  is  known  that  a  few  hours 
spent  in  recreation,  that  will  call  into  play  vigorously  most  of 
the  organs  of  the  body,  will  send  the  student  back  to  her  work 
with  renewed  energy,  and  will  at  the  same  time  be  conducive 
toward  that  ideal  condition  when  the  sound  mind  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  and  equipped  with  a  sound  and  healthy  body.  Students 
are  required  to  furnish  their  own  athletic  outfit  and  bear  other 
necessary  expenses. 
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These  have  been  placed  at  the  lowest  possible  figure  con¬ 
sistent  with  our  advantages  and  equipment.  An  unbiased 
comparison  of  our  prices  with  the  Seminary  equipment  will 
result  in  the  verdict  that  nowhere  else  can  equal  advantages 
be  found  at  so  low  a  figure.  Neither  are  there  any  extras 
and  fees  not  shown  in  the  catalogue,  but  which  are  presented 
to  parents  after  daughters  are  in  the  institution.  It  is  an 
indisputable  fact  that  students  can  attend  this  institution  with 
less  expense  than  any  other  institution  of  equal  advantages.

and  the  fourth,  March  17th. 

No  one  will  be  received  into  any  department  for  less  than 
a  term,  and  no  charge  for  anything  less  than  the  price  of  the 
term.  There  are  no  monthly  rates  to  any  of  the  departments  of 
the  institution. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  holidays,  late  entrance,  or 
temporary  absence  except  in  case  of  prolonged  sickness. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  graduate,  take  any  distinction 
or  honor,  or  remove  her  personal  property  from  the  institu¬ 
tion,  until  her  account  has  been  paid  in  full,  according  to 
contract. 

Money  may  be  sent  by  express,  money  order,  or  check.  The 
institution  will  cash  all  checks  for  the  students. 

Students  desiring  to  occupy  a  room  alone  will  be  required 
to  pay  the  price  of  the  whole  room,  $25.00  additional  to  price 
above  stated. 

Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  damage  to  rooms,  furni¬ 
ture,  or  fixtures  of  building.  The  rooms  all  have  mouldings 
for  hanging  pictures.  Nails,  tacks,  or  pins  must  not  be  driven 
into  the  plaster . 

Honka  anil  Hauniiry 

Books  are  kept  in  stock  at  the  book  store  in  town.  The 
cost  of  these  per  session  will  average,  probably,  ten  dollars  or 
less.  Second-hand  books  may  often  be  secured,  lessening  the 
cost  to  the  student,  but  we  do  not  advise  the  use  of  second¬ 
hand  books  for  sanitary  reasons.  If  parents  wish  us  to  secure 
books  for  the  students,  ten  dollars  must  be  deposited  for  the 
same.  Any  money  over,  to  the  credit  of  the  student,  will  be 
refunded. 

Music  and  art  supplies  may  be  secured  from  local  dealers 
or  through  the  management  of  the  departments. 
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No  laundry  will  be  done  by  the  Seminary  this  year,  but  the 
students  will  be  advised  and  assisted  in  securing  services  and 
rates.  Laundry  depends  upon  the  individual,  but  will  cost 
about  $1.50  per  month. 

Use  of  electric  irons,  chafing  dishes,  electric  or  gas,  is  not 
allowed  in  rooms.  Electric  irons  may  be  used  in  basement  at 
the  cost  of  electricity  used. 


©Utfit 

Economy  in  dress  will  be  advised,  but  while  extravagance 
is  guarded  against,  neatness  will  be  required,  and  good  taste 
will  always  be  encouraged. 

Each  room  is  furnished  with  a  radiator,  dresser,  washstand, 
two  chairs,  two  single  beds  and  mattresses,  two  wardrobes,  and 
combination  student’s  table. 

Students  and  teachers  residing  in  building  are  expected  to 
furnish  and  bring  with  them  their  own  toilet  brushes,  combs, 
soap,  towels,  doilies,  pillow,  pillow  cases,  sheets,  counterpanes, 
and  one  pair  of  blankets.  All  articles  intended  for  laundry 
must  be  marked  with  name  of  student  in  full.  Other  articles 
such  as  a  student  may  desire  for  her  use  in  room ,  knife,  fork , 
spoon,  tumbler,  and  hot  water  bottle  must  be  supplied  by  the 
student. 

They  must  be  also  provided  with  overshoes,  an  umbrella, 
and  thick  walking  shoes. 

IrrlpH 

We  have  no  fictitious  scholarships  to  award,  as  our  low 
rates  will  not  allow  them.
